CURRENT EVENTS 

Much Guessing As to Action of 
the Democratic National 
Convention. 

TWO BIG QUESTION MARKS 


Attitude of Wilson and McAdoo a 

Puzzle — Platform Issues Promise 
Fight — Side Parties Interesting 
—Irish Situation Is Grave — 
France and England to 
War on Turk.

Political wiseacres arc at tills time 
as busy In naming tile nominee of the 
Democratic convention at San Fran- 
cisco as they were a short time ago In 
mnklng wrong predictions about the 
Kepubllcan alTalr at Chlcmro. Indica- 
tions arc that most of them arc guess- 
ing. In fact. It looks like a good old- 
fashioned guessing contest. If you nrc 
lucky you win the barrel of Hour or 
the Indies' watch. Straws are no guide 
to the direction of the political wind 
for they are pointing la till directions, 
especially straw ballots. Possibly 
President Wilson. Mr. P.ryan or one 
of the other party powers knows who 
will be the standard bearer, but he 
Is not telling. 

The big Interrogation point which 
has been planted In the public tnlnd 
concerns chiefly William <!. McAdoo 
and also President Wilson himself. 
The former secretary had for some 
weeks been boomed so persistently 
that ninny political forecasters be- 
lieved lie was going to make a runa- 
way race of It. Ibit .lust at 11 critical 
time came bis announcement that ho 
was not seeking the nomination and 
preferred that Ids name should not he 
placed before the convention. Ardent 
supporters point out that he ha* not 
definitely refused the honor and are 
proceeding on the theory that lie will 
accept If It comes to him unsolicited. 
Several state delegations which have 
been for McAdoo announce their re- 
fusal to take Ids declination as unal- 
terable and their intention of voting 
for him In the convention. 

President Wilson Is the great enig- 
ma just as he has been u 1 1 through 
the months since his early Illness and 
the ambiguous bulletins and inter- 
views issued by bis physicians. The 
first Interpretation of Mr. McAdoo's 
voluntary withdrawal from the race 
was that the Republican platform hav- 
ing largely made Mr. Wilson the issue 
In the campaign. It was tilting that the 
president should meet It by becoming 
the opposition candidate. This view 
was considerably strengthened by an 
Interview which the president gave to 
a representative of a prominent New 
York newspuper, In which Mr. Wilson 
discussed Issues but not candidates 
nmi stated that he apix-ared to be the 
principal Issue. The Interviewer stress- 
ed the point not of the president's 
complete recovery, but of bis im- 
proved physical condition. Newspa- 
pers throughout the country have been 
flooded with recent photographs of the 
president which Indicate a fair degree 
of vigor. Sources close to the White 
House, notably Senator tJluss, scout 
the third term Idea, but the inference 
gained lu many quurters from tlie In- 
terview, the photographs and a few 
minor straws. Is that the president, if 
not an active uspiraut for the honor, 
proposes to be the |s>wer behind the 
office. Those upholding tills view be- 
lieve lliut Mr. McAdoo sought to elim- 
inate himself in order to give his 
father-lu-luw u clear field. Others 
modify the view mid incline to the 
belief that there Is a divergence l»e- 
tweeu the president and Mr. McAdoo 
Mi the League of Nations question. 

The fight lii the resolutions com- 
mittee will be on the question of en- 
dorsing the administration's peace 
treaty and League of Nations policy, 
on the liquor Issue and on Ireland. A 
large share of opinion is to the effect 
that the committee will buck the ad- 
mlnlstratlou in Its league plan, pos- 
sibly Insert a mild declaration for 
persoual liberty without mentioning 
either light wines or beer, also a 
declaration of sympathy fur subject 


nations desiring Independence, with- 
out any specific mention of Ireland. In- 
asmuch ns the Wilson longue cove- 
nant will be opposed by the Bryan fnc- 
I tion. the Democratic senators who 
voted for the Lodge reservations and 
by other nntl-ndmlnlstrntlon elements; 
ami ns strong forces are working 
for a modification of the Volstead pro- 
hibition enforcement act, either of 
these questions Is regarded as sulll- 
clent to force a light on the floor of 
the convention Itself. While there nre 
many friends of Irish Independence In 
the convention, It Is not a domestic 
question, ami may go through In any 
manner In which the resolutions com- 
mittee decides to treat It. 

Both Republican nml Democratic 
candidates for the presidency will have 
the usual amount of company In the 
way of side parties. These tire very 
Interesting this year. Certain ele- 
ments among the suffragists are 
threatening an Independent party on 
account of failure of Democrats nml 
1 Republicans to force a sufficient nuni- 
I her of states to adopt tin* suffrage 
amendment. Certain drys threaten n 
party because Republicans and Demo- 
crats are too wet or neutral. The 
wets threaten a party because the 
other parties nre too dry. Some 
negroes threaten n pnrty of tlielr 
own tunl propose to substitute William 
Hale Thompson, mayor of Chicago, as 
their pntron saint. Instead of Abraham 
Lincoln. Radicals, each one of whom 
Is a party to himself, are going to try 
and unite under the banner of the 
“Committee of 4S” with much enthu- 
siasm for Senntor I.aFollette of Wis- 
consin for president* notwithstanding 
the fnct that the senntor In all Ids 
past periods of dlsgruntlement over 
the actions of his party, lins overcome 
his disappointment and remained 
••regular." 

Editor Henrst, who failed to dic- 
tate the nominee of the Republican 
party and whose counsels seem to 
have lost some of tlielr weight In the 
, Democratic party. Is trumpeting loud- 
ly for tin* formation of a new party. 

] Mayor Thompson, who was a Repub- 
lican until defeated for national com- 
' mlttoeninn and until the supreme court 
j of his state heaped an Indignity upon 
I him hy knocking out n primary law 
under which Ills machine had been 
successful, Is said to he building a 
springboard to make some kind of a 
flop. Editor Alexander Moore of 
Pittsburgh, n rampant Progressive, 
has come out for Harding. Senator 
Poindexter, who wns regarded by 
many as the only real "Bull Moose" In 
the senate, has announced his Inten- 
tion to support the Republican ticket. 
Neither the Hnrdlng-Coolldge forces 
nor those who will nominate a candi- 
date at San Francisco, manifest much 
perturbation over the various Inde- 
pendent parties threatened. Their at- 
titude seems to be serenely that of 
“the more, the merrier." 

The more conservative hrnnch of or- 
ganized workmen, us represented In 
the American Federation of Labor, 
closed a two-weeks' annual convention 
at Montreal, Canada. June 10. Sam- 
uel Gompers. the re-elected president 
of the organization, succeeded after a 
stormy opposition from the friends 
of Irelnnd In securing nn Indorsement 
of tlie League of Nations without res- 
ervations. The opposition was against 
the covenant because of the view that 
It guarantees the Integrity of the Brlt- 
j Ish empire. 

Labor's program as formulated by 
the convention demands follows: 

Ratification of the peace treaty. 

Government ownership with demo- 
cratic operation of the rullrouds. 

Curb on profiteering and high cost 
of living with Jail sentences for prof- 
iteers. 

Right to strike and abolition of com- 
pulsory arbitration and anti-strike leg- 
1 Islatlon. 

Hands off In Mexico by the United 
■ States government. 

Indorsement of the Irish republic. 

Right of collective bargaining. 

Advances In wages wherever neces- 
sary to maintain the American stand- 
ard of living. 

Shorter workday If necessary to pre- 
J vent unemployment. 

These recommendations aril be 
launched against the Democratic con- 
vention at San Francisco, with a 
1 strong effort by President Gompers 
i and other leaders to secure their In- 


corporation In the platform. The ex- 
ecutive council of the federation nlso 
wns Instructed to consider a plan for 
procuring control of n number of dally 
newspapers to represent the cause of 
labor. 

If nn strikes occur and present con- 
ditions of production continue, there 
Is less prospect of n famine In soft 
coni next winter. The United Stntes 
geological survey announces thnt pro- 
duction so fnr In 1020 Is about .'TO.- 
(kki.(MX) tons nhend of the same period 
last year. The action of the Inter- 
state commerce commission in pro- 
viding more cars at the mines and In 
granting preference and priority or- 
ders for the transportation of soft 
coal have had a favorable result. 
Nevertheless, forehanded people, 
warned hy the experience of last win- 
ter. nre laying In coal wherever pos- 
sible. Coal prices show no inclination 
to drop. 

Although a condition very much 
resembling civil war has existed for 
more than a week at Londonderry, 
Ireland, with rioting, street barricades 
and casualties mounting Into the hun- 
dreds. It |S not believed that It Is the 
match which will touch ofT the great 
conflagration Involving Unionists. Na 
tlonallsts and Sinn Foinors. While 
conditions have nlso been had In Bel- 
fast and a few other places- and the 
general situation Is regarded ns grave. 
It is pointed out thnt the disturbed 
areas nrc* the centers of violent par 
tlsnnshlp and frequently subject to 
turbulence. The government state- 
ment says thnt such outbreaks nre td 
he expected nnd do not Indicate that; 
a state of war throughout Ireland Is 
Immediately Impending. The railroad 
situation, wherein the employees re- 
fuse to operate trains carrying sol- 
dlers or military supplies Is the most 
serious with which the government has 
to deal. The authorities have made 
two threats against the strikers, one 
to operate the trains with troops, and 
tin* other to stop rail trafllc entirely. 
Tlie course of nenr events appears to 
hinge upon the government's ability to 
handle tilt* transportation crisis. 

With the ending of tlie armistice 
between the French In Cilicia nnd 
Mustnpha ICeninl I’ashn, loader of tlie 
Turk Nationalists, came the announce- 
ment of a conference between Mar- 
shal Foch of France nnd Sir Ilenry 
Wilson, British chief of staff, at which 
It wns decided to wage a strong cam- 
paign against the Turks. Neither 
France nor England being willing to 
send more soldiers. It Is reported that 
Greece will furbish the troops and 
the two allied countries most of the 
officers. As a reward Greece Is to 
have Smyrna. The Turkish situation 
Is regarded ns n serious one. The 
pence treaty prnctlcallygubollshed the 
Turkish emplro, parceling the rich- 
est portions among the allies and con- 
lining tlie Turks to a small district In 
Asia Minor without a port, which 
leaves them ringed by Greeks. Armeni- 
ans and other hostile nationalities. A 
realization that this would occur was 
responsible for the revolt under Kern- 
oh The totnl French casualties due 
lng the temporary occupation ol 
Cilicia were 6,000 men, Including Ar- 
menian troops, nnd 124 officers. Al- 
ready the British have suffered heav- 
ily from Turk attacks, although tlielr 
casualties have not been announced. 
Troops art* on the way to meet Kemal'r 
forces, which nre said to heye ad- 
vanced beyond Isntld In rite dlreo 
tlon of Constantinople. Last week 
British ships were reported bomhurd- 
lng the approaches to Ismid. 

American Red Cross units nre en- 
gaged In handling refugee work for 
southern Russia from Constantinople 
and general relief work In Boland, the 
Rh 1 tic states. Montenegro. Albania, 
Serbia. Czechn-Slovitklu. Greece nnd 
Italy, but activities of the United 
States In foreign countries ure rapid- 
ly being curtailed. Outside of Ger- 
many, the only military mission of the 
United States Is that heuded by Col. 
W. N. Haskell, which was assigned by 
President Wilson Jn November. 1819 , 
to assist the near East relief commit- 
tee In its work In Asia Minor. !u Ger- 
many 30 United States officers are 
serving on the inter-allied high com- 
mission. being Included among the 771 
officers who. with 16.031 enlisted men. 
constitute the United State* army of 
occupation.

Hoe misers everywhere nre rnpltlly 
recognizing the modern, wenther-tight 
hoghousc as n most profitable Invest- 
ment. Where the sows are properly 
housed they respond with two litters 
of pigs n year Instead of one; the pigs 
are marketable at the time when 
prices nre highest, and a greater per- 
centage of each litter Is brought to 
maturity. 

The advantage of hnvlng the sows 
farrow In the late winter are well 
known to every hog raiser. Hut to 
have the pigs come along while the 
weather Is yet cold Is unprofitable un- 
less the mother nnd young pigs have 
a house that will keep them warm, dry 
nnd healthy. Modern hoghouses are 
designed nnd built to give the sow and 
her pigs Just such a home. 

Herewith Is illustrated such a hog- 
house. It Is a frame building set on 
u concrete foundation nnd has n ce- 
ment lloor. This building Is 24 feet 
wide and 42 feet long and lias pens 
for ten sows nnd tbeir pigs. 

The peculiar shai>e of the roof 
mnkes possible n warm sunny Interior. 
The house Is set so that It extends 
east and west nnd fnees the south. 
This position gives the windows the 
benefits of the late winter sun, light 
entering t lie lower windows falling on 
one row of pens nnd on the other from 
the windows In the roof. The multi- 
plicity of windows nlso permits good 
ventilation, which Is another necessity 
In a hoghouse. The young pigs re 
warmed by the heat from the mothers 


dor* with manufacturers several 
months In advance. This hoghouse 
enn he built in the Ipte fall or early 
winter, so long as the concrete floor Is 
laid before frost comes. The bnlance 
of the building Is of lumber nnd can 
be erected at any time. 

Nothing raised on the farm Is more 
profitable than hogs. These animals 
tiring high prices, the demand con- 
stantly Is growing nnd with prnjx# 
housing nnd care a maximum number 
of young pigs can he brought to ma- 
turity. Health Is the prime essential 
that mnkes for profitable bog raising 
and to be healthy, hogs must bo kept 
In clenn nnd sanitary quarters. 

A hoghouse with n cement floor is 
easy to clenn. Where water under 
pressure is available the cement floors 
can be washed nnd the litter that Is 
not gnthured up by the fork carried 
out. Sunshine helps a grant deal In 
preventing diseases, the sun's rays be- 
ing n germ killer. The double row of 
windows admits sunshine to every 
pnrt of the hoghouse Illustrated. 

Modern farm buildings of all kinds 
nre helping to solve the labor-shortage 
problem that confronts fnrmors every- 
where. Modem buildings, equipped 
with modern, labor-saving device* for 
doing the work necessary to give the 
live stock proper attention make the 
work easier nnd quicker, Utus saving 
a great deal of labor.

The heat from the 
sows, however, Is moist and unless 
ventilation is provided the house will 
he damp and chill. 

The Interior arrangement of this 
hoghouse Is shown by the accompany- 
ing finer plan. Through the center of 
the building runs a feeding alley, with 
the pens on either side. Di*ors at both 
ends |>ermlt free access to the build- 
ing. either for taking feed to the hogs 
or for removing Utter. Each peu Is 
6 feet 6 Inches wide and 8 feet 6 
inches deep. The cement floor Is cov- 
ered by a hoard floor, slightly raised 
from the concrete, for a distance 
of five feet from each wall. This 
hoard floor, covered with bedding pro- 
vides a dry place for the mother and 
pigs. Despite the general Impression 
that hogs are filthy animals, they are 
not and will keep the bourd floor clean 
and dry. 

lu the plan shown, the pens along 
the south side of the building are con- 
nected with outdoor runs, making the 
house usable lu summer as well as 
w Inter. The doors of the pens are so 
placed as to provide direct ruus to 
each of the yards. 

This sort of modern hoghouse will 
enable hog owners to double the num- 
ber of pigs usually raised, ami will 
make hog raising more profitable. The 
Cost of the building is low. hut the In- 
crease in receipt* from the drove are 
great. 

While It may he a little early to be- 
giu dow to construct farm buildings 
that will not he needed until next 
winter. It is a wise plan under present 
condition* to make urraugeiueut* for 
any contemplated building as far In 
ad' ance of construction as possible.

SIGN TALK FOR 
MOTOR DRIVERS 

Expressive Finger Code Has Been 
Devised by Theron W. Kil- 
mer, a New Yorker. 

FIVE IDEA S OF IM PORTANCE 

Numerous Accidents Last Year Were 

Due to Lack of Knowledge of Con- 
dition of Roads Ahead— Word 
of Warning Helps. 

Last yrnr the reckless nnd Incompe- 
tent handling of automobiles hi a sin- 
gle state ox noted a toll of 1,287 lives, 
nnd thousands of persons were more 
or less grievously Injured besides. A 
Inck of knowledge of conditions. Ig- 
norance of the state of the rond 
abend, and failure of the driver to 
caution another, had much to do with 
numerous accidents, and the destruc- 
tion or loss of an Immense amofint of 
property throughout the country, 
writes Robert W. Skerrett in the Sci- 
entific Amerlcnn. 

The continually augmenting number 
of machines and our ever-widening de- 
pendence upon automotive vehicles 
make It lmpcpitlve thnt we find some 
media by which needless sacrifices of 
life, limb and material can he reduced. 
Dr; Theron W. Kilmer, a physician In 
ljew York city, has suggested thnt 
much may he gnined In this direction 
by facilitating Intercommunication be- 
tween the drivers of moving cars. He 
Is convinced thnt a word of warning at 
the right time will be of the greatest 
benefit, and to this end he has evolved 
a sign language In which a display of 
from one to five fingers mnke it prac- 
ticable for the man at the wheel to sig- 
nal useful Information or to ask an- 
other motorist a question which may 
save much time nnd trouble. 

•Amplification of Semaphore. 

The code Is merely an amplification 
of the one-urm semaphore by which a 
driver now indicates that he Is about 
to turn out of line and thus euutions 
the man behind him to slow up. The 
slgnnls are all mnde with the forearm 
held upright nnd the hand so placed 
thnt the fingers will receive n full 
measure of light or stand out well sil- 
houetted against a luminous back- 
ground. Doctor Kilmer has chosen 
this position ns the one likeliest to 
prevent confusion. As an experienced 
motorist, he knows how much the other 
fellow hates to be halted, particularly 
If he is not to be the gainer; and his 
desire has been to produce a code of 
such simplicity thnt “he that runs may 
rend.” 

The display of a single finger menns 
“You have a flat shoe;” two fingers 
warns the approaching or passing car 
thnt something is wrong with It, In 
short, thnt the machine should he 
stopped nnd inspected ; three fingers Is 
the query “Am I on the right road to 
the next town?” a spread of four fln- 
flers Is the symbol for danger ahead ; 
nnd when five fingers are shown the 
oncoming motorist Is asked to stop 
and to lend assistance. 

May Save Life. 

A flat shoe Is not a trifling matter. 
In Ignorance of It a driver may ruin 
a tire; and the records show that nu- 
merous grave accidents have resulted 
from this wheel defect. Something 
tuny be loose or nbout to drop from a 
passing car which may entail either 
loss of property or invite disaster. 
Prompt Inspection will save n tool box 
or perhaps prevent u wreck. Time 
and again the stranger hus gone miles 
astray on the wrong rond when n nod 
or a shake of the head from some one 
Informed might have reassured him If 
on the right path, or brought him 
around nnd Into the desired highway 
to the next town. 

A ’danger ahead may be an unsus- 
pected railroad crossing, a sharp turn, 
a wreck, or an Impassable or very hud 
road. A slgnul to that effect would 
cuuse the driver to slow down nnd to 
find out what lies before him. Every 
decent driver will respond to a rightful 
call for help, but he naturally wants 
to he certain that It Is uecessury that 
he should stop. 

Regulating Battery Charge.

PRESERVE PAINT ON 
SURFACE IN WASHING 

Most Every Man Experiences 
Trouble With First Car. 


Great Care Must Be Exercised Dur- 
ing Flr*t Months, Owing to Tim* 
Necessary for Varnish to 
Hsrden — Use Best Soaps. 

Most every mnn experiences consid- 
erable trouble with the pnlnt on his 
first new enr, due to the fact that It 
was not properly taken care of. Some, 
however, after ruining the pnlnt on 
one or two cars, learn how to keep 
the luster In the pnlnt, hut for the 
benefit of those who still do not know 
the secret the following Instructions 
are given: 

Owing to the time required for vnr- 
nlsh to harden, great enre should be 
exercised In washing the car during 
the first few months In use. 

1. Before using new sponges and 
chamois skins clean them thoroughly 
with soap and water to remove sand 
and shells. 

2. Clenn one pnnel at a time, thor- 
oughly drying before cleaning the 
next. Never wash the engine hood 
while hot, and never use hot water 
on any part of the car. 

3. Mud should never be allowed to 
dry upon a newly vnmlshed surface. 
Wash off all mud ns soon ns possible. 

4. Use lots of water to clean your 
car. A sponge, thoroughly saturated, 
Is much better thnn a hose. Always 
have sponge full of clean, fresh wa- 
ter and use no pressure when apply- 
ing. 

fi. Have two sponges — one for body, 
hood, etc., the other for the running 
gear. Keep sponge for body away 
from grease. 

0. In washing running gear use a 
sonp solution inode by dissolving In 
a pall of water sufficient soap to make 
a good suds. Sop on to car with 
sponge. Rinse immediately with clear 
water. 

If necessary to use soap on body, 
use only pure soap, such as Imported 
cnstlle, or the very best oil soaps 
made for use on automobiles. There 
must be no free alkali or acids In the 
sonp, as these will eat the surface off 
the varnish.

Probably no city In the world Is so 
rich In memorials of an international 
friendship as Paris — so many are 
thpso which bear witness to the close 
ties between France and the United 
States. By their number and their 
nature they have long Impressed the 
many American visitors to Paris, and 
they have had a new Interest and sig- 
nificance for the hundreds of thou- 
sands of American soldiers who have 
seen them during the past three years. 

Statues and stately memorials In 
squares and parks, busts and paint- 
ings In public buildings, tablets, monu- 
ments, the names of streets and ave- 
nues, the cherished traditions of this 
neighborhood or that, ull remind us 
eloquently of what lay behind the Im- 
pulse that on the very first day of 
the great war. carried the heart of 
America swiftly and unerringly to the 
side of France. Ever since 1700, when 
Paris went Into mourning for Ben- 
jamin Frunklln, the city hus manifest- 
ed frequently the strength of its ties 
with America, and there are many 
shrines to which the feet of Americans 
In Purls inevitnbly turn. Of all such 
shrines none, perhaps, Is more sacred 
than the grnve of Lafayette In a lit-

The Statue of Benjamin Franklin 
Facing the Place du Trocadero. 

Is at the head of the beautiful little 
Place des Etuts Unis, almost In front 
of the house that President and Mrs. 
Wilson occupied during part of their 
long stay in the city. This memorial 
Is the work of Bartholdi, who cre- 
ated the Statue of Liberty, the gift 
of France that stands In New York 
harbor. On the little Island of Gre- 
nelle, which serves as a mld-rlver pier 
for one of the nmny bridges that cross 
the Seine in Paris, there Is a small 
replica of the Statue of Liberty. 

Not far from the Place des Etats 
Unis run3 the Avenue du President 
Wilson, a fine thoroughfare that was 
formerly the Avenue du Trocadero, 
anil In the Place d'lenu, ubout the 
middle of the avenue, is an equestrluu 
statue of Washington that American 
women gave iti 11*00, There Is another 
statue of Washington nt Versailles, 
given by the state of Virginia, und 
the Hue Washington runs northeast 
from the noble Avenue des Chumps 
Elysees. 

Memorials of Franklin are even 
more numerous In Paris than those of 
Washington und Lafayette, for Paris 
took Franklin to its heart as it has 
taken few foreigners lu ull its history. 
Streets, statues, busts, paintings and 
tablets remind tbe sightseer in Paris 
of tbe mun, born in poverty in Boston, 
who made republicanism popular at 
the most urlstocrutlc court in Europe. 
On the pedestul of a bronze status 
of Fraubllu that stands on a grassy ter- 
race facing the great Place du Troca- 
dero is the tribute that Mlrabeau 
wrote when Franklin died: “The 
Genius who set America free und turn- 
ed ou Europe a fiood of light 1 The 
Sage whom two worlds claim 1“ The 
seuted figure of the old philosopher, 
muu of science and diplomat, who 
seems to be looking straight up the 
broad avenue Kleber to the towering 
Arc de Trlomphe, has Its back to the 
street that hours his name — the street 
that runs Into the beautiful Pussy dis- 
trict of Paris, where Franklin lived 
(§>m 1777 to 1785. Ou the alte of 
his house a historical society has 
pluced a tablet more than twelve feet 
high. A recent visitor tells of finding 
two “doughboys" puzzling over the 
French Inscription. “We can get most 
of It.** they said. “But what in foun- 
der does ‘par tonnerre’ ineanT" It 
has a meanlug closer to thuuder than 
they realized, for it Indicates the spot 
where Franklin erected the first light- 
ning rod in France. — Youth's Com- 
panion.

city. Buildings hide the cemetery from 
the neighboring streets, and a high wall 
incloses the burial place Itself. 
Thither went Gen. Pershing soon after 
his arrival in France in 1917, und his 
exclamation, “Lafayette, we are here!" 
is the most eloquent und the most 
quoted speech that an American has 
ever made In France. The graves of 
Lafuyette, his wife, his son, his daugh- 
ter and other members of his family 
are lu the corner of the cemetery 
most remote from the entrance. 

Just beyond the spot, behind a 
high, barred doorway in the wall, is 
the common grave into which some 
thirteen hundred victims of the French 
revolution were thrown. Tbe Plcpus 
cemetery Itself was the burial place 
of old French families of the nobility ; 
It bas seen few interments in recent 
yeare. There is an interesting story, 
which some of the biographers of Lu- 
fayette have Ignored, that I-ufayette, 
In accordance with his own wish, was! 
buried In American soil from one of 
the revolutionary battlefields where 
he bad fought.

In the old English gunboat Northampton, moored at Temple Steps, Lon- 
don. us a training ship for sea scouts, the chief instructor hus fitted up a 
very cozy apurtment- 
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flip, however, still hnv* to follow 
grandmother'* methods nnd pnek thrlt 
clothes in trunks or rednr chests or 
wrnp them up nnd store them on the 
closet shelf. 

In the fn II. when they are unpacked, 
there Is always the ferir thnt In spite 
of your enre the moths mny hnve 
found a wny In during the summer. 
Much of this nnxiety would he tin- 
necessary If the garment were made 
absolutely clenn when stored away, and 
if It were pitched In ns nearly an air- 
tight way ns possible. 

Thorough brushing should remove 
all moths nnd eggs, hut hanging for a 
day In the sun and wind also helps. 
When the garment Is clean, the next 
step Is to wrap It up so carefully that 
the moths cannot- reach it. This enn 
he done in Severn! ways: Sew it up In 
strong, brown wrapping paper; use 
pasteboard bpxos and seal with strips 
of gum paper, or place the garment in 
pnper hags which are sold for storage 
purposes. A most effective method la 
to pack the clothing In n trunk, 
sprinkle in freely nnpthnlltie Hakes; 
when tilled place a soup plate on top 
of the clothing and place three talde- 
spoonfuls of carbon dlsulphld In the 
plate. Close tightly and do not open 
again until fall, fare must he taken 
in using dlsulphld to keep all flames 
away from Its fumes as these are as 
explosive as gasoline. 

Effective Precaution. 

Naphthalene flakes or moth bnlls 
alone, using two pounds In an ordinary 
trunk, are most effective for protect- 
ing clothes from nmth Infestation and 
for killing all stages of t ho Insect. 
Camphor Is less effective, and while 
red cedar chests readily kill all adult 
moths, they do not prevent ttie hatch- 
ing of moth eggs. Tests show that 
the following substances often used for 
the purpose possess no value as 
moth “repellents;" Tobacco extracts 
and powders, lavender flowers, cay- 
enne pepper, illsplce. cloves, angelica 
root, black popper, borax, coloo.vnth 
pulp, eucalyptus leaves, formaldehyde, 
hellebore, lend carbonate, lead oxide, 
lime, quassia chips, sodium bicarbon- 
ate nnd sodium carbonate. 

finishing, ilu<ting with naphthalene 
flakes or pyrethrum i owder and care- 
ful wrapping are the best Insurance 
against moths. Placing in a cedar 
chest provides additional safety.

This Is the time of the year when 
the little moth gets busy. It Is mnch 
raster to hnr him from your wardrobe 
than It Is to put him out afterward 
nnd repair the damage. Early In the 
spring Is the time to use the “ounce of 
prevention." The moth Is no discrim- 
inator of persons or things; the school- 
girl's half-worn woolen gloves or your 
new bollvfn coat with the squirrel col- 
lar arc tdl one to hltn when he starts 
on Ills perforating pilgrimage. 

Woolen stuffs and fur arc his fa- 
vorite materials. Eternal vigilance 
seems the only successful method of 
protecting woolen garments from the 
pests. Garments which are used from 
lime to time all summer cannot he 
wrapped, hut must hang In toe closet 
nnd wardrobe ready for unexpected 
changes In the weather, but they will 
keep In good condition, the United 
States department of agriculture sug- 
gests. if the following precautions nre 
carried out: 

Keep the closet or wardrobe clean. 
If possible, hang garments In a closet 
thnt has n window. Brush clothes thor- 
oughly at regular Intervals. Turn 
pockets wrong solo out. cutTs down and 
brush. Brush under lapels, plaits, and 
the top of hems. Every one knows 
how much dust collects In all of these 
crevices of clothing. If this dust is 
not allowed to remain the moths will 
not have ns good a lodging place. 

Precaution In Storing. 

The larger part of one's winter ward- 
robe Is usually carefully "put away" 
In the spring to remain stored until 
cold weather appears again. Some

Milk Is plentiful on practically every 
farm In the middle West, yet compara- 
tively little Is drunk by farmers’ chil- 
dren. Ill fact less milk is drunk by 
farm hoys and girls, taking the whole 
country over, than by city children, 
statistics show. This, In spite of the 
fact that milk 1« cheaper and fresher 
In the country than In the city. It is 
said that this accounts for the fact 
that the proportion of undernourished 
children In the country Is larger than 
In Hie city. 

To get more children, both In the 
city and In the country, to drink more 
milk Is the endeavor this year of the 
dairy division of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, co-operating 
with ?lhe stute agricultural colleges. 
During the last year six milk cam- 
paigns have been curried on in Con- 
necticut, four In New Jersey, six In 
Massachusetts nnd one In each of n 
dozen other states. The Increase in 
milk consumption following a cam- 
paign has been from 1 to 33 |»er cent. 

I, two has been making a special ef- 
fort recently to Improve the lieulth of 
Its school children in the state by in- 
ducing them to drink more milk. The 
work started last October with a “milk 
week." During the six days of lec- 
tures and demonstrations 31 .isOO people 
were reached directly and 3utMttKl indi- 
rectly. Libraries, schools and clubs co- 
operated In the work end during the 
week 4.&U0 school children wrote es- 
says on the value of milk.

Shall Chaos or Reconstruction 
in Europe Follow the Great 
World War? 

BOLSHEVIK RULE OF FORCE 


People Are Helpless While the Army, 

Privileged, Keeps Lenlne In Power 
by Its Bayonets — Freedom Is 
a Thing Forgotten. 

Article XXIV. 

By FRANK COMERFORD. 

The effort to aoclnllze politics did 
not democratize politics; It was not 
Intended to. In prnctlcnl operation. It 
fulfilled Its purpose, It created a polit- 
ical autocracy. 

The greatest power In Russia todny 
Is the Red nrmy. Without an army a 
minority government cannot exist. 
Force Is the strength and security of 
minority rule. Bayonets held the czar 
on his throne, the same power holds 
the Lenlne-Trotsky government In au- 
thority. Every lntfu cement hns been 
offered men to JoifI the army and the 
navy. This Is the best and almost 
the only Job In Russia today. The 
soldier and sailor Is at least guaran- 
teed good food and n warm bunk. He 
escapes the danger of cold and starva- 
tion. Living conditions *re better in 
the Red army than In any other occu- 
pation. 

Section 10 of Article 3 of the consti- 
tution is Interesting: 

"For flic purpose of defending the 
victory of tl>e great peasants’ and 
workers’ revolution, the Russian So- 
cialist Federal Soviet Republic recog- 
nizes the duty of all citizens of the 
republic to coma to the defense of their 
socialist fatherland, and It, therefore, 
introduces unlwrsal military training. 
The honor of defending the revolution 
with arms Is accorded only to the 
workers, and the non-working ele- 
ments are charged with the perform- 
ance of other military duties." 

Only "Red6” Allowed Firearms. 

No one else In Russia Is allowed to 
have or carry arms. This rule Is 
strictly enforced, and searches have 
been made almost weekly In search of 
arms. It Is a serious matter to have 
a firearm In Russln If you are not n 
member of the nrmy. As a conse- 
quence. the one armed force In Rus- 
sln todn.v Is the Red nrmy. This Is 
the backbone of the bolshevik govern- 
ment. Tlie people' are utterly help- 
less. As long ns the nrtny is well fed, 
warm and well clothed. It will con- 
tinue to be the most popular occupa- 
tion in Russia. 

Carrying out ghe general plan of 
socializing, the bolshevik government 
Stripped nrmy officers of rank. In do- 
ing thlH they tried to live up to the 
constitution forbidding the bourgeoisie 
entering the army, However, this 
theory, like many others, did not work 
out In practice. Skill In military di- 
rection Is Indispensable to on effective 
military machine. Facing civil war, 
with the Red army alone between the 
government and disaster. Lenlne and 
Trotzky found it expedient to turn 
their hacks upon Hie constitution. It 
was necessary to hHve trained men as 
qfllcers, and the bourgeoisie to whom 
they had denied citizenship and the 
honor of defending the republic, were 
callbd upon to advise the army. 

Albert Rhyse Williams is a devoted 
friend of Lenine’s. He was so enam- 
ored with the bolshevik movement thnt 
he offered to Join the Red nrmy. He 
has written n biography of Lenlne, 
from which I quote: 

"He (Lenlne) sent an automobile 
with Red guards to the fortress of 
Peter and Paul Wo fetch part of the 
counter-revolutlonury staff In prison 
tli ere. 

" ‘Gentlemen,’ said Lenlne, as the 
generals filed Into his office. *1 have 
brought you here for expert advice — 
Petrogrsd Is in danger. Will you be 
good enough to work out the military 
tactics for its defense?' They as- 
sented. 

General* Denied Better Treatment. 

“ 'Here are our forces,’ resumed 
Lvalue, indicating upon the map the 
location of the Ited troqps. munitions 
and reserves. ’And here are our latest 
reports ui>on the number and disposi- 
tion of the enemy troops. Anything 
else the generals desire they will call 
for.* 

"They set to work and toward eve- 
ning bunded him the result of their 
deliberations. ‘Now.’ said the gen- 
erals. ingratiatingly, ‘will the premier 
t>e good enough to allow us more com- 
fortuble quarters?’ 

“ ’My exceeding regrets,’ replied 
Leulne ; 'some other time, but not Just 
now. Your quarters, gentlemen, may 
not be comfortable but they have the 
merit of being safe.’ The staff was 
returned to the fortress of Peter and 
Paul." 

I have given thla excerpt from the 
life of Lenlne, not because the Inci- 
dent Is Important, but because it Illus- 
trates the difference between bolshevik 
theory and practice. 1 am not criti- 
cising Lenine’s good sense In promptly 
abandoning the foolish theory he 
wrote in the constitution — I am trying 
to emphasize the foolishness and Im- 
practicability of the theory. 

Bolshevik Breach of Faith. 

So in the very beginning of the ex- 
periment called bolshevlem Its leaders 
broke their promise and treacherously 
•truck down the people's convention, 


the constituent naaembly. Evidence of 
their breach of faith la found In the 
bolshevik birth certificate, the first 
proclamation of the bolshevik govern- 
ment. 

Second, they commanded the pen*- ' 
ants to seize the land, and by so doing | 
they gnve sanction to dishonesty. 

Third, they sent democratic methods | 
and machinery to the scrap pile and 
built the soviet machine, a plan of gov- 
ernment which robbed the people of 
all say In their own affairs. 

Fourth, they founded their govern- | 
ment on force, the right of might ( 

Fifth, they delivered the power to ( 
a class of officeholders. , 

Sixth, they discriminated unjustly ( 
against the "poor peasants." 

Seventh, they disfranchised good j 
Russian men and women, whose only 
fnult was that they were thrifty and 
Industrious. 

Eighth, they destroyed freedom of 
speech and of the press. 

Ninth, they stnnd for revolution and 
blood. Instead of political action and 
evolution. 

Tenth, Inst but of grentest moment, 
the bolshevik government built its na- 
tional house on the dangerous founda- 
tion of minority rule. One evidence 
of the minority rule In bolshevik Rus- 
sia Is found in the 1919 registration 
of voters In Moscow and Petrograd. 

It Is estimated that Moscow hns a 
population of almost a million and a 
half, yet out of this grent number only i 
13,000 voters registered. Petrograd, 
with a population of between 000.000 
and 700,000. registered a little leas 
than 15,000 voters. These two cities 
nre admitted to he the strongholds of 
bolshevism. The registration figures 
show thnt about one per cent of the 
people of Moscow and Petrograd are 
sufficiently attached to bolshevism to 
register. 

Thought Not Destroyed. 

Bolshevism snuffed out the light In 
Russia when It killed freedom. It did 
not destroy thought; It merely drove 
It Into the darkness. It hns not con- 
quered the manhood and womanhood 
of Russln ; It 1ms but disarmed them. 

Somewhere I hnve heard or rend 
that tolerance Is a quality of freedom; 
that intolerance Is a symptom of des- 
potism. Maybe I am thinking of the 
Greek conception, the Idea of Plato. 
Surely, tolerance Is no part of the bol- 
shevik program. In a letter addressed 
to the workers of Europe and America, 
dated January 21, 1919, Lenlne wrote: 

“Now, no conscientious working man 
and no sincere socialist can fail to 
see what shameful treason agninst so- 
cialism was perpetrated by those who, 
in line with the mensheviks of Russia, 
with the Scheldeninnns and Suede- 
kums of Germany, with the Renaudels 
of France, and Vnnderveldes of Bel- 
gium, with the Hendersons and Webs 
In England, and with Gompers and Co. 

In America, supported their bour- 
geoisie In the war of 1914-1918." 

Another paragraph from Lenine’s 
letter : 

“Side by side with these cowardly 
pennywise mongers who are stuffed 
with the prejudices of bourgeois de- 
mocracy, side by side with these so- 
cialists, who yesterday defended 
‘their’ lmpernllstlc governments, and 
who todny confine themselves to 
platonic ‘protest’ against ‘military In- 
tervention In Russia,' side by side 
with them, we see In the allied coun- 
tries nn increase In the number of 
those who hnve chosen the communist 
road." 

Comrade Lenlne nttacks Samuel 
Gompers. the president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, and the la- 
bor movement of America, for loyalty 
to our country In the hour of her , 
greatest trial. Lenlne brands every 
soldier and sailor who offered his life | 
to stop the kaiser and his Prussian I 
machine In the mad effort to conquer j 
the world, a supporter of the hour- j 
gonlsle. Lenlne assails and condemns 
the manhood of the world thnt an- 
swered the "help" cry of Belgium 
when Prussia was raping and murdet* 
ing Belgium In the front yard of Eu- 
rope. What would hnve happened to 
Russia If these brave men whom 
Lenlne flow assails had not offered 
themselves? Russia would have been | 
lashed to the kaiser’s chariot, Christ 1 
chained to a Krupp gun. 

The first of nil the bolsheviks will ; 
not go down In history as — “Lenlne 
the Tolerant.”

The best plan is to feed fowls 
In confinement three times n day and

Plan to Keep Fowls Busy When Con. 
fined. 

those having free range In sumniw 
twice a day. When there Is a very 
long Interval between feeds It Is diffi- 
cult to keep fowls busy which nre 
kept In confinement. Idle fowls often 
contract had habits, such ns feather 
pulling and egg eating, besides going 
out of condition from lack of exercise. 

In case It Is not convenient to feed 
three times a day, the moistened mash 
may be fed In the morning, and at 
the same time the noon feed of grain 
may be scattered In the litter, which 
will keep the fowls busy a great part 
of the day. 

For those who cannot conveniently 
feed their fowls airly in the morning 
n good plnn Is to scatter grain plenti- 
fully In the litter after the birds have 
gone to roost. This grain will furnish 
feed for the early morning, say poul- 
try specialists in the United States de- 
partment of agriculture. 

Some poultry keepers enn look after 
their fowls only once a day. If this 
Is In the morning, moistened mash may 
be fed, followed by throwing grain in 
the litter to furnish feed for the re- 
mainder of the day. If It is In the 
evening, before dnrk, a moistened mash 
may he given, and either after the 
fowls go to roost or In the morning, 
before daylight, grain may be scat- 
tered In the litter for eating during 
the day. 

PLANS FOR BROODING DUCKS 

Mother Duck or Hen la Quite Satis- 
factory Where Small Number* 

Are Being Reared. 

Those rearing ducklings In smnll 
numbers usually accept the services 
of the mother duck or mother hen, ac- 
cording to which Is used to do the 
hatching, for the purpose of brooding, 
and when only a few are reared this 
Is a satisfactory method. Where 
ducks nre raised In large numbers, 
however, artificial methods are always 
employed and the brooding is done by 
Individual brooders or by long, hot 
water pipe systems hented by coal- 
burning boilers.

INSURE CLOTHES 
AGAINSTMOTHS 

Use Preventive Measures When 
Winter Garments Are Put 
Away in Spring. 

INSECT NO DISCRIMINATOR 


Woolen Stuffs and Fur Are Favorite 

Materlale of Little Peat— Closet 
or Wardrobe Should Be Kept 
Scrupulously Clean. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

This Is the time of the yenr when 
the little moth gets busy. It Is much 
easier to bar him from your wardrobe 
than It Is to put him out afterward 
and repair the damage. Early In the* 
spring Is the time to use the "ounce of 
prevention.” The moth Is no discrim- 
inator of persons or things; the school- 
girl’s half-worn woolen gloves or your 
now bollvla coat with the squirrel col- 
lar are nil one to him when he sturts 
on his perforating pilgrimage. 

Woolen stuffs and fur are his fa- 
vorite materials. Eternal vigilance 
seems the only successful method of 
protecting woolen garments from the 
pests. Garments which nre used from 
time to time all summer cannot be 
wrapped, hut must hang In the closet 
and wardrobe ready for unexpected 
changes In the weather, hut they will 
keep In good condition, the United 
States department of agriculture sug- 
gests, If the following precautions nre 
carried out: 

Keep the closet or wardrobe clenn. 
If possible, hang garments In a closet 
that has a window. Brush clothes thor- 
oughly at regular Intervals. Turn 
pockets wrong side nut. cuffs down nnd 
brush. Brush under lapels, plaits, nnd 
the top of hems. Every one knows 
how much dust collects in nil of these 
crevices pf clothing. If this dust Is 
not allowed to remain the moths will 
not hnve ns good a lodging place. 

Precaution in Storing. 

The larger part of one's winter ward- 
robe Is usunlly carefully “put away” 
in the spring to remain stored until 
cold weather nppears again. Some 




people nre fortunate enough to bo aide 
to send their clothing to a storage 
company, which makes a business of 
seeing that moths do not damage gar- 
ments left In Its care. The rank nnd 
file, however, still hnve to follow 
grandmother’s methods and park their 
clothes In trunks or cedar cheats or 
wrap them up nnd store them on the 
closet shelf. 

In the fall, when they are nnpnoked. 
there Is always the fear that In spite 
of your care the moths may have 
found n way In during the summer. 
Much of this anxiety would he un- 
necessary If the garment were made 
absolutely clean when stored nwny, nnd 
If It were packed in ns nearly an air- 
tight way ns possible. 

Thorough brushing should remove 
all moths nnd eggs, but hnnglng for a 
day In the sun and wind also helps. 
When the garment Is clean, the next 
step Is to wrap It up so carefully that 
the moths cannot reach It. This can 
be done In several ways: Sew It up In 
strong, brown wrapping paper; use 
pasteboard boxes nnd seal with strips 
of gum paper, or place the garment in 
paper bags which nre sold for storage 
purposes. A most effective method la 
to pack the clothing In a trunk, 
sprinkle In freely nnpthnllne flakes; 
when filled plnce a soup plate on top 
of the clothing and plnce three table- 
spoonfuls of carbon dlsulphld In the 
plate. Close tightly nnd do not open 
ngnln until fall. Care must be taken 
In using dlsulphld to keep all flnmes 
away from its fumes as these are as 
explosive as gnsollne. 

Effective Precaution. 

Naphthalene flakes or moth balls 
alone, using two pounds In an ordinary 
trunk, are most effective for protect- 
ing clothes front moth infestation nnd 
for killing all stages of the Insect. 
Camphor Is less effective, nnd while 
red cedar chests readily kill all adult 
moths, they do not prevent the hutch- 
ing of moth eggs. Tests show that 
the following substances often used for 
the purpose possess no value os 
moth “repellents;" Tobacco extracts 
and powders, lavender flowers, cay- 
enne pepper, illspice, cloves, angelica 
root, black pepper, borax, colocynth 
pulp, eucalyptus leuvos, formaldehyde, 
hellebore, lead carbonate, lend oxide, 
lime, qunssin chips, sodium bicarbon- 
ate nnd sodium enrbonute. 

Brushing, dusting with naphthalene 
flakes or pyrethrum powder and care- 
ful wrapping are the best Insurance 
against moths. Placing In a cedar 
chest orovldes additional safety.

POPULARITY OF MILK 
INCREASING ON FARM 

Cheaper and Fresher in Country 
Than in Cities. 


Dairy Division of United States De- 
partment of Agriculture Endeavor- 
ing to Get Children to Drink 
More Milk. 

Milk Is plentiful on practically every 
farm In the middle West, yet compara- 
tively little Is drunk by farmers’ chil- 
dren. In fact less milk Is drunk by 
furm hoys and girls, taking the whole 
country over, than by city children, 
statistics show. This, in spite of the 
fact that milk Is cheaper and fresher 
In the country than in the city. It Is 
said that this accounts for the fact 
that the proportion of undernourished 
children In the country Is larger than 
In the cl*y. 

To get more children, both lu the 
city and in the country, to drink more 
milk is the endeavor tills year of the 
dairy division of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, co-operating 
with the state agricultural colleges. 
During the last year six milk cam- 
paigns have bi-en carried on In Con- 
necticut, four Id New Jersey, six In 
Massachusetts slid one lu each of a 
dozen other states. The Increase in 
milk consumption following a cam- 
paign has been from 1 to 33 per cent. 

b>wa has been making a special ef- 
fort recently to improve tbe health of 
Its school children lu the state by in- 
ducing them to drink more milk. Tbe 
work started laat October with a “milk 
week.” During tbe six days of lec- 
tures and demonstrations 81 .1*00 people 
were reached directly and 300.000 indi- 
rectly. Libraries, schools and clubs co- 
operated lx the work, and durtug the 
week 4.500 school children wrote es- 
says on the value of milk.

(TRAFFIC REGULATIONS 


TOWN OF WEYMOUTH 

IN BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
June 14, 1920 

ORDERED that the following mips 
and orders be, and the same are 
hereby made and promulgated by 
this board as rules and orders for 
the regulation of enrringos and vehi- 
cles used In the Town of Weymouth, 
however propelled, the same to he 
in force and effect on and after July 
1st, 1920. 

RULE 1. Every person having 
charge or control of any carriage or 
other vehicle, upon a public street, 
shall stop, place, change the position 
of. or move such carriage or other 
vehicle as directed b.v any police offi- 
cer. • 

RULE 2.. Every person having 
charge or control of a carriage or oth- 
er vehicle, upon a public street, shall 
comply with and obey the directing 
upon all sign, movable posts or me- 
chanical devices placed by direction 
of the Board of Selectmen or by a po- 
' lice officer on or near such street, 
unless otherwise directed by n police 
! officer. 

RULE 3. All carriages or other ve- 
hicles stopping In any business sec- 
tion must stand near to and parallel 
with the right-hand curb, unless it Is 
necessary for the purpose of loading 
or unloading said vehicle to hack up 
to the curb. By the words "business 
I section” Is meant any section of a 
street in the Town whore two or more 
stores or shops for the sale of goods, 
wares or merchandise are located 
within 100 feet of qacJt oilier. 

RULE 4. No carriage or other vehi- 
cle shall remain hncketl up to tlie 
curb except when actually loading or 
unloading, and the horse thereof, if it 
bo a horse-drawn vehicle, shall ho 
turned in the direction of traffic and 
parallel with the curb. 

RULE 5. Unless In nil emergency 
or to allow another vehicle or n pedes- 
trian, to cross a street, no carriage or 
other vehicle shall stop in any pub- 
lic street except close to the curb. 

RULE 6. No carriage or other vehi- 
cle shall sto,p in such a way as to ob- 
struct any street or crossing or within 
ten feet of a fire hydrant, street cor- 
ner. electric car or polo stop, except 
in case of emergency or when directed 
lo do so by a police officer, 

RULE 7. Every driver of a vehicle 
in slowing up or stopping shall, by 
uplifted hand, give a signal to those 
behind. 

RULE 8. In turning while in mo- 
tion or in starting to turn from n 
standstill, a signal shall be- given by 
the driver of the vehicle about to 
be turned by raising a whip or hand, 
indicating the direction in which the 
turn is to be made. 

RULE 9. Before backing, ample 
warning should be given by voice or 
hand, and while backing unceasing 
vigilance must be exercised by the 
driver not to Injure those behind. 

RULE 10. No vehicle shall he pro- 
pelled or driven backward, out of, or 
into any building, alley, or yard 
across any sidewalk unless the side- 
walk, while such vehicle is crossing 
it, is guarded by a competent person 
or by a suitable device approved by 
the Chief of Police. Provided, how- 
ever, that vehicles may be propelled 
or driven backward out of or Into 
driveways upon the grounds of pri- 
vate residences without such guard- 
ing if any such vehicle before cross- 
ing be brought to a full stop and a 
clear and Unobstructed view of and 
from the place of stopping may be 
had of and from tlie sidewalk for a 
distance of at least fifty feet in either 
direction. 

RULE 11. No person shall drive or 
conduct any vehicle in such condition 
or so constructed or so loaded as to 
be Hkjely to cause delay in traffic or 
accident’ or Injury to man, beast or 
property. 

RULE 12. Tlie words ’’carriage or 
other vehicle/’ herein shall include 
horses hitched to vehicles, horses 
ridden or led, motor vehicles of all 
kinds, bicycles, tricycles propelled by 
hand and everything on wheels or 
runners except Btreot cars and light 
carriages for the conveyance of 
children. 

PENALTY. Whoever violates any 
of the provisions of the foiegoing 
rules and regulations shall l-e pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding twenty 
dollurs ($20), for each offence.

Bryan a Headliner as Usual at 
the Democratic National 
Convention. 

HIS INFLUENCE IS EVIDENT 


Canned Speeches to Supplant Special 
Trains in Campaign — Steel Industry 

Badly Hampered — Railway Labor 

Situation Quieter — Suffragist 
Hopes in Southern States — 
Greek Successes In 
Turk War.

Notwithstanding the fact that he did 
not get everything for which lie fought 
und was not the completely dominant 
figure which he so frequently hus been 
in the past, William J. Bryan came 
nearer being the headliner of the Dem- 
ocratic show at Suit Francisco than 
anyone else. He did not succeed In 
getting the resolutions committee to 
frame h platform plank Indorsing the 
eighteenth amendment and Its accom- 
panying enforcement act, the Volstead 
law, but lie did prevent anything like 
an expression favoring mitigation of 
those acts. With all the forces of the 
administration arruyed against him in 
the matter of the Versailles treaty and 
League of Nations covenunt, It wns to 
be expected that the Bryan program 
of opposition would fall, nevertheless 
the administration did not come off 
entirely victorious. The plank ns final- 
ly framed provided for reservations to 
the league more clearly defining Amer- 
ica’s obligations to foreign countries, 
and that could not have been entirely 
•atlsfactory to the administration. 

Bryan did not dominate the conven- 
tion. write the platform nor name the 
nominees, but he prevented the presi- 
dent und ulso any other single force 
from doing so. ills position represent- 
ed one of those singular anomalies of 
politics wherein he was forced to op- 
pose the man whom eight years before 
he had compelled his purty to accept. 
ItoosevelL throwing emery onto the 
beu rings and hurling monkey wrenches 
into the machine which he had helped 
to build, was In a similar position with 
respect to the Indorsement and sec- 
ond nomination of William Howard 
Taft. Under such circumstances 
Bryan’s Influence wns weakened Just 
as was Roosevelt's. Considering the 
powerful force of a federal administra- 
tion. with Its great army of office hold- 
ers and other potent adjuncts, the 
wonder Is that any man could affect It 
In the least. Logically, Bryan should 
have occupied a seat away hack In 
the reur. hut he did not The marvel 
Is thui under the circumstances he 
could make a dint In party formations, 
yet he did and he wrung from his op- 
ponents the reluctant admission, “the 
old boy is a wonder." 

Bryan, who frequently falls to carry 
bis owu state or district who ut home 
Is outgcneralled by nun not In his 
class, who wishes to go to the United 
States senate from Nebraska but can- 
not command sufficient votes to place 
him there, has a peculiar power over 
his party at large. It is no reflection 
on that party, but rather a hint of 
things not understandable to the finite 
mind In bulk, that he has a strange 
ability to fathom and deal with mob 
psychology. 

As a medium for campaigning the 
soothing (?) phonograph will largely 
supplant the special train between 
How and November. No longer will 
the candidates race madly across the 
country to address mass meetings last- 
ing until late hours, be Jerked from 
tlu-ir repose to grasp horny hands and 
make speeches ut way-statlous to 
break-of-day citizens, hastily bolt 
breakfast and other meals to permit of 
as many rear platform addresses us 
|u>K»ihle, and In general follow the 
strenuous life of the presidential *l>e- 
clul. Democrats and Republicans may 
listen to the master’s voice without the

e proof against the rigors 


of cross-country campaigning, hut 
President Wilson, vigorous though he 
wns, fell a victim to It. Ills experience 
has been a warning. The feeling has 
grown that If the president Is to have 
any vitality for tlie affairs of his of- 
fice he should not waste It before the 
election. 

Nominee llardlng will revive the 
old-fashioned, political lawn party. His 
front yard at Marlon will draw the 
feet of the faithful quite ns famously 
as Mahomet’s shrine at Mecca attracts 
another kind of faithful. Senator 
Harding nnd his running mate. Gover- 
nor Coolldge, have receutly been mak- 
ing speeches Into the phonograph. 
Many thousands of the wax reproduc- 
tions will be distributed by the nation- 
al committee. Democratic managers 
undoubtedly will adopt the plan. Add 
to your grand opera. Jazz. Harry Lau- 
der and Bert Williams records one of 
your favorite candidate. Nothing is so 
likely to promote good feeling on these 
warm, mosquito-infested summer eve- 
nings ns the Injection, through your 
open casement into your neighbor’s 
ear, of a phonographic speech. It will 
assist Ills slumbers, especially If he 
belongs to the opposing party. 

Senator Harding’s first speech, 
which has hcen given to tin* press nnd 
will he heard by millions after July 1 
through the phonogrnph, keynotes 
on Americanism. He does not mention 
specifically the treaty of Versailles, 
hut assails all International contriv- 
ances which Imperil American sov- 
ereignty. lie asserts thnt we should 
rejoice In an American conscience nnd 
In a big conception of our obligations 
to liberty, Justice and civilization, hut 
thnt we should hesitate before any 
course likely to cause n surrender of 
nationality; nlso. thnt It Is very prac- 
tical to mnke sure our own home Is In 
perfect order before we attempt thnt 
which he regards ns a miracle of world 
stabilization. Governor Coolldge ad- 
vocates a return to the faith of Abra- 
ham Lincoln In the people nnd n con- 
fidence thnt the government is found- 
ed on righteousness. He advocates 
law nnd order und the cultivation of 
Industry, thrift und character, nnd 
says that we are advancing toward a 
day when. In our Industrial life, equal 
honor shall fall to equal endeavor. He 
also asserts thnt duty Is collective ns 
well os personal and thnt government 
cannot relieve from toll. Senator 
Ilurdlng, In an Interview, announces 
thnt the Republican cnmpnlgn will he 
based upon an appeal for the restora- 
tion of party government nnd the over- 
throw of personnl rule. These pro- 
nouncements muy be characterized as 
the opening guns of the campaign. 


Conditions more unfavorable than 
at any time for several years face the 
steel Industry, due to the railway situ- 
ation. the luck of cars, raw material 
nnd fuel, and shortage of labor. In 
Pittsburgh there are said to be 1.500,- 
000 tons of fabricated steel needed In 
building operations throughout the 
country which cunnut be moved for 
lnck of cars. A survey of the Calumet 
region, In which are located the big 
pluntB of Gary. East Chicago, Indiana 
Harbor, Hammond and Whiting, show 
operations conducted on a day-to-day 
basis so far as cars, coal and raw ma- 
terials are concerned. With every 
mill stocked with orders calling for 
full production, the big plants are re- 
ported operating at two-thirds capacity 
und the smaller ones at 30 to 75 per 
cent. In the Calumet areu It Is said 
that a shutdown to permit stocking up 
Is likely, with 88,000 men facing a 
period of unemployment. But a 
greater crisis threatens than an Imme- 
diate shutdown, because the plants 
are uot building up their custouiury 
uutumn und winter supplies of coal 
and other materials and may he un- 
able to uvold enforced Idleness next 
winter. The situation bus been gath- 
ering since the railroads started to de- 
teriorate after the blizzard of Janu- 
ary, 1018. Then came the steel strike, 
the coal strike und the switchmen’s 
strike lust spring. The latter was 
more of a blow to Industry than pre- 
viously realized. 


According to railroad and brother- 
hood oti trials the railway labor situa- 
tion has assumed a quieter phase than 
at any time ia the lust three mouths. 
M any of the older organization lead- 
ers. satisfied the Chicago zone will set 
no important disturbances, have left 
for Eastern |>v nt». w here the symp- 
toms are not so good. Several brother- 


hood chiefs have nlso gone to St. Louis, 
where approximately 10,000 railroad- 
ers hnve threatened to walk out un- 
less a terru’ornry award Is made by the 
railroad board. These chiefs think 
they will be nble to prevent serious 
trouble, at least until the promised 
action of the hoard, scheduled for July 
20 . • 

Hopes of suffragists for n ratifica- 
tion of the federal amendment In time 
to permit women to vote In the com- 
ing presidential election are now 
pinned on the action of the legislature 
of Tennessee, and, that falling, upon 
the North Carolltin legislature. Gov- 
ernor Roberts of the former state. In 
response to a request from President 
Wilson, has announced thnt he will 
call n special session of the legislature 
In plenty of time to act on the amend- 
ment. Governor Blckett of North 
Carolina, who received a similar re- 
quest from the president, hns reiterat- 
ed his purpose of advising n speclnl 
session in his stale to ratify the 
amendment. Gov. P. W. Clements of 
Vermont, nlthough strongly urged by 
suffrage lenders to call a special ses- 
sion has not definitely stated that he 
Is contemplating action. 

The war of France, Englnnd nnd 
Greece against the Turkish national- 
ists commanded by Mustaphn Kemnl 
Pasha, officially began with the Greek 
advance from Smyrna In Asln Minor 
to n line eastward nnd northward be- 
yond Sonin, Akhissar, Alu-Shehr nnd 
Kolas. The most Important operation 
wns at Aln-Shehr (ancient Philadel- 
phia), where the Greek official state- 
ment claims the taking of 8,000 prison- 
ers with many guns and other booty. 
The position of the allied and oppos- 
ing forces Is roughly outlined as a thin 
rectangle extending from the vicinity 
of Aleppo In Cilicia through Anatolia 
to Isinld, near Constantinople. The 
forces of the Turkish leader are 
spread along the northern side of this 
rectangle and those of the Greeks nre 
concentrated in the Smyrna area on 
the southern side, their west wing on 
the British and their east wing on the 
French. The plan of attack Is said to 
he an advance of the Greeks against 
Mustaphn Kernel's front, an advance 
by the French from the east and the 
British from the west, hoping by this 
converging movement to pen Kemnl In 
Anatolia and force his surrender. The 
Greeks are also reported to have a 
force at Panderma, on the south coast 
of the Sea of Marmora. Intending to 
operate toward Smyrna. French 
cruisers shelling positions and villages 
are reported to have repulsed Turk Ht- 
tucks at Adana. Tarsus und Merslna. 
Evacuation of Americans from Adana 
to Cypress has begun. 

The Russian bolshevlc blow against 
Poland, although delivered 00 divi- 
sions strong, bus not been decisive. In- 
tense fighting has been In progress 
along the entire Polish front, with the 
reds making slight gains In some sec- 
tors and suffering defeat in others. 
Taking Into consideration the suc- 
cesses of General Wrangel In Crimea, 
the balance has been strongly against 
the soviet armies. Wrangel is report- 
ed to have recovered 22,000 square 
miles and to have liberated 2,000,000 
people In his drive. His losses ure 
given hs 2.800 dead and wounded, 
while more than 10.000 red prisoners 
ulone have been taken. Polish repre- 
sentatives In the United States are 
sanguine of an early peuee with (he 
Russians und the commencement of a 
period of reconstruction. 

Conditions In Londonderry and 
other parts of lrelund have quieted 
down considerably. With the excep- 
tion of an outbreak of soldiers occu- 
pying Fermoy, which led to an attack 
on shops and much damage to proper- 
ty. there has been nothing like the dis- 
turbances of lust week. The demon- 
stration is said to huve been in retali- 
ation for the capture by Shin Felners 
of Brigadier General Lucas. Ireland’s 
railway situation, however, has growu 
worse, more men being dismissed and 
fewer trains being run. The railway 
men refuse to carry armed soldiers, 
munitions or police, while the govern- 
ment insists they shall. Many low us 
have been isolated and the railway 
system is disorganized, witb a condi- 
tion of creeping paralysis In evidence. 
| No general or sympathetic strike has 
j been called and Hie government Is 
i manning trains with troops as a lest.

Governor Coolldge, of Massachu- 
setts, who was In Washington to con- 
fer with Senator Harding, the Republi- 
can candidate for President, discussed 
the general coni situation with Chair- 
man Clark, of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and Commissioners Atchi- 
son, Eastman and Potter.

DEMOCRATS MAKE 
DECLARATION OF 
PARTY POLICIES 

Platform Adopted by the 
National Convention at 
San Francisco 


Document as Presented by the Resolu- 
tions Committee to the Full Gather- 
ing Is Indorsed — No “Wet" or '‘Dry’' 
Planks Incorporated In the Declara- 
tion of the Party’s Policies. 

San Francisco, July 2. — The follow- 
ing Is the text of the platform ns final- 
ly adopted by the Democratic national 
convention today: 


The preamble sends greeting to Pres- 
ident Wilson, commending his achieve- 
ments In the Interest of the country 
and of the whole world. Condemns In* 
general terms the Republican con- 
gress. 

i’rnlses the administrations conduct 
of the war, commending the patriotic 
efforts of Amorlcun citizens to aid the 
government, nnd praises tlie military 
and naval forces with mention of Gen- 
eral Pershing by nnnie. 

Agnln Ineorporntes tlie language of 
the Virginia Democrats In extolling 
the federal reserve system and the 
flnancing of the war and In condemn- 
ing the Republicans for extravagance. 

Criticises the Republican congress 
for falling to revlRe war-time tax 
schedules nnd demutuls a survey of 
tax conditions by the coming congress. 
Denies Republican claims of economy, 
declaring thnt no money wns saved ex- 
cept at the expense of the efficiency of 
government bureaus. 

Ulnmes diminished production for 
high prices and declares the Repub- 
licans nre responsible In that they de- 
layed peace and fulled to provide the 
president with necessary legislation. 

Condemns the Republicans for their 
use of appropriations In Investigating 
the conduct of the war. 

Pledges the party to enactment nnd 
enforcement of such legislation as may 
be required to bring prolltuers before 
the bar of criminal justice. 

Reaffirms Democratic tariff doctrines 
anil declares for a resenrch on the 
subject by n nonpartisan commission. 

Declares for free speech and a free 
press, excel, t In so far us It may at- 
tack thu life of the nation. 

Praises the Democratic record In es- 
tablishing farm loan banks and other 
farm legislation. Indorses collective 
bargaining and researches Into produc- 
tion costs. 

Follows the Virginia plank In de- 
claring strikes and lockouts should 
not Jeopardize the paramount public 
interests, hut adds a statement of op- 

f osltlon to compulsory arbitration. 

’avors readjustment of Balurles of 
government employees. 

Congratulates legislatures that hnve 
ratified tho suffrage amendment and 
urges Democratic governors and legis- 
latures of Tennessee, North Carolina 
and Florida to complete ratification 
In time for women to vote this full. 

Favors continuance of federal aid In 
road building. 

Calls Republican plank Inadequate and 
advocates further development of ade- 
quate transportation on rivers and fur- 
ther Improvement of Inland waterways. 
Recognizes the Importance of connecting 
the Greul Lukes with the Mlsslsslpl, as 
well us with the St. Lawrence. 

Favors extension of foreign trude. 

Pledges the party to a policy of contin- 
ued Improvement of tho merchant marine 
under proper legislation. 

Advocates extension of arid land re- 
clamation with a view to home building. 

Deplores the misfortunes of the Mexi- 
can people and upholds President Wil- 
son’s Mexican policy, declaring that as a 
consequence order Is reappearing in Mex- 
ico. Advocates recognition of new Mexi- 
can government when It has proved Its 
ability to maintain order. 

The great principle of national self-de- 
termination hus received consiunt reit- 
eration as one of the chief objects for 
which this country entered the war, and 
victory established this principle With- 
in the limitations of International comity 
and usage, this convention repeats the 
several previous expressions of the sym- 
pathy of the Democratic purty of the 
United States for the aspirations of Ire- 
land for self-government. 

Declares it the duty of the American 
government to aid In the establishment 
•f order and complete Independence lor 
Armenla. 

Deelares for Philippine Independence 
wit bout unnecessary delay when the 
islands are ready for self-government.

FOOD FOR ANY DAY. 

A anlnrt which Is nourishing enough 
hj furnish the multi dish nt ii lunch- 
eon Is prcjmrcil ns follows: 

Veal Salad. — Cut one 
cupful of venl Into dice, 
mid three-fourth* of n 
cupful of diced cooked 
enrrots, one fourth cup- 
ful of finely cut celery, 
dim tnhlcspoonful of 
minced onion, salt and 
paprika to taste. Mix 
all the Ingredients, add 
a boiled dressing to mois- 
ten, arrange on lettuco and drop n 
spoonful of mayonnaise on each salad 
and servo, Pous or other vegetable 
leftovers may bo used Instead of car- 
rots. 

Seasoned Spaghetti. — Took three 
cloves of garlic In four tahlespoonfuls 
of olive oil, add ono cupful of dried 
Lnushrootna that have been soaked In 
water until aoft, add the water and 
mushrooms to the gnrllc with four ta- 
hlespoonfuls of butter or any sweet 
{at. Add two cupfuls of stewed veal, 
two cupfuls of tonintoes, a bny lenf, 
one-half teaspoonful of thyme, snlt und 
popper to taeto. Hlmrnor for two 
hours, stirring occasionally. Cook one 
und one-half cupfuls of spaghetti In 
salted water until tender, drain and 
blanch. I’ut n layer of spaghetti In a 
buttered linking dish, add a layer of 
meat and gravy; continue until all Is 
tined. Hake la a moderuto oven 20 
to 30 minutes. 

Where maple Rlrup Is plentiful, It 
may he used In vnrlous ways to save 
the senree as well as expensive augur. 
A little maple sirup poured over grape- 
fruit Is delicious. Many, however, pre- 
fer a llttlo salt on grapefruit and tlnd 
tt more appetizing than sugar. This 
Is a good point for tlioso who ure re- 
ducing In weight. 

Green Peas. — Cook in un uncovered 
saucepan In Just ns little water ns 
possible, using u pinch of soda and a 
teaspoonful of sugar to u quart of 
peus. Serve with the liquor from the 
pens, adding cream or butter or both. 
A sprig of mint Is added to the peas 
by some cooks, removing It before 
serving.

WHAT TO HAVE FOR BREAKFAST. 

Fresh fruit In season Ib always a 

welcome breakfast dish. Cherries 

served very cold 
with the stems or 
gnrnlshed w I r h 
the natural leaves 
m a k e a most 
pleasing fruit. 

Currants In 
cracked Ice with 
plenty of sugar 
are delicious. The fruit should be 
very ripe. When other fruit cannot be 
obtained there Is alwnys the whole- 
some dried fruit — prunes, figs, dates, 
apricots and pears. These when well 
cooked are especially healthful eaten 
In combination with cooked cereal. 

A fried egg to be cooked so that it 
will be digestible should be dropped 
Into n well-greased frying pan, adding 
a tablespoonful of hot water, then 
cover and steam In the pan. 

Ham Omelette. — Prepare an ome- 
lette hr usual and Just before folding 
spread with a cupful of finely minced 
hnm. Less may be used for a small 
omelette. Place In the oven for a few 
minutes to finish cooking. 

Eggs In Peppers. — Cut a thin slice 
from the stein end of n green pepper 
and take out the seeds. Cut a altce 
from the smuller end so thut the pep- 
per will stnnd level and place on a 
slice of buttered toast. Make a hol- 
low In the toast and break an egg Into 
each. Hake until the eggs are set. 

Codfish a la Mode. — Flake one cup- 
ful of codfish very fine, soak In cold 
water. Mix two cupfuls of mashed po- 
tatoes with two cupfuls of top milk or 
thin cream, add two well beaten eggs. 
Season to taste mix well and pile Into 
a well greased baking dish. Hake 25 
minutes. If It does not brown, brush 
the top with melted butter the last five 
minutes of cooking. 

Maple Custard. — Take three-fourths 
of a cupful of maple sirup, three cup- 
fuls of milk, two eggs, one and one- 
toalf teaspoonfuls of cornstarch, a pinch 
of salt.

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of their labor belonged to themselves. 
Both classes were Individualists. 
Neither group were communists In 
practice, particularly when the opera- 
tion of communism came home to 
them. 

For a time those peasants who had 
a surplus sold their product to the 
government! For It they received 
questionable paper money with a 
doubtful value. Then began the hoard- 
ing of farm products. The peasants de- 
manded manufactured things which 
they needed. In exchange for their 
farm products. The government did 
not have the manufactured articles 
the peasants needed and wnnted. The 
proletariat of the dtlea was hungry. 
It was up to the bolshevik government 
to feed them, or fall . . . Raiding par- 
ties were sent out. The "Rad” army 
was uRed. The peasants stood together 
to protect their property. The sociali- 
sation of land failed. Production on 
the farms fell. General poverty re- 
sulted. The problem of the bolshevik 
government to provide food for the 
cities still remained. With the failure 
of communism of the land, the govern- 
ment set to work to cultivate the great 
proprietary estates on a co-operative 
plnn. Graft, Inefficiency of administra- 
tion, and the unwillingness of the 
peasants to work, caused this plan to 
fall. 

Kerxhenstey In the “Izvestla” of the 
provincial executive committees of 
January 22, 1019, gives a picture of 
the situation: “The facts describing 
the village Bovlet of the Urnn borough 
present a shocking picture which Is 
no doubt typical of all other corners 
of our provincial soviet life. The chair- 
man of this village soviet, Uekhalev, 
and his nenrest co-workers, have done 
all In their power to antagonize the 
population against the soviet rule. 
Itekhalev, himself, has often been 
found in an Intoxicated condition and 
ho hns frequently asnulted the local 
Inhabitants. The hentlng up of visit- 
ors to the soviet office was an ordinary 
occurrence. In the village of Biere- 
zovka the peasants have been thrash- 
ed, not only with Acts, hut have been 
assaulted with sticks, robbed of their 
footwear and cast Into dnmp cellars, 
on bare earthen floors. The members 
of the executive committee. GInkhov, 
Morev, Mnkhov, and others, have gone 
even further. They have organized 
"requisition parties," which were noth- 
ing else but organized plllnglngs, In 
the course of which they have used 
wire- wrapped sticks on the recalci- 
trants. The abundant testimony, veri- 
fied by the soviet commission, por- 
trays a very striking picture of vio- 
lence. When these members of the ex- 
ecutive committee arrived at the town- 
ship of Sadomovo they commenced to 
assault the population and to rob them 
of foodstuffs and of their household 
belongings, such ns quilts, clothing, 
harness, etc. No receipts for the re- 
quisitioned goods were given and no 
money paid. They even resold to oth- 
ers on the spot some of the bread- 
stuffs which they had requisitioned." 
This Is the testimony of a well-known 
loyal bolshevik lender. 

Reports Flogging of Peasants. 

The bolshevik, Lntzls, reported In 
the "Izvestin” of January 15, 1919, 

thnt “In the Vellzsh county of the 
province of Vitebsk they are flogging 
the pensnnts by the authority of the 
local soviet committee.” 

The bolshevik, Krlvoshnyev, re- 
marks In the "Severnaya Communa” 
of May 10. 1919: “The soviet workers 
are taking from the peasunts chickens, 
geese, bread and butter, without pay- 
ing for It. In some households of these 
poverty-stricken folk they are confis- 
cating even the pillows and the samo- 
vars, nnd everything they can lay 
their hands on. The peasants nntural- 
l.v feel very bitterly agulnst the soviet 
rule.” 

The peasants’ borough meetings of 
the province of Kostroma forwarded 
a resolution to Lentne published In 
the "Izvestia," In which they say: 
"The members of the soviets are rul- 
ing us; they are violating our will and 
are tantalizing us as If we were dumb 
cattle.” 

The peasants are hiding their 
rubles, holding them for a duy when 
they hope that the blight of com- 
munism will pass and sane democratic 
government will reorganize Russia, 
bring order out of chaos, establish 
freedom. Their safety-deposit boxes 
are empty bottles Into which the peas- 
ants stuff the paper rubles and then 
bury the bottles. 'They look for a day 
when a stable government will re- 
deem these paper promises called 
money, which today are of little value. 
It shows their lack of trust In the 
government and Its banking system. 
It also points to the Interest they have 
In the passing of the bolshevik gov- 
ernment. and the hope they bold for 
the coming of a new state. 

Many of the peasants who seized 
land are conscious of the dishonesty 
of their title and of the Insecurity of 
their possession. They wunt good, 
honest title to their land. Several hun- 
dred million rubles were sent to the 
goveruineuj treasury of Omsk by peas- 
ants asking that they be giveu honest 
title to their lund.

CLASH OF FACT AND THEORY 


The hack yard poultry keeper can 
hardly hope for success with turkeys, 
geese, ducks or guineas, hot for those 
who have lofta over a garage, stable, 
or coal abed, the opportunity for squab 
growing Is well worth considering. 

For food purposes pigeons are usu- 
ally clnssed with poultry. Culturally 
they are In a class by themselves, pro- 
ducing meat only, prodnclng It very 
quickly, and able to produce well un- 
der conditions thst do not adpilt of 
growing any other creature used for 
food. 

While the Ideal arrangement for 
pigeons Is to have their house on the 
ground, and a small covered yard, 
called a “fly,” connecting with It, 
pigeon keeping may be carried on 
quite extensively in upper rooms or 
lofts, with or without open-air flys. 
Many flocks of pigeons are kept In 
large cities In quarters provided for 
them In the lofts or on the roofs of 
buildings used for mercantile and man- 
ufacturing purposes. 

A spnee six feet square nnd high 
enough for the attendant to stand 
erect will accommodate eight to ten 
jnlra .of pigeons for squnh breeding, 
the poultry specialists In the United 
Stntes department tof agriculture sny. 
The birds mnte nnd begin breeding 
when six to seven months old. The 
male shnres with the hen the duty of 
Incubation. The young hatch in 
about 17 dnyn. At four weekB old, 
average squnbs will weigh about three- 
quarters of a pound ench. Some of the 
larger ones Will weigh over a pound at 
that age.

Socialistic Idea of Conditions In World 
Where All Men Are on an Equality 
Takes No Thought, Overlooks 
Basic Fact In Nature, 


Article XXV.

On Nnvemher 10. 1917, the bolshe- 
vik government was horn. On Dec. 10, 
1917. the bolshevik government abol- 
ished private ownership of land, de- 
claring nil renl estate the property of 
the state. On Februnry 10, 1918, they 
Issued a decree declaring all state 
loans, Intamnl nnd foreign, null and 
void, confiscating all maritime enter- 
prises nnd all private hnnks to the 
stnte. nnd nationalizing foreign trade. 

The constitution established the 
communism of land In the following 
words : 

“For the purpose of attaining the so- 
cialization of Innd. all private prop- 
erty In Innd Is abolished and the en- 
tire land Is declnred to be national 
property, nnd Is to be apportioned 
among agriculturists without any com- 
pensation to the former owners, In the 
measure of ench one's ability to till

The pensnnts of Russln seized the 
Innd. They willingly followed this 
rnmmnnd of the new order, hut they 
did not take the land ns community 
property. They are not communists. 
Their experience with communal Innd 
owning had never satisfied them. Un- 
der the old regime the pensnnts were 
nlloted Innd by the communal Mir. 
The Mir held title to the Innd nnd di- 
vided It hy lot. The tennnr.v of a farm- 
er on the lnn<l wns uncertain tinder 
the Mir system. The average length of 
the lense was about thirteen years. 
Then came a new distribution of the 
Mir Innd. a new drawing. The peasant 
wns compelled to move to the new 
strip of Innd nllotfed to him from the 
drawing. This plnn took from the 
pensnnt nil Inducement to put his best 
Into the land. lie hnd no motive for 
Improving the land ; It was not his. 
At the next drawing It would probably 
go to another, nml he In turn he shift- 
ed on n piece of Innd which hnd been 
neglected nnd nllowcd to deteriorate 
Experience fired the pensnnt with one 
thought, one ambition, to own his own 
Innd. to have n permanent home, 
something to work on nnd work .for. 
Ro at the outset of the program to 
socialize the Innd wc find the bolshe- 
vik government attempting n commun- 
istic program completely antagonistic 
to the wishes of the peasants. 

Led to General Disorder. 

Between the villages in Russln are 
the grent landed estates, the propri- 
etary land. These lands were the best 
lands In the vicinity nnd were well 
eared 'or. When the order to seize 
the land was given, the peasants turn- 
ed toward the proprietary lands. The 
illlngcs fought with each other for the 
possession nnd division of these 
tempting estates. This wns the begin- 
ning of general disorder, smull civil 
war. 

The bolshevik government attempt- 
ed to force Its program abolishing all 
private ownership of land. They Jus- 
tified the confiscation of land, the 
plan of Innd communism, hy saying 
that the earth belonged to the people, 
thnt private title to land wns Immoral 
and corrupt, thnt every man should 
have nil the land he could actually 
work, nnd not an acre more. They ar- 
gued that If a man tmd more Innd 
than he could work, one of two tilings 
would happen; either he would allow 
the Innd to remnfn Idle, which would 
he a waste, or he would hire someone 
to work It for him. They said the hired 
man would be either a farm laborer 
or a tenant ; whichever relation he 
bore to the owner of the land, he 
would he compelled to turn over part 
of his labor to the landowner. In one 
case It would be called rent, while If 
he receives wages, the wagea would 
represent something less than the 
value of the hired man's crop. This 
would he the profit taken by the land- 
owner. Ttiev called this exploiting the 
worker. Instead of this condition, they 
reasoned that the farm hand should 
work this land and keep the full prod- 
uct for the state. In the plan of dis- 
tribution the state, the owner of every- 
thing. premised an equal distribution. 
The bolsheviks argued that their plan 
would make a better citizen out of 
the hired man und give him an induce- 
ment to work. He was not to work 
for himself, but for the good of all. 
It was a fine bit of Idealism, but en- 
tirely contrary to human nature. It 
bad to be worked out by human be- 
ings. Two things happened. One class 
of |>eusants worked the land only 
enough to produce what they aud their 
families needed. They reasoned. "Why 
should we work after our needs are 
supplied':" This uatural attitude of 
mind reduced production. The theory 
which promised Increased production. 
In practice decreased production. 

Refused to Share With State 

Another class of peasants went onto 
the land aud worked hard and pro- 
duced much, but they refused to give 
up the product of their labor to the 
state. They reasoned that the result

year. As many ns 11 pairs ’Of squnbs 
hnve been produced by one pair In a 
year.

In cities In recent years. On furnts 
the tendency hns been the other way. 

If 
not kept down hy killing off the In- 
crease, soon becomes n nuTsunce, de- 
stroying grain and doing u great deal 
of damage, especially on new-seeded 
ground.

WITHOUT SUGAR 

Half of Battle Is to Have All 
Equipment Prepared and in 
Readiness for Use. 

VARIETY ADDED FOR WINTER 


Many People Prefer to Can Juices 
Unsweetened, as Individual Flav. 
•rt Are Beet Preserved — Many 
Utensils Needed. 

Fnilta can ho successfully canned 
without sugar, nnd vegetables require 
none. So the wise housekeeper Is 
planning to can as much or more than 
usual thl* year. Plenty of canned 
vegetables reduce grocery nnd doctor’s 
bills nnd add pleasing variety to the 
diet In winter. Fruit canned without 
sweetening enn be sweetened when It 
Is used. Fruit Juices, too, can be 
canned without sugar. Indeed, many 
prefer to enn them unsweetened, main- 
taining thnt the Individual flavors are 
thereby host preserved. Part of the 
canned Juices enn he mnde Info Jelly 
next winter. Making Jelly when the 
weather Is cool rather than when the 
mercury lingers lu the DO’s appeals to 
many housewives ns n sane and sensi- 
ble procedure. 

Getting Ready. v 

If one waits until the fruit is half 
ripe before making any preparation 
to tnke care If It. there Is loss of time, 
and the season of that particular prod- 
uct Is likely to pass before all the 
equipment for canning Is In readiness. 

One of the first steps is to order 
n cunner, If you uro planning to use 
one tills summer. A wash holler or 
lard can with a false bottom will hold 
the cans ami process them efficiently. 
M’he work, however, can he done more 
easily with one of the commercial 
types of dinners. As the stock Is 
usually low when the canning season 
Is under way, It Is well to select the 
kind you want In advance when there 
Is a choice. MMie steam-pressure tyi>e 
Is usually preferred for general .cnn- 
ning, hut the water seal and water 
bath nre both popular with those who 
want a dinner which costs less money.

Test Rubbers Carefully.

A 
good rubber — one that will stand up 
under the heat which long cooking 
In the can entails — must possess elas- 
ticity enough to ullow Its being fold- 
ed und pinched without breaking, say 
specialists of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture. Auother 
test Is Its ability to hold 13 pounds’ 
weight without breaking when this 
weight Is suspended by a hook from 
the rubber ring. 

Whatever type of apparatus is used 
for processing or sterilizing, a number 
of utensils are needed for pro|>erly 
handling the products. These Include 
five or six good porrelutu sauce puus 
or those of some material that Is 
acid proof, with covers for use In 
handling und blanching acid fruits, 
two tuhlespoons, oue set of measur- 
ing spoons, one wire basket or Severn I 
yards of cheesecloth for use in 
blanching, six wiping cloths, two hand 
towels, one duplex fork for lifting 
hot Jars, and several sharp paring 
knives.

Mslntalna Temperature. 

Self-rlaing bread, which Is com- 
monly r»l!od hy the misleading name 
of “salt-rising bread," has been known 
In one form or another for generation*. 
It hns been a particular favorite when 
nnd where It wn* difficult to get satis- 
factory yeast. The following recipe I* 
recommended hy the home economics 
kitchen of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture: 

I cup sweet milk 1 tablespoon sugar 
I tablespoons white 1 tablespoon butter 
com meal (If used) 

1 teaspoon salt Flour 

Scald (lie milk. Allow It to cool un- 
til It Is lukewarm, then add the salt, 
sugar nnd corn meal. Place In a fruit 
can or n heavy crock or pitcher nnd 
surround by water nt about 120 to 140 
degree* F. Wuter nt this temperature 
I* the hottest In which the hnnd enn 
he held without Inconvenience, and 
can he secured by mixing nearly equal 
parts of boiling wnter nnd tnp water 
(unless the tap wnter Is unusually 
warm). If placed In n tireless cooker 
a fairly even temperature can be main- 
tained for several hours. 

Allow the mixture to stand for six 
or seven hours, or overnight, until It 
shows signs of fermentation. If It hns 
fermented sufficiently the gns enn he 
heard ns It escapes. This leaven con- 
tains enough liquid for one loaf. If 
more loaves arc needed add one cup 
of wnter, one teaspoon of salt, one 
tablespoon of sugar nnd one tablespoon 
of butter for each additional loaf. 
Make a soft sponge by adding a cup 
of flour for each loaf to he made. Rent 
thoroughly and put the sponge In n 
convenient receptncle and surround by 
water ngnln nt the temperature of 
about 120 to 140 degrees F. 

When the sponge Is filled with tiny 
gns bubbles nnd lias more thnn 
doubled In volume add more flour grad- 
ually until the dough Is so stiff that It 
can be kneaded without sticking to 
the bands or to the board. Knead ten 
or fifteen minutes, put nt once Into the 
pans, allow to rise until about two nnd 
one-half times Its original bulk, nnd 
bake. Self-rising bread Is never so 
light as the bread raised with yeast. 
A lonf made with one cup of liquid 
therefore will come not quite up to the 
top of n pnn of standard size. 

MIXED VEGETABLE CHOWDERS 

Nourishing and Substantial Dish Is 
Well Liked by Majority of 
Farm People. 

A mixed vegetable chowder Is a sub- 
stantial dish nnd one well liked by 
the majority of people for luncheon or 
supper. The following recipe Is one 
recommended by the home economic 
specialists of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture: 

2 tablespoon fuls fat, 4 potatoes, 

or a piece of salt 3 carrots, 
pork. 3 onloiTs. 

3 level tablespoon- 1 pint canned to- 

fuls flour. niatoes. 

2 teaspoonfuls salt. 2 cupfuls skim milk. 

Cut potatoes and carrots lu smnll 
pieces, add enough water to cover, and 
cook for 20 minutes. I>o not drain off 
the water. Brown the chopped onion 
In the fut for five minutes. Add tills 
and tin? tomatoes to the vegetables. 
Heat to boiling, odd two cupfuls of 
skim milk, and thicken with flour. 
Celery tops or green peppers give u 
good flavor, too. 

HEAT CORNMEAL AND WATER 

Best Result* Secured by Placing Them 
in Double Boiler and Not Stir 
the Mixture. 

In experiments mnde In the home 
economic department of the United 
States department of agriculture It has 
been found that It Is best for almost 
every purpose to put corumeal und 
cold water together and then heat 
them over boiling water In a double 
boiler. Except when very finely 
grnuud meals ure used It Is unneces- 
sary to stir the mixture at any time, 
not even when the meul und water are 
put together. The conclusion bus been 
reached that In all cases the best re- 
sults are obtained by heating the meul 
and liquid together without stirring.

PERSIA’S BELT OF DESOLATION 

Legend Ascribes Desert to Divine 
Punishment Visited on King Who 
Forgot His Creator. 

At the southern end of the valley 
In Central Arabia where progress to- 
wnrd the Persian gulf Is Mocked by 
a broad bnrrler of sand, lies a district 
cnlled Khnrt, which wns once fertile, 
nnd still retains some of Its former 
prosperity. H. Rt. .T. B. Phllby de- 
scribes In the Wide World Magazine a 
group of ruins which appear to dale 
hack to the medieval times when the 
country wns under tho domination of 
n I’erslnn colony. Close by It nre the 
remains of an Important Irrigation sys- 
tem which almost certainly points to 
n Persian origin, the tnnln point of In- 
terest nbout which Is that It depends 
on a group of three great reservoirs 
or pools, believed to he bottomless. 

A similar phenomenon exists In n 
district farther south, cnlled the AfinJ, 
where there nre no fewer tlinn seven 
"bottomless" pools of varying sizes, 
among which Is a fair-sized lnke. tho 
"Mother of the Mountain," which Is 
the lnrgest sheet of water known to 
exist in ull Arabia. It Is about three 
quarters of n mile In length by n quar- 
ter of a mile brond, nnd was In Its 
day the center of n mighty kingdom. 
There, according to a legend, once 
stood the palace and capital of Ad Ibn 
Shnddud, one of the greatest Arnhlnn 
kings. 

The legend tells flint tills king built 
himself a new enpltnl south of tho 
AfinJ district. In this pnlnee he gath- 
ered together a stable of 2.000 peer- 
less steeds, a bodyguard of 2,000 war- 
riors nnd u harem of 2,000 maidens, 
nmong the fairest In the world. The 
legend tells that the king forgot his 
Crentor, who visited hlin with a dread 
scorching west wind, overwhelming the 
king nnd nil his glory with waves of 
blazing sand which to this day covers 
nil nrcu nearly half a million squnre 
miles. This territory Is known from 
Its utter desolution us the "Empty 
Qunrter." 

Best Way to Cut Bottle. 

If you ever wunt to cut n glass bot- 
tle, here Is a go«>d way to do IL This 
Is thought to he very difficult to do, 
while In reality It Is very simple, nnd 
has been done muny times success- 
fully. 

Get n brick or some other nonlnflutn- 
mnhle substance of the height you 
wish to cut the bottle. Now put n 
heavy nr preferably n short length of 
one-half Inch Iron rod In the fire and 
heat about six' Inches of the end to 
bright red heat. Then, using the brick 
us a rest or guide, turn the bottle slow- 
ly, keeping the red-hot hur well In con- 
tuct with the bottle until the hur Just 
censes to he red. Then quickly plunge 
the bottle In a pall of cold water, and. 
If carefully done, a fine erack will be 
the result. Upon plunging In the water 
a click will he heard and the neck and 
upper part of the bottle will remain 
In your hand, leaving an edge cut as 
Mean as If cut with a glazier’s dia- 
mond. 

Salt and Alkaline River*. 

Many of the rivers In the world are 
f,.r from lieing pure. There Is a salt 
river in Australia, uud another In the 
Itlo Saludo, in the Argentine republic 
in South America. The Athabua<-a 
river of Canada ha* two Important 
salt brunches, one of which rises In 
a natural salt spring, and the other 
has It* source In the Caribou moun- 
tains. which contain vast deposits of 
salt rock. Another salt river, having 
its origin In a similar formation. I* 
one of the tributaries of the Great 
Slave river. Many of the streams and 
lakes of eastern Oregon are strongly 
alkaline In character. Tlie Itlo de 
Vlnagre — llie Vinegar river— of New 
Granada, in Central America. Is sour 
from the sulphuric acid in the water.

The public will, metaphorically, 
see two editors at least, stripped to 
their very souls; but as each has had 
some stripping in state politics the or- 
deal will be less severe. Also, the pro- 
fessional halo makers, in this case the 
iMiliticnl managers of the two candi- 
dates. will soon be enlarging upon the 
nobility of the editorial culling and tin* 
self-sacrificing qualities which it en- 
tails.

Republican leaders meeting In Chi- 
cago the duy after the Democratic na- 
tional convention, decided to make the 
Illinois city tiie principal headquarters 
of the party and to wage tiie campaign 
largely west of the Alleghenies. The 
nomination of Cox mine as a surprise 
to tiie lenders ns they lind planned n 
campaign against McAdoo. They an- 
nounced. however, that the Issues 
would not be materially affected, the 
chief fight being centered on tiie 
League of Nations, with Democratic 
conduct of tiie war nnd reconstruction 
n secondary Issue.

Announcement by the state depart- 
ment of the United States of tiie lift- 
ing of trade restrictions with Russia 
came unexpectedly. Since Secretary of 
State Colby had stated Just befose Ills 
departure for Sau Francisco that no 
action was of Immediate prospect. It 
Is regarded ns a recently adopted pol- 
icy. Tiie announcement expressly 
stnt& that no recognition of the soviet 
government is implied ami that indi- 
viduals and corporations trading with 
Russia must do so at their own risk 
and are not to expect assistance or 
protection from consular authorities; 
also that the post office department 
will he unable to accept mall to soviet 
Russia nnd that goods cannot la* for- 
warded by parcel post. Materials for 
war purposes continue under the ban 
and the state department will continue 
to refuse passports for Russia. The 
announcement means In effect that 
persons or corporations desiring to 
trade with Russia may do so by deal- 
ing with soviet agents in the United 
States or in other countries. The suite 
department warns American citizens 
against tin* risks incident to the ac- 
ceptance of commodities or other 
values which may later he brought In- 
to question. It Is explained that the 
United States does not recognize the 
validity of Industrial or commercial 
I concessions granted by an existing 
; Russian authority. 

As a winding up of one of tiie prob- 
! lems growing out of the war, over 
i $150,0o0.<Kk) of property seized os en- 
emy owned during the conflict, is now 
ready to he returned under qualifica- 
tions provided for In the amendment 
to the trading with tin* enemy act, 
passed during the closing days of the : 
last congress. Among those who may 
obtain the release of their property 1 
are American women who married 
alien enemies, enemy diplomats, 
aliens who were Interned, clti* of I 
new nations created from eneiu.v terri- 
tory by the treaty of peace, women of j 
i allied or neutral countries who mar- j 
ried enemy subjects, and Americans 
who were forced to remain in Ger- 
many during the war. Property mis- 
takenly seized will ulso he returned 
and American creditors are permitted 
i to bring claims against enemy debtors 
whose property was seized. 

Reports of banditry, but on a 
somewhat reduced scale, continue to 
filter in from Mexico. On tiie other 
hand come reports thut Francisco Villa 
has entered into an armistice with the 
j new government und agreed to cease 
i attacks on trains, gurrisoii* and towns. 

| This is in direct contravention of a 
| manifesto issued u short time ago by 
tou of Villa's generals, Including ids 
| chief of staff, and a number of civil- 
ians. that war on the new regime 
would t*e continued. The burden of 
■ the manifesto was that the Ohregon 
and l*e I-a Hm-rta government is the 
product wf a military coup und. at- 
tempting to establish Itself witb the 
same passions, jealousies, ambitious 
and mislukes as of old. will be impo- 
tent to restore j>eace in the country

As pointing to an assurance, or one 
which tiie authorities are nttonii ting | 
to create, Is tiie recent statement from 
Mexico City that the government is 
ready to protect the Interests of busi- 
ness men in the republic, whether 
they nre Mexicans or foreigners. Mex- 
ico presents an nppenrnnce of im- 
proved tranquility, hut tiie question 
whether it will continue is an open 
one. As an Intimation of the degree 
of fnltli attaching to the promises of 
Villa nnd others of his kind, comes the 
government announcement that 'there 
will he no relaxing of vigilance agnlnst 
rebels. 

The Spn conference, which hns been 
endeavoring to fix tiie amount Ger- 
many shnll pay in reparations, settle 
the disarmament question and other 
problems of the peace trenty, devel- 
oped into a session of much difficulty. 
From the outset the allies showed an 
outwardly united front, with little ap- 
parent inclination townrd leniency. 
Lloyd George especially tjliowed a firm 
exterior and even a very peremptory 
attitude In dealing with the German 
delegates. Indications, however, were 
not lacking of internal dissension anti 
indecision among tiie nllies. Tiie Ger- 
mans sought to mitigate tiie provision 
of the treaty calling for disarmament 
nnd tiie reduction of their forces. 
Their claim was that Internal condi- 
tions prevented t their carrying out tiie 
terms of tiie clause In tile time speci- 
fied ; also that in view of recent trou- 
bles and tiie danger of recurrence, and 
tiie Russian menace. It was unwise to 
do so. One stumbling block was over 
the question of rllles and small arms 
which tiie German soldiers carried to 
their homes after tin* conclusion of the 
war, an action abetted by the govern- 
ment nnd which. It bus been charged, 
has been utilized by the German au- 
thorities as the basis for a big citizen 
military organization still very flan- 
gerous to the peace of Europe. 

Internal friction among tiie allies, 
which It was sought to keep hidden, 
was due to disagreement over a divi- 
sion of reparations and tiie spoils of 
war. Italy, Sorbin and Belgium have 
each claimed priorities, while the al- 
lotments to lie made France and Eng- 
land have for some time constituted a 
delicate phase In tiie relations of those 
two countries and 1ms affected tiie nt- 
titude toward them of tiie other al- 
lies. The allies delivered an ultima- 
tum to the effect that Germany must 
disarm by Oct. 1, or suffer an occupa- 
tion of her territory. 

The Russian bolshevik mennee 
looms more strongly over western Eu- 
rope, with Poland reported not only 
weakening but In a state of near col- 
lapse under the red offensive and seek- 
ing nn armistice. Germany thus be- 
comes the barrier and Is more strongly 
insistent on an nnieliorlation ot tiie 
peace treaty which will penult tier, in- 
stead <>f an army of 100,000 men, one 
of 200.000, or even considerably larger.

Ex-Ambassador Fletcher Urges 
U. S. to Exact Guaran- 
tees From Mexico 

PROTECT AMERICAN RIGHTS 

Ex-Empress Eugenie of France Dead 
— Widow of Napoleon III Passes 
Away in Spain, Country 
of Her Birth 


Qreon castle, Pa.. (By the Asso- 
ciated pi ss) — Warning against pre- 
mature recognition of the now Mexi- 
can government has been given tiie 
administration today by Henry P. 
Fletcher, former ambassador to Mexl- 
| co. 

In a letter to Secretary of State 
Bolby he urged that in no case should 
tiie recivtnition of the de la Huerta 
regime be other than that of a do 
facto character, with the understand- 
ing that oven this would lie with- 
drawn should subsequent events prove 
that it was prematurely extended. 

Mr. Fletcher’s letter resulted from 
negotiations now in progress between 
the state department and Dr. lglosias 
Calderon. Mexican high commissioner 
to tiie United States, regarding rec- 
ognition of the now government at 
Mexico City. 

Dr. Calderon has assured the 
American government of tiie desire of 
the new regime to live up to obliga- 
tions of a government, but Mr. Flet- 
cher in his letter suggested that be- 
fore any recognition was extended 
an informal agreement should lie 
entered into with tiie Mexican au- 
thorities that American citizens would 
not bo deprived of their property 
rights without compensation, and 
that such property as they were de- 
prived of during the Carranza regime 
without compensation would be re- 
turned to them. 

Mr. Fletcher was the American am- 
bassador to Mexico during tiie Car- 
ranza administration. 

"In my capacity as a private citi- 
zen interested in good relations be- 
tween the United States and Mexico, 
may I suggest for such consideration 
as they may deserve the following re- 
garding the recognition of the new 
government of Mexico: 

“•Without animadverting to past 
difficulties and with a view to avoid- 
ing a repetition of them, I would res- 
pectfully suggest: 

“First: That tiie United states 
should not recognize the new govern- 
ment of Mexico until it is reasonably 
clear that said government Is not only 
willing, but able to regard tiie 
fundamental duties of a govern- 
ment, i. e., to maintain law and or- 
der and to afford adequate protection 
to the lives and interests of foreign- 
ers in Mexico. 

“Second That the new regime 
should be recognized, if at all, merely 
as the de facto government and it 
should be informal that such recog- 
nition was provisional and would be 
withdrawn if it should subsequently 
I prove to have been prematurely ex- 
tended. 

“Third: That before extending such 
de facto recognition wo should take 
steps to secure an informal ateree 
ment (to later be made formal if de- 
] Birod) covering tiie .following pending 
matters : 

“(A) That the constitution of 1917 
and the law' passed in pursuance 
thereof shall not lie given retroactive 
effect as to property lawfully tu-- 
quired previous to its promulgation 
1 and that American citizens shall not 
1 be deprived of their lawfully acquired 
j rights without compensation. 

“(B) Return to American citizens 
: and corporations of such property 
; (excluding taxes) as they were de- 
prived of during the Carranza regime 
without compensation by either nu 
tiona! or state governments of Mexi- 
j co. 

“(C) Immediate constitution of a 
mixed Mexican -American claims com- 
, mission to adjust all claims of Ameri- 
1 can citizens against the government 
of Mexico ’id of Mexican citizens 
against the government of the United 
Stales. # 

"(D) Appointment of commissioners 
to settle definitely the Cmatzal and 
all other boundary questions, includ- 
ing the deflection, canalization and 
protection of the waters of the Col- 
orado river for the irrigation of the 
Imperial valley in Mexico and in the 
United States. I make no mention 
of financial or economic matters, be- 
lieving they should form the subject 
matter of negotiations subsequent to 
recognition. 

We should make it clear that these 
j conditions are attached to our rec- 
j ognition merely because our unfor- 
j tunate erperienc.ee with the Carranza 
■ government make them appear nec- 
essary, to avoid a future trouble and 
shove all that we are not asking for 
our national* a privileged i«ositiou, 
but simply Justice.”

Not only are towns, counties and 
states preparing their own wnr his- 
tories, but colleges and schools of all 
kinds also nre getting up collective 
service records. Lnrge Industrial con- 
cerns art' doing the sntne thing. 

Host results In history tanking seem 
to have boon achieved In counties, 
where the records of the county draft 
board served ns n starting point nnd 
where nil other sources of Information 
have been utilized. Livingston county, 
Illinois, furnishes a typical example 
of n county which has been pninstnk- 
Ing In Us effort to compile a reliable 
war history. 

A committee of seven wns appointed 
In this county to have charge of the 
soldiers’ and sailors’ record. Before 
the records of the local exemption 
hoard wore closed, a list was compiled 
of all registrants of the county who 
had entered the service by enlistment 
or Induction, the date of entry Into 
the service nnd the enmp to which 
they were first sent. Newspaper flies 
were combed to obtain ns many addi- 
tional names ns possible. The list 
was then published In the newspnper 
with the request that nil names not 
Included be reported to the war rec- 
ords committee. 

A questionnaire then was mailed to 
each service man or woman, Follow- 
up letters were used to Insure the re- 
turn of the questionnaires. The ques- 
tionnaires had spaces for practically 
all the Information which appears on 
the soldier’s discharge certificate and 
for many other details, such as cita- 
tions In full nnd special honors. A 
special section will be devoted to the 
records of those who died In service. 
Their photographs will be Included.

The cost of gas is divided into two main classes. The first 
may lie called tin* Fixed Costs and include all those costs which 
do not vary, no matter whether the company makes and sells ten 
thousand eubic feet of gas each month or ten million cubic feet each 
month. The second class may be called the Production Costs 
and these vary to a large extent in direct proportion to the 
amount of gas made and sold. 

Let us consider some of these Fixed Costs. Before a town 
or city can he served with gas, the best modern fuel, a plant for 
the manufacture of gas must be built, mains must be laid in the 
streets, services run into the houses and meters purchased and 
installed by the company. All this requires a large amount of 
money and interest on this money must be paid whether each 
oousumer uses 100 cubic feet ot 10,000 cubic feet of gas per 
month. 

It does not make any difference how much gas has been sold 
each year the company must pay its taxes. 

It costs just as much to read a meter through which one 
hundred cubic feet of gas bas passed as it does a meter through 
which teu ihousaud cubic feet of gas bas passed during month. 
It costs just as much to make out a bill for $1.00 as it does a 
bill for $10.00. 

It would be possible to continue un giving in much greater 
detail the costs which remain eouslaut no matter what the amount 
of gas consumption is, but we believe that from the above every- 
one will realize that a laige part of the cost of gas is made up of 
Fixed Coals of which each customer should pay his share no 
matter whether he uses oue hundred cubic feel or teu tbousaud 
cubic feet of gas each mouth. 

The Production Coats represent lal*u and material which 
are necessary to manufacture gas. These include the cost of 
coal, oil. and wages at the works and other expenses which enter 
.uto this *lass of costs, all of which vary in proportiou to ti e 
amouut of gas manufactured and sold each mouth.

SERIOUS MENACE 

Bite of This Insect Is Far Differ- 
ent From That of Other 
Little Pests. 

IS CAUSE OF HEAVY LOSS 


It Breed* In Accumulation* of Various 
Kind* of Vegetable Matter and 
Also In Manure — Spraying 
I* Not Satisfactory. 

(Prrpnred by the I'nlted States Depart- 
ment of Aarlrulture.) 

The nciile pnln product by the bite 
of the stable fly brings to any man a 
.sudden realization that tills biting In- 
sect Is pointedly different from tbe 
bouse fly or Uphold fly, although 
hitherto his opinion may have been 
that the two were Identical. 

Cause Heavy Losses. 

At times this fly becomes excessive- 
ly abundant and occasions heuvy 
losses among nearly all classes of live 
stock. Year In and year out It Is a 
source of great annoyance, especially 
to horses and cattle, and Is an all-too- 
common and persistent pest. 

The adult stable fly resembles the 
house fly, but Is slightly broader and 
feeds principally on the blood of ani- 
mals, which It draws with Its long, 
piercing mouth parts. It breeds In ac- 
cumulations of various kinds of veg- 
etable matter and also In manure, es- 
peclnlly when the latter Is mixed with 
straw. When straw stacks become wet

soon after thrashing the flies breed In 
the decaying straw, and It Is tills set 
of conditions which produces the se- 
vere outbreaks. 

Spraying Not Satisfactory. 

Spraying animals with repellents Is 
not very satisfactory, hut the numbers 
of stable flies can bo kept down ttf 
caring properly for stable refuse and 
by stacking or otherwise disposing of 
straw. The United States department 
of agriculture, Washington, D. C., hns 
prepared a bulletin "Tlie Stable Fly,” 
which will he stmt on request. It 
gives complete Instructions for the 
control or prevention of tills pest 


RAISE SUCCESSION OF CROPS 

It la Possible to Have Several Good 
Crops for Table Use During 
Summer and Autumn. 

By keeping all the garden space 
stirred and fresh for seeding It Is pos- 
sible to make a succession of plnntlngs 
of several good crops to have them for 
use for a long season. By planting 
sweet corn, for example, early In the 
spring and then a couple of short rows 
about every two weeks till the middle 
of summer, It Is possible to have sweet 
corn for tuhle use for several months 
during the summer and full. Sweet 
coni mny he plnnted ut Intervals from 
April to the Inst of July, and hunch 
beans during the same time. Radishes 
may be sown and coming on for use 
In n fresh state from March till the 
flrst of September In central latitudes. 

It Is Impossible here to enumerate all 
of the good things that can he hud 
fresh from the garden during the mid- 
dle of the summer and through the 
fall months by keeping all the vacant 
spuces seeded and through seeding or 
setting out plants between rows of 
crops that will soou he out of the way. 


SUMMER SPRAY AIDS APPLES 

Iowa Farmers Make Profit of $10.75 
From an Investment of 60 Cents 
on Each Tree. 

A profit of $10.75 from an Invest- 
ment of do cents is tlie sum made by 
the Iowa farmers who co-uperuted with 
the Iowa experiment station and their 
county agents In the summer spraying 
demonstrations. In each of 11 or- 
chards In 10 counties representing 
every section of the stute, there were 
19 trees sprayed. 

A yield of 7 bushels was received 
from the sprayed trees while the uu- 
spra.xed trees from the same orchards 
yielded only 294 bushels each. The 
sprayed apples brought from $2 to $3 
a bushel and the uusprayed ones 
brought only $1. The trees were 
sprayed four times during the year at 
a cost of 00 cents apiece for material, 
labor, and depreciation ou tlie spray 
outfits.

SCIENTISTS HELPING 
BLUEBERRY INDUSTRY 

New Jersey Grower Obtains 
Most Luscious Berries. 


Instance of What Is Being Done Core, 
mercially by Men Who Utilize In- 
formation Given Out by De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

Luscious blueberries — mnny of which 
nre three-fourths of an inch In diam- 
eter — that sell for $10 a bushel ! Such 
Is the product secured by a New Jer- 
sey grower, whose principal business 
hns been growing cranberries but who 
more recently took up the cultivation 
of blueberries. At present he has 20 
acres which he planted, In part, with 
carefully selected wild blueberry stock 
and, In pnrt, with hybrids furnished 
by the bureau of plant Industry of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. Not only nre the berries on 
this tract of very high quality but the 
yield Is prolific, the older plants pro- 
ducing nt the rate of nearly 100 bush- 
els to the acre. Tlie plantation Is situ- 
ated nt Wlteshog, near Browns Mills. 

The success of this grower Is but 
one Instance of what Is being done 
commercially by men who are utiliz- 
ing the information supplied by tbe 
department of agriculture scientists. 
Tho latter hnve made a study of blue- 
berry culture for several years, and 
are uble to furnish data regarding the 
best varieties and the most suitable 
soils. Of particular significance Is the 
fact that blueberries thrive best on 
peut and sand soils, so acid as to he 
considered worthless for ordlnnry ag- 
riculture. Thus through blueberry cul- 
ture It Is possible to utilize many tracts 
which hnve been regarded as especial- 
ly hard and unpromising.

FEEDING TROUGH FOR SWINE 

Farmer Can Pour Slops Into Recepta- 
cle Without Having Pigs Climb- 
ing His Legs. 

The feeder can pour slops Into this 
trough without having an earnest and 
overhungry litter of pigs climbing his 
boot legs and spilling the feed from 
the bucket. It extends possibly a foot 
on the outside of the pen and makes 
feeding easy and simple.

Swat the Flea! 

Eight of the 5,000 different kinds of 
fleas, convey plugue. That Is why flea* 
as well us house flies, to which we o«| 
the dlsseiuiuation of typhoid, cholera, 
dysentery, the summer diarrhoea so 
fatal to children, and tubercle, should 
be relentlessly swatted. Bugs are 
known to be curriers of tliut malig- 
nant malarial malady known as Kula 
Azar, while It was proved during the 
war that the louse conveys typhus. No 
fewer than a thousand species of mos- 
quito are kuown to science, 18 of which 
occur In the British Isles. Of the lat- 
ter oue is known to carry malaria. 
Abroad, malaria, yellow fever, deugwe. 
and elephantiasis are spread by mos- 
quitoes. The little black "midge” Is 
uot usually more than an Irritating 
pest, but it can occasionally be dan- 
gerous, especially when It has been on 
putrefying material. Its bite may 
then be followed by serious conse- 
quences. and small abscesses, followed 
by blood poisoning, are not uuknowo.

A CHAPTER ON SANDWICHES. 

As this Is the glorious time of yenr 
for outings, camping, hont trips nml 
picnics, the sand- 
wich will ho the 
most common ar- 
ticle of food. The 
following may he 
suggestive, nl- 
t hough one may 
mnke snndwlch 
filling or soup 
out of almost anything that Is palata- 
ble : 

If watercress Is obtainable, there Is 
nothing more snappy and refreshing 
for a sandwich filling. Season with 
lemon Juice, olive oil, salt and pepper, 
with a pinch of sugnr, or shindy salt 
and sugar. 

Pepper Filling. — Chop green pep- 
pers that have been seeded and the 
white pulp removed and simmer for 
ten minutes In a tablespoonful of but- 
ter. Season with salt and set aside to 
coni. Spread on buttered bread. 

Dutch cheese, made smooth with 
cream and seasoned with chopped 
chives, or green pepper, nuts or both. 

Grated horseradish with cream 
spread on buttered bread. 

Tongue, cooked, spread with mus- 
tard. cut In thin slices. 

Swiss cheese cut in very thin slIeeR. 
Rich American cheese grated and 
mixed with cream, spread on rounds 
of bread and fried on both sides In a 
little butter. 

Watercress with hard-cooked eggs, 
chopped and mixed, or hard-cooked 
eggs chopped, seasoned with melted 
butter, a pinch of mustard, salt and u 
dash of cayenne. Eggs mixed with 
grated cheese, chopped onion or 
chopped cucumber. 

Thin slices of hannna dressed with 
oil and lemon Juice. 

Corned beef spread with mustard 
cut In thin slices. 

Chonned dates and nuts, flavored 
with a pinch of cinnamon and cloves. 

Drained and honed anchovies, 
pounded to a paste with butter. Or 
anchovy paste may he purchased. 
Chopped egg mixed with anchovy Is 
good; also cream cheese. 

Thinly sliced radishes, sliced cu- 
cumbers seasoned with mayonnaise, 
placed on slices of buttered bread just 
before serving, so that they will be 
crisp.

SEASONABLE FOOD. 


When asparagus becomes too tough 
to serve ns a fresh vegetable, use It 
In soups for It Is one 

0 «f the most healthful 
of vegetables. Cook the 
tips, put them through a 
sieve and add to this 
pulp the liquor In 
which the asparagus 
was cooked. Prepare 
the soup as for the usu- 
al cream soup. 

Scalloped Cauliflower. — Cook tho 
cauliflower until tender, then dralu 
and place a layer In a buttered baking 
dish; on top of the cauliflower place 
a layer of grated cheese mixed with 
a white sauce. When tin* dish Is 
filled with alternate layers of the 
vegetable and cheese add a layer of 
bread crumbs which have been but- 
tered. Brown in u moderate oven for 
fifteen minutes. 

Walnut and Salmon Salad. — Take 
three-fourths cupful of salmon, one- 
half cupful of walnut meats, three- 
fourths of a cupful of shredded enh- 
bnge. Separate the salmon into flakes, 
cut the walnut meats Into small 
pieces; crisp the cabbage In cold wa- 
ter. Drain and mix the Ingredients, 
add one cupful of salad dressing und 
serve on lettuce. 

Orange Velvet Cream. — Boll with- 
out stirring, one cupful of sugar and 
one half cupful of water until It 
threads, pour tills over two stiffly 
beaten egg whites; beat until cool. 
Add one cupful of orange Juice, the 
juice of a lemon and a pint of double 
cream whipped until firm. Freeze 
slowly and serve In sherbet glasses 
sprinkled with minced, candled orange 

peel. 

Baked Almond Pudding. — Break six 

macaroons and six lndyfingers Into 
small pieces, pour over a cupful of hot 
milk and then lot stand covered 
for half an hour. Beat to n paste 
a t tilrd of a cupful of sugar, the 
yolks of three beaten eggs, u tea- 
-poonful of vanilla and a half cupful 
if blanched, shredded almonds. Fold 
In the stiffly beaten whites of the 
'ggs and hake in Individual ramekin*. 
Serve with a fruit sauce. 

CAMP RECIPE. 

For a single ration of lioecake tnlx 
up u cupful of meal and water Just as 
you do for dodgers. Ou the palm of 
the hund flatten out a thin cake of 
the batter as wide us your hund and 
not over a quurter of an inch thick tn 
the center, iiuve a fiat stone, or 
stones, well heuted In the curnp fire, 
and if you have some hucon or hum 
grease pour u little ou the stones, or 
wipe them with burn fut or bacou rind.

SUMMER LUNCHEONS. 

During tho an minor months, the 
lighter moro dollcnto moats arc more 
nceoptnblo, suoh ns 
sweetbreads, chicken, 
veal and lntnb ; white 
eggs, mushrooms and n’t 
kinds of ffosh vege- 
tables will Do .lscd 
abundantly. 

Chicken Salad. — Mix 
cold cooked chicken with 
twice the quantity of 
diced celery, add a half cupful of 
i shredded almonds and enough mayon- 
naise to moisten. Serve on lettuce 
garnished with slices of hard cooked 
eggs. , 

Sweetbreads Salad.— I’arholl In 
ncldnlntod water a pair of sweet- 
breads, drain and dip Into lee water 
to chill. Remove i*ll membrane and 
pipes and cut in line pieces; add an 
| equal quantity of celery cut In dice 
and serve with a rich, highly sen- 
i soned boiled or mayonnaise dress* 

, Ing. 

Curried Chicken. — Prepare creamed 
chicken using one cupful of white 
. sauce to one cupful of finely minced 
I or diced chicken ; add a shredded 
green pepper, one-half cupful of 
canned tomatoes and heat thoroughly. 
Senson with salt, pepper, and add a 
teaspoonful of curry powder. 

Chicken Croquettes. — Use the rem- 
nants of cold boiled nr roast chicken, 
or combine with roast pork or veal 
finely minced ; add boiled rice or 
niashed potato. Bind with well beat- 
en egg or with a thick cream sauce; 
season, shape Into croquettes, dip In- 
to henten egg and crumbs and fry 
In deep fat. The canned, honed chick- 
en Is very good to make croquettes. 

Deviled Chicken. — Make n sauce of 
salt’, pepper, dry mustard, pnprlkn, 
grated lemon peel, lemon Juice, Wor- 
cestershire mid a few drops of ta- 
basco sauce. Add n lump of butter 
when the snuee begins to boll. When 
very hot, add cubes of cold chicken 
and cook until heated through. Cold 
cooked veal or run st pork may he used 
In the same way. 

Chicken Saute — Cut up a chicken 
and pound the pieces with a potato 
masher until they are flat. Benson, 
dredge with flour, fry In butter or 
bacon fat until brown.

PICNIC DISHES. 

At fills time of year when the lure 
of the woods and stream calls us to 
pack our lunch 
baskets and hie 
us out Into tho 
open, a satisfying 
hmch is one of 
the necessities. 

Stuffed Eggs. — 
Hard-cooked eggs 
cut i n halves 
lengthwise, the yolks removed, are 
mixed with creamed butter, pepper 
and salt, a hit of mustard ami cay- 
enne, then the whites are tilled round- 
ing them well with the* mixture. They 
may he filled mul put together In 
halves, wrapped in waxed paper 
twisted at the ends. 

A salad Is always a welcome dish 
for a picnic. Potato salad seems to 
lie the one most often served. Take 
cold, boiled potatoes, cut in cubes, add 
one small onion, a cucumber, both cut 
fine, salt and pepper to season and a 
handful of blanched almonds shredded. 
Add a little French dressing to the po- 
tato to marinate It. Let It stand for 
an hour or two, tln*n add a rich, well- 
seasoned boiled dressing or a mayon- 
naise. Chives may he used Instead of 
onions if preferred. 

Giggers. — Cream one-half cupful of 
butter, one-half cupful of sugar. Add 
one well-beaten egg. one tablespoonful 
of milk, one cupful of flour, a pinch 
of salt, a teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der and one-half teaspoonful of va- 
nilla. Beat well and drop by tea- 
spoonfuls upon u buttered sheet. 
Decorate with blanched almonds cut 
In strips. 

A small cake which Is always liked 
for outings Is this: Prepare any 
sponge cake mixture and hake In gem 
pans. When cold split open and re- 
move some of the crumb. Fill with 
crushed strawberries and sweetened 
whipped cream. The better way Is to 
carry the filling and finish the cakes 
Just before serving. It tukes but a 
few moments.

July JO, one hundred years ago, a 
wedding took place in which not only 
Weymouth, but nil surrounding towns 
were deeply interested. The groom 
was l)r. N'oali Ftfleld of Weymouth, 
and the bride Miss Hannah (’ranch 
Bond of Dorchester, daughter of Wil- 
liam Bond, the family who gave the 
two distinguished American URttJrm- 
oiners to Harvard. The ceremony 
was performed by Dr. Thnddeus Mas- 
on Harris of the First Parish church 
In Dorchester (Meeting House Hill), 
and the record in Dr. Harris' tine old 
hand is as bright today as when he 
entered it a century ago. 

Dr. Noah Flfleld, who jvon such a 
high place in his profession and in 
the hearts of the .people, came to Wey- 
mouth as colleague or understudy to 
the celebrated Dr. Cotton Tufts, who 
had noted the young student at the 
Harvard medical lectures.. Dr. Tufts 
died in 1’815, leaving Dr.' Fifield by 
far the larger part of the business in 
Weymouth and the South Shore. 


So absorbing ana Important had 
hts work heroine that he was '17 years 
of age before he married. Miss Bond 
was a brilliant And cultivated woman, 
though she had not mode her choice 
until she was 33. Dr. Flfleld brought 
Ills bride almost at once to tho home- 
stead on Front street, which so many 
will remember, and here they entered 
upon an active and influential life In 
the community, culminating in vig- 
orous and sacrificing work in tho 
cause of slavery. Dr. Flfleld died In 
Dorchester in 1SG7. His wife In 
1870. 

Of this marriage there were three 
children: Mary Sanborn, a great beau- 
ty, who died in 1S45; George Fordyce, 
the promising young doctor who fol- 
lowed his sister the next year; and 
Dr. William Cranch Bond, who mar- 
ried Emily A. Porter and removed to 
Dorchester, dying in 189(1, The old 
lot in the Village Cemetery holds 
them all.

HUMAN NATURE VS. IDEALISM 


Communistic Theory o i Ownership of 
Land. Put to the Test In Russia, 

Has Proved Dire Failure 
In Practice. 

Article XXVI. 

By FRANK COMERFORO. 

The bolshevik government seised In- 
dustry; the working men took aver 
the fnetorles. It was pnrt of the iflan 
of communism. The promise w as thnt 
the socialization of Industry would In- 
crease production and free the work- 
ers from exploitation. The owners and 
managers were driven from the planta. 
These men were of the hoargcols Class. 
They had no place In the new scheme 
of things. They were “tainted" with 
aticcess. They had Intelligently and 
efficiently hullt up their Industries. 
This was enough. The bolshevik gov- 
ernment denied them citizenship and 
drove them from the enterprises they 
had hullt 

Everything was to he owned In 
common ; private property of all kinds 
had been abolished. The men who 
worked In the factories or mills were 
to be their own bosses. They were 
pnrt 'of the state, and the state owned 
and operated everything. The gov- 
ernment of the factory wns to be by 
committee, every man was the equal 
of every other man ; orders were given 
and orders taken with this thought In 
mind. The result wns Insubordina- 
tion. Every man wns boss; all sys- 
tem banished; system made slaves — 
Down with system ! The business 
brains hnving been driven out, tnsuli- 
- ordination hnving come In, produc- 
tion declined until It almost ceased, 
tunny workers gnve up In disgust nnd 
returned to their villages. The exodus 
from I’et ro grad wns marked. Prior 
to 101. r > Petrogrnd was n city of nearly 
2,000,000. In 1018 Its population had 
shrunk to less than 700.000. Fac- 
tories closed. Again the theory of 
communism, when put to the tCBt, 
failed. 

Trotzky Had Remedy. 

Trotzky. In confessing the failure of 
the bolshevik program to successfully 
socialize Industry, charged It to the 
“sabotnge of the Intellectuals." By 
this he meant that the bolsheviks 
drove the specialists, the technicians 
and managers of Industry, out of busl- 
•ess; that the working men, not hav- 
g the trntnlng for these places re- 
Irlng special skill and knowledge, 
were tumble efficiently nnd successfully 
to carry on the business. Having 
pointed out the cause of the failure, 
he presented n remedy, ne truly said 
that the Intellectuals have the benefit 
of special training, education and ex- 
perience, nnd that shops and factories 
filled with mnchlnes, mnterlnl and 
working men, cannot bs run without 
the skilled mnnnger, the Intelligent, 
experienced foreman. But Trotzky 
has not lost faith in the plan of In- 
dustrial communism, nor has he lost 
belief In the theory that It can he 
made to increase production. He 
says that the bourgeois brains, when 
forced Into the factories by the state, 
do not work with the same ambition 
to mnke a success of the business that 
they did when It was their private 
property and they had a personal-profit 
Interest In Its success. Thus they 
are guilty of withholding their best 
from factory management under the 
bolshevik scheme of communism. 
This he calls the "sabotsge of the In- 
tellectuals." To eliminate this diffi- 
culty he proposes that the bolshevik 
government turn Its attention to the 
education of the working men, pro- 
vide technical schools and schools 
teaching business management, and 
In this manner make competent man- 
agers and technical experts out of 
workingmen. It Is his opinion that 
workingmen educated to he experta 
and managers would retain their class 
sympathy und their Interest In the suc- 
cess of the class struggle. 

Had Forgottsn Human Nature. 

The bolsheviks are strong on theory. 
Trotzky falls to take Into considera- 
tion some simple fundamental truths. 
He falls to reckon with human na- 
ture ns It Is. He thinks of It as It 
should be. I.et us take an example 
which lllustrat' s and emphasizes the 
difference between bolshevik theory 
and practical experience. I.et us sup- 
pose that the bolshevik government es- 
tablishes schools for the purpose of 
training men In business managemeet 
and for technical work. Then enroll 
In these schools workingmen who, at 
the time, are entirely “class con- 
scious." They are ardent communists 
when they enter the front door of the 
cu-tiool on the first day of their attend- 
ance. They attend school for several 
years. The time s(>eut in school and 
the education given to the men makes 
a change In them. They Inscome con- 
scious of the power of education, of 
their fitness for a t»etter class of 
work. Education gives them a sense 
of superiority, and I do not mean 
superiority in the arrogant or boastful 
sense. The trained mind Is conscious 
of training. It is a more ambitious 
mind The men are not less human. 
They want to get out of education ma- 
terial hen ••fits. They feel the sense 
Of leadership. When the) graduate. 


these men leave tit** door of tlio school 
different men In aspirations snd am- 
bitions. Take them back to the fac- 
tories nnd In nine cn-cs out of ten you 
will find that you have made mana- 
gers, foremen, experts out of them, 
anil that they are conscious of It. 
There will he onlne few whose great 
Idealism will Inspit-i ;l < m to go hnrk 
Into the shop n* ' : f . *r the com- 

mon good. Such men are the excep- 
tions to the ru'e Th . rent innjorlty 
will Insist upon recc. ■ tlon of ttielr 
greater skill anti demand compensa- 
tion for It. Their thoughts would he 
"Now thnt I am skilled nnd educated, 
now that I take on my shoulders a 
Inrger and more Important responsibly 
tty. I am entitled to Increased consld- I 
eratlon and a larger reward. Why 
should I he put on the level with the 
men who haven't the capacity I have* 
anil who do not shoulder the anme re- 
sponsibility I do?" Tmtzky's plan re- 
minds me of the Intensely mnternnl 
hen, thnt after practicing on white 
door knohs, discovered some eggs In 
a bam, nnd with great enthusiasm be- 
gan to set . * In the course of time her 
patience nnd rootherjiood were reward- 
ed. As soon as her brood wns able 
to walk she took them on an excur- 
sion to the river hank to give them a 
worm banquet. Whe$ she reached the 
water edge she was startled at seeing 
her young ones paddle Into the water 
and without even so much as a good- 
by, swim off. 

The teat of the communist theory is 
whether or not, when put to practice, 
it Increases production. The theory 
of the communist is that It will In- 
crease production by Inducing men to 
work because they are their own 
bosses nnd are guaranteed an equal 
share In the production. The prac- 
tical fact which upsets the theory Is 
thnt human beings are moved to work 
by thptr desire for gain. Human be- 
ings have this strain In their blood. 
It Is organic; It Is a part of them. I 
do not refer to greed. I nienn that all 
experience proves that human beings 
are Individualists. The average man 
thinks of hlntself and his Intersets a 
dozen times to the one time he thinks 
of the general Interest of society. This 
Is true even of the man who gives 
much thought and has much concern 
for the common good. He mny he 
generous to n fault, hut he wants to 
acquire the thing and then give It. 
Competition, notwithstanding all the 
theories of the Idealists to the con- 
trary, quickens life, stimulates men 
to work, mnkes for progress. Every- 
where about us we see In our daily 
experiences evidence of this fact. Life 
is a gamble In the sense thnt every- 
thing Is uncertain ; life Itself Is uncer- 
tain. No man can plan or program 
his tomorrow. While I am not a 
fatalist, I can see front my own life 
nnd from the lives of others, thnt many 
things come to pass over which we 
hare no control. It Is the effort of 
man to provide against unfavorable 
contingencies, to compete with chnnce, 
which makes him basically a competi- 
tor with every other man. 

Element of Human Nature. 

Take the poker game. Men who 
play the “national game” will tell you 
that they play for the fun of the game, 
not for the monoy, and they are speak- 
ing the truth. Try an experiment, 
play a game for matches Instead of 
for money, and observe the effect upon 
the ambition and skill of the players. 
Maybe It ahould not be bo, but we 
are not dealing with “ahould not he’s." 
The life problem must he handled 
from the point of view of things as 
they are. 

While the theory of communism Is 
beautifully ideal, human belnga are 
not. The ugly fact is that selfiahnesa 
is at the bottom of nearly all personal 
endeavor. It stimulates men to work. 
It Is the will to work. 

Two y ears' experience with com- 
munism in Russia proves that the ex- 
periment is a failure. It disorganized 
life, demoralized people and dimin- 
ished production. Instead of curing 
poverty. It made poverty universal. 
Instead of removing the spots of can- 
cer — Poverty — from the body of civ- 
ilisation, communism is causing de- 
creased production, is making the en- 
tire social body a cancer.

TRAPS HELP REDUCE 
PESTIFEROUS FLIES 

Best Plan Is to Completely De- 
stroy Breeding Places. 


Bulletin Issued by Department of Ag- 
riculture Gives Full Directions 
for Making and Operation 
of Various Devices. 


As a supplementary means of con- 
trolling files, traps are of much val- 
ue. To obtain freedom from the 
pests the best method is either to 
dispose completely of their breeding 
places or to treat these places with 
chemicals. Traps will help capture 
the flies tliut have escaped from de- 
structlon in other ways. 

Fly trapping should begin early in 
the spring to bu most effective. Al- 
though comparatively few will be 
caught then, their destruction means 
the prevention of the development of 
millions of Hies by midsummer. 

The same general principle is in- 
volved iu nearly all lly traps, although 
they may appear quite different. The 
files are attracted into u cage through 
a passage, tbe entrance of which is 
large and the exit small, so there 
Is little chance of the flies, once in, find- 
ing their way out again. One kind is a 
window trap which catches the files as 
they endeavor to leave or enter a build- 
ing. Tbe gurbuge cun trap catches 
those that have entered gurbuge cans. 
The manure box trap retains the Hies 
which ure bred from Infested mu- 
nure put Into u box. A bulletin is- 
sued by the United Stutes department 
of agriculture for free distribution 
gives full directions for making und 
operating u number of kinds of fly 
traps. 

The question of selecting the 'best 
halt for flies Is nn important one. 
It should be remembered that It Is 
usuully the fermentutlon which ren- 
ders the material attractive to these 
insects, und that baits are most at- 
tractive during their most active per- 
iod of fermentation. For tbe house 
fly. experiments Indicate that u mix- 
ture of cheap cane molasses. If mixed 
with three parts of water, the at- 
tractiveness becomes marked the sec- 
oud or third duy. 

Sticky fly papers are of some val- 
ue In destroying files which have 
gained access to houses, but they have 
marked limitations and numerous ob- 
jectionable features. For use out of 
doors traps are much more effective 
aud economical. 

Probably tbe best poison bait for 
house flies is formaldehyde Iu milk, 
used at the rate of about two tea- 
spooufuls of formaldehyde to a pint of 
a mixture of equal (tarts of milk aud 
water. This ia placed Iu places fre- 
quented by files. A piece of bread or 
a sponge udda to the effectiveness. As 
formaldehyde Is poison, this bait must 
be kepi away from young children.

CAN OR DRY FARM PRODUCTS 

Fruite and Vegetables Can Be Gath- 
ered end Treated When at Proper 
- Stage of Ripeness. 

It Is particularly desirable to enn or 
dry the fruits and vegetables raised 
on tlie farm, as the raw products can 
be gntliered and treated when abso- 
lutely fresh anil at Just the proper 
stage of ripeness nnd tenderness for 
best results, says the United States 
department of agriculture. 

The average farm family probably 
cans annually more than 150 quarts 
of fruits and vegetables, the greater 
part of which Is fruit. Canning clubs 
have been Instrumental in stimulating 
Interest In canning on the farm. Tlie 
drying of fruits and vegetables, an old 
farm art until recently on the decline, 
has been revived quite generally with- 
in the past two years. Tills process 
offers a good means of preserving 
perishables without entailing expense 
for containers, as In canning. 


MAKING MUTTON-TOMATO PIE 

Excellent Method for U6e of Cold 
Meat Is Given by Department 
of Agriculture. 

An excellent way to use cold mut- 
ton Is to Imke it with tomatoes, using 
alternate layers of tomato and meat. 
A tomato sauce may he used or the 
following method may he employed: 

Place In the hukiug dish a layer ol 
fresh tomatoes or of cooked tomatoeg 
which have been either drained or re- 
duced In volume by boiling. In the 
dish place a layer of meat dredged 
with flour, salt and pepper und add 
small hits of butter. Continue the 
layers until the casserole Is full, ar- 
ranging to have a layer of buttered 
bread crumbs or cracker crumbs ai 
a cover. Bake until the crumbs art 
brown. In following this method ust 
tomato, butter, und Hour tu the correct 
portions for tomato SHUce — twd level 
tuhlespnoufuls eueh of butter and tloui 
for euch cupful of tomatoes.

Third Party Movement Comes 
to Grief in Bolts and 
Splits. 

PLATFORM PREVENT!, ,-uSION 


La Follette Declined to Lead the Radi- 
cal Hosts — Labor and Single Tax- 
ers Nominate — Important Sedi- 
tion Trial In Chicago — Ver- 
mont Will Not Aid Suffrage 
— Germans Yield at Spa.

The movement to amalgamate vari- 
ous organlr.atUms of Socialists, farm- 
ers, laborers, Intellectuals, radicals, 
single taxers. Idealists and others sail- 
ing under different party designations, 
into a third pnrty steered by the Com- 
mittee of Forty-eight In convention at 
Chicago, failed. At one time prospects 
of fusion appeared rather favorable; 
when the 48-ers marched In a body 
to the convention of the Labor pnrty 
being held simultaneously, and amid 
n great love feast and every appear- 
ance of fraternity united the two con- 
ventions. Soon the Single Taxers, the 
Nonpartisan league, the American 
Pnrty of Texas (former Governor Fer- 
guson), the American Constitutional 
party (Ilrarst) and the World Wnr 
Veterans, an Independent organization 
of ex-service men, were In the fusion. 

A platform carrying the principles, 
alms, demands and desires of nil of 
them would hnvo contributed material- 
ly to the paper shortage. It could not 
he framed, much less printed, and be- 
came an Insurmountable obstacle. 
Cleavage was along pink and red 
lines. Labor which was red — at least 
red-blooded — had the best working or- 
ganization and pushed through the 
adoption of Its planks, leaving little 
chance for the pink or parlor radicals 
led by Amos Pinchot. George L. Rec- 
ord and J. A. II. llopklns. First the 
Single Taxers, who wnnted only one 
plank and could not get that, bolted. 
Then Senator La Follette of Wiscon- 
sin, who was expected to he the mes- 
sinh of the movement, found the plat- 
form too radical and refused to run 
on It. Then the fusion dissolved In 
holts nnd fadeaways. Governor Fer- 
guson went back to Texas, representa- 
tives of the Nonpartisan league an- 
nounced they would have nothing to 
do with the new third party, the more 
radlral of the 48-ers were swallowed 
by the I^thor pnrty, the remainder 
withdrew, while tUc American Consti- 
tutional party was lost la the shuffle. 

The Labor party nnd the Single 
Taxers serenely proot'eded to carry 
out Independent programs nnd each 
nominated a presidential ticket. The 
only victory wus uchieved by the La- 
bor party which captured Parley P. 
Christensen, an attorney of Salt Lake 
City, Utah, one of the original 48-ers, 
nnd mude him Its candidate. Max S. 
Hayes, labor leader of Cleveland. O.. 
was nominated for vice president. 
Pennsylvania, falling to laud Its fa- 
vorite sons. Governor Sprout and At- 
torney General Pulmer, as the stand- 
ard hearers, respectively, of the Re- 
publtean and Democratic parties, bus 
achieved Its aiublUou to have a presi- 
dential candidate, for the Single Tax 
party nominated Itotiert C. Mucuule.v 
of Philadelphia, with It. C. Hamum of 
Cleveland. O., as a running mate. 

After eight weeks of effort and the 
examination of several thousand 
veniremen, a Jury was finally secured 
and tiie triu! begun In Chicago of Wil- 
liam Dross I.loyd and 10 other offi- 
cials and members of the Communist 
Labor |»arty, charged with conspiracy 
to overthrow the government. Prose- 
cution is by the state of Illinois and 
follow s the act Ion of a special grand 
Jury which last January indicted the 
defendants, after a series of spectdftl- 
lar raids ou their headquarters and 
meeting pho-es by State's Attorney 
lfoyne. I.loyd la a millionaire resi- 
dent of WlnnetKa. 111., who long has 
l>ecn identified with radical movements 
in the capacity of leader and financial 
assistant indicted with him were 


members of the nntlonnl, state and 
Cook county executive committees of 
the party, secretaries of local 
branches, members of the organiza- 
tion and propaganda committee, or- 
ganizers nnd agitators. 

The trial Is being conducted before 
Judge Oscar Hebei of the superior 
court and presents an array of legal 
talent such ns never assembled before 
In a ense involving radicals nnd their 
notions, unless the famous McNamara 
trial at Los Angeles be excepted. Lend- 
ing counsel for the defense is Clar- 
ence Dnrrow, who occupied the same 
position In the* McNamara case, nnd 
his principal assistants are William 
S. Forrest, n famous criminal defense 
lawyer, nnd William A. Cunnon, prom- 
inent Socialist attorney and former 
candidate of tlin't pnrty for state’s at- 
torney of Cook county. Associated 
with Prosecutor Iloync are the full 
legal strength of his office and emi- 
nent counsel from the outside, includ- 
ing Attorney Prank Oomerford as spe- 
cial prosecutor. The latter In the 
past has boon Identified with some of 
the biggest labor cases on the defense 
side, this being Ills first essay at the 
role of prosecutor in nn Important 
trial of any nntnre. He Is regarded 
ns nn authority on mass nnd social 
problems, nnd returned a few months 
ago from a study In Europe of bolshe- 
vism nnd Its effects. 

The state scored In the preliminary 
sessions of the trial In securing the 
admission ns evidence of acts nnd 
speeches of the defendants at a period 
prior to the pnssnge of the state sedi- 
tion law of a year ago. The prosecu- 
tion Is endeavoring to show that the 
defendants have declared themselves 
to he In full accord with the Moscow 
nmnlfesto adopted In Moscow, Rus- 
sia. by the third International congress 
In March, 1010; that the congress was 
composed of revolutionary socialists 
from Europe, Asln and America ; that 
It wns held for the purpose of form- 
ing a manifesto or program which 
would outline the means by which 
constitutional governments might he 
overthrown nnd dictatorships of the 
proletariat established, nnd nil nations 
he governed from Moscow. Also that 
the Communist pnrty Is affiliated with 
the International body nnd Is nn In- 
tegral part of the Russian organiza- 
tion; and that the defendants state In 
their platform that they are for the 
overthrow of the government of the 
United States. The state further con- 
tends that they advocate mass action. 
In other words, proceedings from the 
shops and factories to capture nnd 
uunihtlnte the apparatus of govern- 
ment nnd that they tell the workers 
that the Constitution cannot he 
amendable In their behalf, and there- 
fore must he destroyed. 

The defense has not, at this writing, 
been outlined. Volumes of testimony 
are expected. It Is the first case under 
the Illinois sedition luw nnd If won 
will present that law us a model for 
other states ns well as for congres- 
sional enactments. On account of the 
prominence of the defendants and the 
effect the decision will have on radical 
| movements In general, It looms us one 
of il* most important trials of recent 
years.

As a reason for re- 
fusing to call a special session, the 
governor states that the present legis- 
lature was elected l>efore the question 
of ratifying the suffrage amendment 
hud arisen and the people of the state 
have hud no opportunity to express 
themselves oil the issue. He proposes 
[ that the matter tie taken up hy the 
[ next legislature and thut candidates 
| for election lie required to declare 
I themselves on woman suffrage. lie 
| alludes to the recent decision ou jir< >- 
hitnilou hy saying that the Constitu- 
tion “as it is interpreted hy the Su- 
preme court today threatens the foun- 
dation of free (Htpular government." 
Governor Clement declares: “The 
I sixteenth amendment to the Constitu- 
tion (on federal income tax) had been 


lobbied through congress nnd the stnto 
legislatures hy federal agents, and the 
eighteenth (prohibition) had been 
forced through hy ‘powerful and Irre- 
sponsible organizations operating 
through paid agents' nnd it Is now 
proposed to force through the nine- 
teenth amendment, for woman suf- 
frage, in the same manner and also 
without the sanction of the freemen.” 

Whether there will he a coal short- 
age next winter seems to depend upon 
the enr supply and transportation 
situation. A national association of 
bituminous operators recently assem- 
bled at Washington, gave out a state- 
ment that they were ready to load alt 
ears offered hut that the supply of 
ears at the mines lmd been only 35 to 
40 per cent of the number needed.

It was 
practically a pence or tight declara- 
tion nnd served notice on the govern- 
ment that if It did not accept the help 
Ulster offered, the Ulster volunteers 
would reorganize and take matters 
Into their own hands. A significant 
declaration was that the Sinn Fein 
“must execute those guilty of mur- 
der before we will treat with them.” 
Although not disorderly, It wns a dis- 
appointment to those who hoped that 
a conciliatory note might he struck In 
the celebration. The most Important 
thing that has recently occurred in 
Irish affairs nnd which Is said to have 
made the government sit up and take 
notice ns never before. Is the threat 
of British trades unions, especially 
the miners nnd railway men, to take 
direct action for the purpose of com- 
pelling the government to call a truce, 
withdraw troops from Ireland nnd In- 
stitute an Irish parliament A resolu- 
tion to the effect Introduced in the 
Miners’ federation Is said to have been 
adopted on a card vote by 2.700,000 
against 1,020,000 nnd to be backed hy 
the railway men. 

Germany’s efforts to evade or se- 
cure mitigation of the terms of the 
peace treaty through the Spa confer- 
ence have been characterized by the 
same turtles employed while the 
treaty was being prepared. Prior to 
the signing at Versailles came em- 
phatic announcements that Germany 
could not or would not do certain 
things. Yet when the treaty whs 
ready, the Germans signed. So It hus 
been at Spa. The German delegates 
bluffed und then crawled. They 
showed sores und misery without 
evoking any pronounced sympathy 
from the other delegates. They pleud- 
ed poverty. They pleaded the Inabil- 
ity of the government to combat Inter- 
nal opposition to the demands; yet 
up to this writing, they have yielded 
on all points. One provision of the 
treaty which the Germans have never 
fulfilled and seemed determined to 
evade, was that calling for the deliv- 
ery of eoai to the allies. The amount 
called for is about 2.UUO.0O0 tons a 
month. According to the German dele- 
gates. the country could not furnish 
this amount. They would suffer their 
territory to l*e occupied or even a re- 
newal of the war in lieu of com- 
pliance. For nearly 24 hours there 
was a deadlock while the allied mili- 
tary chiefs were l*ei ug summoned and 
preikurn lions mude for marching into 
Germany. 

This action seemed to have the de- 
sired effect und there was every evl 
deuce that tlu* Germans would try to 
supply the coal, with the allies lend- 
ing them generous assistance in the 
matter of more and lietter food for the 
miners and an arrangement of prices 
to conform with international market*

IN FULL ACCORD 

“Absolutely as One” on the 
League Issue, Nominee 
States 

ASSURED UNITED PARTY 

“United Nation” Also, President Saya 
After White House Confer 
ence — Roosevelt Is 
Entire Accord 

Washington.— Gov. James M. Cox, 
Domocmtic nominee for the presiden- 
cy, assured President Wilson that ,lf 
elected, ho would do everything in his 
power to carry out tho promises tho 
President has made relative to tho 
great issue of tho league of nations. 

This assurance was given in Uto 
conference which tho President had 
at the White llouso with the Gover- 
nor, and in which Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, assistant secretary of Uio navy, 
the Democratic nomineo for Vice- 
President also took part. It began at 
10.30 o’clock nnd lasted an hour. Ronr- 
Admblral Cary T. Grayson, tho 1 ’resi- 
dent's physician, was also present, 
but not a participant. 

Predictions that tho views of Gov. 
Cox and President Wilson would clash 
over tho Icaguo of nations went a glim- 
mering when formal statements wore 
issued at tho White House showing 
that tho President and tho Governor 
wore in perfect accord on tho longuo 
issue. In his statement. Gov. Cox 
declared his entire agreement with 
the President as to tho meaning and 
sufficiency of the Democratic platform 
relative to the treaty situation. 

"What ho (tho President) prom- 
ised,” Gov. Cox declared, “I shnll, if 
elected, endeavor with all my strength 
to give.” 

President Wilson announced in his 
formal statement that ho had found, 
what he already know, that Gov. Cox 
aud ho wore "absolutely at one with 
respect to the great issue of the leaguo 
of nations, nnd that ho is ready to be 
the champion in every respect of tho 
honor of the nution and tho secure 
peace of tho world.” 

The President’s statement gavo 
most definite assurances that ‘‘Gov. 
Cox will have tho vigorous Bupport of 
an absolutely united party." Assistant 
Secretary Roosevelt also Issued a 
statement in which he asserted that 
the President and Gov. Cox were two 
tnon "In splendid accord." 

Full of Confidence 

The conference was probably the 
most important to be held by the 
candidates at any stage of the cam- 
paign. Without the full aud unqual- 
ified support of the President there is 
no doubt that tho Democratic nomi- 
nees would be defeated. 

The statements of the participants 
radiated confidence. The President 
predicted flatly that Gov. Cox will 
have the support of “an absolutely 
united nation.” Mr. Roosevelt said 
with no qualification that his “new 
commander-in-chief” will bo Presi- 
dent Wilson’s "wholly worthy suc- 
cessor.” 

Would Not Discuss Details 

It was one o’clock by tho time Got. 
Cox was ready for his White House 
interview with the newspapermen. 
During this interview he would not 
discuss in detail what passed 
between himself and the Presi- 
dent. He said tbo* result was em- 
bodied In his formal statement. 
His attitude left no doubt that he 
felt entirely satisfied with the Presi- 
dent’s support. 

Asked if the treaty would form 
the chief issue of the campaign, Gov. 
Cox said his statement must speak 
for Itself, and that, the newspapermen 
must draw their own conclusions. 

“There will bo no misunderstanding 
upon that point after my speech of 
acceptance,” he added. 

The Governor. In reply to another 
inquiry, said that he had no hesitancy 
In Btating that the prohbltlon en- 
forcement law had not been men- 
tioned during his visit with the Presi- 
dent.

Of Great Advantage. 

One section of the tire might be 
damuged without throwing the remain- 
der out of commission. This would be 
a gnat advantage lu military vehicles, 
Ure apparatus, funeral cars. Mr. Wat- 
kins evolved his Idea more than two 
years ago. Since that time he has 
been ut work with mechanical en- 
gineers familiar with rubber manu- 
facture perfecting the design of the 
cells that the proper strength and 
thickness of the wall might be accu- 
rately figured out. He has uow com- 
pleted the molds that are necessary 
for making the tire.

CONGRESS RESPONDS TO CALL 

Legion le Successful In Obtaining Pae- 
aage of Two Measure* Impor- 
tant to Maimed Heroes 

Appropriations of $40,000,000 for 
hospitalization of dlsnhlcd discharged 
ox-service persons and $120,000,000 for 
vocational training for maimed heroes 
of the world war have been obtained 
from congress to date through the ef- 
forts of the American Legion, accord- 
ing to a report recently received at 
Ix'glon national headquarters from 
Thomas W. Miller, chairman of tin 
organization's national legislative com- 
mittee In Washington. 

"The sundry civil Mil," the report 
reads, “carried an appropriation of 
$90,000,000 to be expended by the f al- 
oral hoard for vocational education, 
and It Is tlie belief of this committee 
that the board will be able, In the near 
future, to render more efficient <11- 
verslfled service to ull of our disabled 
comrades.” 

The committee previously had oh- 
tained from congress a $20,000,000 ap- 
propriation. which, together with tlif 
Legion's co-operative plan for rouad- 
Ing up ollgihlcs nnd for assisting the 
federal board In placing them In train- 
ing, had gone far toward remedying 
conditions which Induced the Legion 
to Institute n congressional Investiga- 
tion resulting In sweeping reforms. 

The rojiort Is a summary of recent 
activities of the committee In Its ef- 
forts to carry out the Legion’s pro- 
gram of beneficial legislation ns out- 
lined nt the Minneapolis convention 
Inst year. Among others, It cites the 
following provisions embodied In vari- 
ous measures recently adopted: 

All disabled personnel still In hos- 
pitals may continue to travel on fur- 
lough nt a one-eent rate per mile. 

All men now In receipt of hospital- 
ization from the United States public 
health service will bo entitled to pur- 
chase quartermaster supplies from 
the government nt cost. 

The compensation originally allowed 
vocational board students was $30 a 
month. The Legion Induced congress 
to Increase this to $80 a month, and 
the recent passage of the Dnrrow bill 
fixes their allowance nt $100 a month 
during the period of training, with ad- 
ditional allowances foo married men.

The 
housewife, even If entire- 
ly alone, should have 
Something hot ami take it sitting 
down. People who do not take time 
to c>at and sleep presently are obliged 
to take time to die. People who, from 
fntve notions of economy, live upon 
Improper food, are shortly put to the* 
greater expense of n funeral. It Is 
better to spend money on fruits, vege- 
table’s. milk and eggs than Upon 
wreaths and gates ajar. The one 
who leads the procession, with his 
friends riding behind him, might let- 
ter have postponed tills particular en- 
tertainment for a few years, and in 
most eases it could he done by taking 
more time to live while engaged In the 
business of living. 

Luncheon Dish. — Save from break- 
fast two or three liard-cooked eggs. 
Prepare small squares of slightly stale 
bread; butter It lightly before cutting. 
Make a cupful of while sauce to two 
eggs and two slices of bread. Prepare 
the white sauce by melting two table- 
spoonfuls of butter, add two of tlour 
and when well blended add one cup- 
ful of milk. Put into a buttered bak- 
ing dish a layer of the bread and cover 
with white sauce, then one sliced egg; 
pepeat and linisli the top with bread. 
Hake until the bread Is brown. Add 
seasoning of salt, pepper, onion Juice 
or any preferred seasoning. This dish 
may ho made and served in the hot 
white sauce without linking. 

Sardine Salad. — Drain a can of sor- 
dines, sprinkle with lemon juice and 
alternate with hard-boiled egg quar- 
ters on a bed of lettuce. Serve with 
French dressing. 

Cucumber Jelly. — Cut peeled toma- 
toes and cueuijjbors Into dice, saving 
the Juice. Season with grated onion, 
salt and pepper. Add gelatin and suf- 
ficient hot water, using two cupfu’.s of 
salad material to half a package of 
gelatin. Mold and serve, on lettuce, 
with mayonnaise dressing.

— Trim the erust 
frpm thin slices of bread and cut into 
finger-sized pieces after toasting and 
spreading with butter. Arrange the 
pieces In n baking pan. Drain an- 
chovies from oil and lay one on each 
piece of toast. Sprinkle with pep- 
per and lemon Juice and cook ten 
minutes in a very hot oven. 

Deviled Clams. — Chop one medium- 
sized onion and fry brown In two 
tablespoonfuls of butter. Add two 
dozen Hams chopjtcd fine, or a can 
of minced clams, one cupful of canned 
tomatoes, a teaspoonful each of 
chopped parsley and Worcestershire 
sauce, with salt add pepper to taste; 
add one-lmlf cupful of dried bread 
crumbs. When l hi* tomatoes are 
cooked through, add two eggs well 
boiten, stir until smooth and take 
from the lire. Fill clam shells or 
ramekins with tin* mixture. Cover 
with crumbs ami brown in the oven. 

Curried Clams. — Fry a chopped 
onion brown In a tablespoonful of 
olive oil. Add a tenspoonfu! of curry 
powder and a tuhlespoonful of tlour. 
Add two cupfuls of clams with their 
liquor and cook live minutes.

Any one at all fnmlllnr with tho 
teamwork done by women In their 
clubs and various organizations, will 
acknowledge thnt they nro always In- 
terested In benevolences; therefore It 
Is safe to assume thnt they will under- 
take to reform nbuses nnd to Institute 
various Improvements when they be- 
come convinced thnt they are needed. 
It appears that the thing most useful 
to them at this time. Is ns clenr an 
understanding as possible of the planks 
of the two great political parties nnd 
a definite knowledge of tin? things they 
want to see accomplished, both In 
their own loenl affairs and In nntlonnl 
nlfalrs. Busy as they are, they really 
have more time to devote to the study 
of public questions and of politics than 
men have, for many men are too much 
tied down to business, to bread win- 
ning, nnd cannot find time for any- 
thing outside. It Is possible, however, 
even for busy housewives, to set apurt 
some time for this undertaking. Their 
time Is their own und managed by 
them, which Is an Immense ndvunce. 
It may fall to tlielr lot finally to gather 
and spread Information that will bring 
about, through the education of public 
sentiment, the things that are desira- 
ble for the welfure of humun beings. 
Already certain large organizations of 
women have got together und ugreed 
upon certain Issues that they wish t? 
see placed In party plutforms. Tho 
things they have agreed to advocute 
are all beneficial to themselves and to 
their children und therefore to the 
whole country.

Onion Salad. — Chop 
mild onions; add mlnccd 
parsley and pour over a 
IvSJ well seasoned dressing. 
Jj Serve on head lettuce. 

Strawberry Salad. — 
Arrange tender, white 
lettuce leaves In cup shapes. Kill 
each cup with strawberries and put a 
tab'lespoonful of mayonnaise In each 
cup. Mustard and cayenne should be 
omitted from the mayonnaise. 

Grapefruit and Celery Salad. — 
Mix grapefruit pulp with finely cut 
celery, using twice as much grapefruit 
as celery. Serve on lettuce with may- 
onnaise. 

The Three P.’s. — Take n cupful each 
of stewed quartered prunes, pineapple 
and rolled peunuts; mix well and 
serve In lettuce cups with n French 
dressing. 

Tomato and Chive Salad. — Peel and 
ehllt small, ripe, round tomatoes; roll 
In a boiled salad dressing, then In 
chopped chives. Arrange on the white 
leaves of lettuce und serve well- 
chilled. 

Pea and Walnut Salad. — Take equal 
quantities of cold cooked peas and 
English walnuts, broken In hits. Sprin- 
kle with F'rench dressing, let stand 
half an hour and mix with mayou- 
nuise. Serve In lettuce or lemon cups. 

Mustard and Lettuce. — Take the 
smull green mustard plants, mix with 
young lettuce and serve with French 
dressing. The mustard, out tine and 
mixed with cottage cheese, makes a 
most tasty salad, adding a little cook- 
ed salad dressing. 

Radish and Onion Salad. — Cut In 

thin slices, without peeling, small rad- 
ishes. and the same-sized onions; ar- 
range on lettuce and serve crisp and 
cool. Puss the salad dressing, either 
mayonnaise or F'rench.

— Chop cold cooked 
veal very fine. Season with pepper, 
grated onion, paprikn nnd tomato 
catsup. Bind with a raw egg, or a 
very thick create sauce. Shape Into 
croquettes, dip In egg and crumbs 
and fry In deep fat. 

Esc&lloped Veal. — Mince cold cooked 
veal very fine. Butter a baking dish 
and put a thin layer of veal In the 
bottom, with n sprinkling of onion 
on top. Then ndd a layer of fine 
bread crumbs well buttered, chopped 
parsley, then another layer of veal 
ami so on until the dish Is full, hav- 
ing buttered crumbs on top. I'our 
milk Into the pan until the dish seems 
moist and bake slowly until It Is 
done, with an Inverted pan over the 
dish to keep In the steatn. Itemine 
the pan ten minutes la*fore nerving 
to let the top brown, adding more 
butter If necessary.

Worker* Denied Right to 6trlke. 

The soviets hnve the whip hRnd In 
their controversy with the workers; 
they ere the government *n«l th* "Rfd" 
nriny hecks their decrees. TIipto I* n 
flnel cnnrt of settlement for ell die* 
agreements between the soviets end 
the workers. It Is the “well" — end the 
firing sound. The right of strike Is 
denied the workers. Mnny of those 
who hnve dnrod to strike hnve pnld 
for It with their lives. The workers 
nre without recourse when commanded 
by the soviet. Whether or not they 
were the slaves of the machines be- 
fore communism cento, It Is certain 
that they are now the slaves of the 
soviets. Even ns slaves of the mn- 
chlnes nnd the cnpltnllsts who owned 
the machines, they had the right to 
strike for their rights. The soviets de- 
prived them of this right. 

The bolshevik Sosnovsky, reporting 
on the condition In the Tver province, 
In the *'Ir.vesfla” of the provincial so- 
viet Mnrcli 9, 1910, wrote: "The locnl 
communist soviet workers behaved 
themselves, with rnre exceptions, In n 
disgusting mnnner. Misuse of power 
Is going on constantly." 

The conduct of the soviet commis- 
saries Is n genernl scandal In Russia. 
Their conduct Is described In No. 12. 
January 18. 1010, of the "Izevestla” of 
the provincial soviets: "The commis- 
saries were going through the Tznr- 
Itzln county In sumptuous cnrrlnges, 
driven by three nnd often by six 
horses. A grent nrrny of nd.lutnnts 
and n large suite nccompnnled these 
commissaries, nnd nn Imposing num- 
ber of trunks followed along. They 
made exorbitant demands upon the 
tolling population, coupled with as- 
saults, nnd brutality; their way of 
squandering money right nnd left Is 
particularly characteristic. In some 
houses the commlssnrles gambled away 
nnd spent on Intoxlcnnts Inrge sums. 
Tlie hnrd-worklng population looked 
upon these orgies ns complete demoral- 
ization nnd failure of duty to the 
world revolution." 

These pen pictures of life In Russia 
under tlie soviet regime nre not fur- 
nished by the enemies of bolshevism ; 
they nre the complaints of bolshevik 
lenders. Do we need a greater warn- 
ing of tlie menace of bolshevism?

SOVIETS’ MISUSE OF POWER 


Condition* In RumI* Under That Form 
Of Government Not of a Sort to 
Commend Themaelve* to 
Thinking Men.

ftovlet government hns been a costly 
experiment. Russia Is almost suc- 
cumbing to the treatment; notwith- 
standing the "Red" army Is meeting 
with success on the field, hack of the 
army conditions In Russia arc grow- 
ing from bad to worse. The soviet 
leaders nre drunk w ith power and they 
have conducted themselves ns drunken 
men generally do. Reckless waste. In- 
tolerant ofllclousness, greed for spoils, 
are the record they have made. The 
political machine Is the same plunder- 
ing graft organization under com- 
munism In Russia that It Is under 
democracy In other countries. The 
soviet government Is a political ran- 
chine, and communism has not 
changed Its character or Its methods. 
It hns simply given It larger oppor- 
tunities for spoils. Grenter security 
In Its corruption. 

The “Soclnldemocratln" prints some 
Interesting extracts from the bolshevik 
budget for 1919. 

According to this newspaper, tlie 
revenue for the first hnlf of 1919 
amounted to 21 >.350.000.000 rubles, nnd 
the expenditures to 50.703,000,000 ru- 
bles, so that the deficit for the first six 
months of 1919 of soviet Russia 
nfnounted to the enormous sum of over 
30.000, 000.000 rubles. Tlie acquisition 
of foodstuffs ami necessaries of life 
has cost a deficit of five billion rubles, 
nnd tin* railways four nnd n half bil- 
lion rubles; thus a hnlf yenr of bol- 
shevik rule cost more than the total 
outlay on the whole war. 

Money Expended Recklessly. 

The report of the bolshevik, Nemen- 
sky, on the audit of the central soviet 
commission in charge of nil textile fac- 
tories, appeared in the "Sovletsknyn 
Ekonomlcliesknya Zhlzn” of February 
2. r >, 1919: “The finance credit division 
of the central soviet commission re- 
ceived up to February 1, 1919, 3,400,- 
000.000 rubles. There was no control 
of the expenditure of moneys. Money 
wns advanced to factories Immediately 
upon demand and there were cases 
when money was forwarded to fac- 
tories which did not exist. From July 
1 to December 31, 1918, the central 
soviet commission advanced on ac- 
count of products, to be received, 

1.348.019.000 rubles. The value of the 
goods securing these advances re- 
ceived up to January 1. 1019, was only 

143.710.000 rubles. The negligent way 
of doing business may be particularly 
observed from the way the central so- 
viet commission purchased supplies of 
raw wool. Up to January 1, 1919, only 
129.803 poods of wool was acquired, 
whereas tlie annual requirement Is fig- 
ured at 3,300,000 poods. 

"The tremendous staff of officials 
(about 0,000 persons) employed by the 
commission are In the majority of 
cases doing nothing useful. It uppenrs 
tiiat there were on the payroll of this 
Institution 125 persons who actually 
were not In the service at all, but who. 
were receiving salaries. There were 
cases where the same persons received 
salaries twice for thp same period. 
The efficiency of the officials is negligi- 
ble to a striking degree." 

Such soviet Institutions, Nemensky 
says at tlie end of his report, are a 
beautiful example of deadening bu- 
reaucracy nnd must he liquidated. 

It would seem that the Idealists In 
charge of the communist program In 
Russia arc experts In "graft-ring" 
methods. Payroll padding Is among 
their accomplishments. An Innocent 
bystander might suspect some of these 
soviet officials of having a leaning 
toward private property, particularly 
when It Is In easy reach. 

Tfceir Own Condemnation. 

Probably It la fair to the bolshevIKS 
to state their ease In their own words. 
Tlie bulletin "f the central executive 
committee of the soviets. No. 15, 1919, 
announces: "We have created ex- 
traordinary commissaries aud extraor- 
dinary commissions without number. 
All of these are. to a lesser or greater 
degree, only mischief-makers. 

“The tolling population see In the 
squandering of money right and left 
by the commissaries and in their In- 
decent loudness and profanity during 
their trips through the district, the 
complete absence of party discipline.” 

People's Commissar Lunacharsky, 
according to the "Severnayna Com- 
muna" of March 23. 1919. declared : 
"The upjier stratum of the Soviet rule 
Is becoming detached from the musses, 
and the bluuders of the communist 
workers are tiecoming more and more 
frequent. Th«te latter, according to 
statements by workmen, treat the 
masses in a high handed manner 4ud 
are very generous with threat* and 
repressions.” 

The soviet machine has had it* “run 
In" with the worker*. The factory 
committees have been bulldozed. The 
soviets have been brutal in their treat- 
ment of th* proletariat.

cry throe or four weeks, or oftener if 
it becomes damp or dirty. 

The quarters should be thoroughly 
whitewashed at least once a year, late 
In summer or early In the fall. The 
whitewash can ho made by sinking 
lime In boiling water and then thin- 
ning to the proper consistency for ap- 
plying. The addition of four ounces 
of enrbolie acid to each gallon of 
whitewash will increase Its disinfect- 
ing power. Tlie runs should be plow- 
ed occasionally In order to bury tlie 
accumulated droppings and also to 
turn up fresh soil. 


Reorganize Polish Police Force. 

The Rrltish police mission which 
went to Warsaw under the direction 
of Gen. Sir Ncvll Mncrendy. commis- 
sioner of the metropolitan police, hns 
submitted some reform proposals 
which tlie Polish government hns 
adopted nnd which will hnve the ef- 
fect of remodeling the Polish police, 
force after tlie style of the metropoll-' 
tan police. The Polish ministry of Jus- 
tice will co-operate with the Rrltisli 
mission In cnrrylng out the scheme? 
and It Is nntlclpnted that the Intter 
will remain In Poland until reorganiza- 
tion has been completed. 


KILL DEVITALIZING INSECTS 


Paint Roosts With Kerosene Oil to 
Get Rid of Mites— Use Blue 
Ointment for Lice. 


The protection from mites means 
simply to paint the roosts about once 
cnch week with kerosene oil and the 
lice can be killed off for the summer 
by giving each bird the blue ointment 
treatment nt the beginning of hot 
weather. Tills has been told many 
times by poultry-men and probably 
there Is no poultry fact that needs 
more frequent repetition than the best 
method of killing these devitalizing 
pests. 


Spain Urged to Cut Exports. 

An editorial protest against the ex- 
portation of shoes, leather, foodstuffs, 
cotton nnd linen Is published by 1m- 
pnrclnl, Madrid. The newspnper gives 
statistics to show that while the ex- 
portation of shoes and leather from 
January to July, 1918, amounted to 
13,000.000 pesetas, during tlie same 
period In 1919 exportation of these ar- 
ticles reached n value of 72.000,000 
pesetas. The exportation of other raw 
materials also Increased greatly. The 
Impnrclnl says this hns been the enuse 
of the lurge Increases In the cost ot 
living.

REDUCE COST OF 
MANY GARMENTS 

Bulletin Teaches Methods of Pre- 
serving Life of Various Pieces 
of Wearing Apparel. 

CLEANLINESS IS AID 

Eliminate Necessity of Spending Large 
8ume to Replace Wardrobe by 
Giving Immediate Attention 
to Rips and Teara. 

(Prepare! by the United Btatea Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Men os well ns women can help re- 
duce the high cost of clothing. A lit- 
tle care on the pnrt of the wearer will 
do much to preserve clothing already 
on hand, and thus eliminate the neces- 
sity of spending large minis frequently 
to replenish tho wardrobe. Tills Is 
brought out In a recent publication 
of the United States department of 
agriculture. Farmers’ Bulletin 1081>, 
Selection nnd Care of Clothing. 

Immediate attention to rips, sewing 
on loosened buttons nnd hooks, rework- 
ing worn buttonholes, nnd “preventive" 
dnrnlng are recommended ns means of 
^olonging the life of n garment. The 
hftter repnlr measure consists of rein- 
forcing a worn place with rows of 
fine stitches or by laying n piece of 
cloth under It nnd dnrnlng It down 
with raveling of the material. The 
heels nnd toes of stockings nnd socks 
especially tnny he treated this way 
before n hole Is entirely worn through. 
Shortening sleeves or trousers u lit- 
tle to do away with a worn edge, or 
putting new cuffs nml collnr or new 
trimming on n dress itin” often add 
months to the life of a gnrment. 

To keep clothing looking “ns good ns 
now" ns well ns netunlly preserving 
nnd lengthening Its life. It Is neces- 
sary to keep It clean. Brushing with 
a stiff briish for woolen clothing and 
with a softer brush for velvet or silk, 
Is necessary to remove dust, nml sjhHs 
and stains should be carefully treated 
with cleaning preparations ns soon ns 
possible. In most cases this cnn be 
done nt home, hut It is more economi- 
cal to hnve professional cleaners han- 
dle very delicate garments. Farmers’ 
Bulletin 801 gives detailed Informa- 
tion on the removal of stains from 
different kinds of textiles. 

Pressing Preserves Garments. 
Preserving the shape of a garment 
lengthens its service. Almost anyone 
can learn to press clothing neatly. 
Woolen clothing should he covered 
with a thoroughly dampened cloth nnd 
pressed with a moderately hot Iron 
until nearly dry. If the cloth becomes 
absolutely dry, shine Is likely to appear 
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Spots and Stains in Clothing Can Be 
Removed at Home. 

on the gnrment. Silk garments should 
he pressed very carefully; In fact, 
sometimes bunging u silk dress over 
a tub of steaming water will remove 
wrinkles without actual Ironing. 
Washable white silk garments should 
he washed and rinsed In lukewarm 
water, wrapped In a towel, and pressed 
wllb u warm, not hot, iron. Handled 
In this way they will not turn yellow. 

Khoes, more than many other urtlcles 
of clothing, need to he thoroughly 
aired after wearing, to prevent perspi- 
ration from rotting the lining. Keep- 
ing shoes on shoe trees or stuffed with 
paper when not in use preserves their 
original shape, and Is especially neees- 
' sary If the shoes have become wet. 
Intense heat is likely to crack leather; 
therefore wet shoes should never be 
dried under the stove or on u register 
or radiator. 

Cleaning Hats and Glove*. 

A hat that Is worn day after day 
net<ls s;>eciul care to keep It looking 
neat. Careful brushing or. lu the case 
of straw hats, wiping with a cloth 
dipped lu denatured alcohol will re- 
move dust and freshen it. A new 
baud on a man’s bat may i>ostpoue the 
necessity of buying a new list for 
mouths. Trimmings on women's hats 
that become loosened by wind or wear 
should be sewed Into place as follows: 
Thread a long needle with coarse 
thread or silk of an inconspicuous col- 
or. Draw the needle from the wrong 
side through the hut beside the loos- 
ened trimming, leaving 2 or 8 Inches 
of thread on the wrong side; pass the 
needle up aud down around tbe trim- 
ming and back to the wrong side of 
the hat ; pull the thread through, tie 
the two ends securely und cut them a 
quarter of an inch beyond tbe knot. 

One method of deaulug kid gloveu 
Is to rub the soiled parts with corn- 
meal. moistened with enough gasoline 
to keep the meal from scratching tbe 
gloves, then dry thoroughly lu tbe sir. 

The bulletin mentioned treats also 
of ways of economizing In tbe selection 
of clothing, bow to test textile goods, 
and gives other suggestions of value. 


DO NOT THROW AWAY 
PARTLY STALE BREAD 

Different Ways of Making It 
Quite Appetizing. 


Good Plan to Cut Oft What Is Needed 

at Meal snd Place Slices In Hot 
Oven — Croutons Are Mad* of 
Odds and Ends. 

Tonsting Is the most common 
method for making stale or partly 
stale brend attractive, but It Is by no 
means the only one. If partly stnle 
bread Is put Into n very hot oven for 
a few minutes It grows softer, prob- 
ably because the heat tends to drive 
the water from the crust bock Into the 
crumb, food specialists of tho United 
Stntes department of agriculture say. 
Such warmed-over bread Is not ns soft 
nnd springy as fresh, but most persons 
find It very appetizing. A good plan, 
therefore, when bread bns lost Its 
freshnesss. Is to exit off whnt will be 
needed nt n meal nnd place the slices 
In a hot oven for a few minutes Just 
before serving. In this way bread cnn 
he used on the tnble which would or- 
dinarily be considered too stnle. 

"Twice-baked bread,” which Is cut 
brend placed In the wnrmlng-oven or 
In n pan on the back of the stove snd 
nllowed to dry out slowly until It Is 
slightly brown nnd crisp throughout, 
offers still another way of making 
stnle bread attractive. If desired, this 
twice-baked bread may he crushed 
with a rnlllng-pln nnd used like the 
ready-to-eat breakfast cereals. In 
some localities this dish has long been 
known under the nnme of rusks. 

The little fried cubes of bread called 
croutons, which arc served with soup, 
may he made of odds and ends of 
brend. To save time, bread simply 
broken Into smnll pieces may he fried 
either In deep fat or In a pnn (sauteed) 
and used for the same purpose. Some- 
times brend crumbs fried In a pan nro 
used as a seasoning or sauco for meat. 
French cooks frequently put pieces of 
stale bread In soups Just long enough 
before serving for them to soften ; the 
well-known one, "crust In the pot." 
(croute nu pot), !s simply n thin soup 
with bread In It. 

There are many ways of using stnle 
bread In cooking. Almost every good 
cookbook gives directions for prepar- 
ing soft und dry crumbs for use In 
scalloped dishes, brend pudding*, etc. 
The soft parts of hreuil may he used 
In place of flour or cornstnrrh for 
thickening soups, sauces, 'gravies, 
stewed tomatoes (either fresh or 
ennned), etc. Bakers often us* stnle 
bread nnd dried, finely ground cake 
in place of pnrt of the flour In mnklng 
fancy breads, cakes nnd cookie*. The 
housekeeper cnn often avoid waste by 
using them In this wuy In griddleeakes, 
cakes, cookies, etc. 

MOPS FOR POLISHED FLOORS 

One May Be Made of Old Stockings 
or Any Discarded Woolen or 
Flannelette Material. 

For oiled or polished floors an oiled 
floor mop Is almost a necessity. Sev- 
eral makes can bo found on the mar- 
ket, or one may he made of old stock- 
ings or any discarded woolen or flan- 
nelette material. In n Farmers’ Bul- 
letin on "Farm Dome Conveniences." 
obtainable free from the United States 
department of agriculture, tho follow- 
ing directions for making such u mop 
are given : 

The material Is cut Into 1-Inch wide 
strips, which are sewed ucross tho 
middle to a foundation of heavy cloth. 
This Is fastened to un old broom ban- 
dit* or used In u clump mop hnndle. 

The mop, when finished. Is dipped 
Into a solution mude of one-half cu|v- 
ful of melted paraffin and one cupful 
of kerosene, und they allowed to dry. 
To keep It moist It Is rolled tightly 
and kept In a paper bug away from 
stoves or lumps.

CARE OF THE GARDEN 

By Edward Lukeman 

This should bo a very busy month 
for you in your garden. If you like 
celery, any time during thlR month Is 
the time to set It out. And the same 
applies to jnbbnges. Sow winter tur- 
nips up to July If), and if you plant 
Golden Bantam corn up to July 10. 
you t an have green corn up to Nov. 1 
I would not advise planting after July 
10 and expect to get a crop. 

You ought to make a second plant- 
ing of heans and If you plant pole 
leans, you ought to try Kentucky 
Wonder. Brockton Pole and King of 
the (Jnrden Limn. There are all fav- 
orites with market gardeners, and you 
will make no mlstnke If you confine 
yourself to the aboovo vnrietiew. 

As I have told you before, don't 
have any vacant space In your garden. 
Plant something. No donht food will 
continue scarce and high, so plant 
every hit of land you have. As soon 
ns one crop of nnythlng Is done for, 
pull up the vines nnd plant something 
else. 

Endeavor to get two crops where 
you were satisfied with one before. 
You see by doing this, you really 
double the size of your garden. You 
enn do this with every vegetable you 
plant. If it should be corn, plant 8 
or 10 seeds of Sugar or Quaker Pie 
pumpklnR in every third hill. If toma- 
toes, after the frost gets the vines in 
the fall, pull them up at once and 
plant spinach. With only slight pro- 
tection It will live through the win- 
ter. Celery will follow peas and do 
well. The object Is to keep the 
ground stirred as soon as you are 
able to tell where the plants are. and 
thus hasten them to maturity. 

You are probably hoeing your 
squashes now. and don’t be afiald to 
thin them out when all danger from 
bugs is past. Then thin out to three 
, plants. One of the very best crops of

J. RUPERT SCOTT 

J. Rupert Scott, aged 77 years, one 
of the most successful inventors of 
shoe macT/iery tn this country, died 
Monday at his home, 9 Saunders 
street, North Weymouth. 

Mr. Scott was horn in Orange Coun- 
ty. N. Y., Oct. G. 1842. one of 14 chil- 
dren of Mr. and Mrs. William and 
Margaret (Sears) Scott. At an early 
age he showed an inventive mind by 
making a sled of original and unique 
pattern. At the age of 11 tie went 
to Paterson. N. J., and for forr years 
was with the Rogers Locomotive 
Works. 

He then ^went to Nyack, N. y. and 
learned the trade of shoemaker; fin- 
ishing his apprenticeship iu New 
York city. 

At the outbreak of the Civil War he 
enlisted nnd served to thgupnd; being 
a sergeant and on the staff of Gen. 
Sickles; most of the time as -t scout 
nnd spy. He was several times 
wounded and. was present at the sur- 
render of Lee. 

He* came North at the close of the 
war and again took up Ills inventive 
career, establishing in New York city. 
At the age of 27 the Scott Shoe Mach- 
inery Company brought out his best 
invention, the Scott skidding machine, 
which is still in use. He Invented and 
built the first machine for making pos- 
tal cards which is .now used by the 
United States Government. 

Among his other inventions are the 
Band machine, the lasting machine, 
i he first ever used; a boxto** buffer, 
a machine for taking stiff hairs out 
of seal and monkey skins. 

lie invented the first engine to run 
by natural gas and perfected the Mc- 
Kay sewing machine by adding what 
is known as the variable stoke, mak- 
ing it possible to sew through various 
thicknesses of leuther without stop- 
ping. 

He sold out his New York business 
23 years ago to tin* United Shoe Mach- 
inery Company and came here to live. 
Since then und up to six years ugo 
v'hen he retired .tic was employed by 
the United Shoe Machinenry Com- 
pany. 

His last patent was granted Dec. 
2. 1919, for an arrangement for com- 
bustion und for the vaporizing of

This, however, 
he asserted, does not Justify the crush- 
ing of the new nation, adding: “The 
whole fabric of European peace de- 
pends on an Independent Poland. 
There Is no time for the machinery of 
the League of Nations to Interfere. 
If the bolsheviks overrun Poland and 
reach the German frontier, they de- 
prive the allies of the entire fruits 
of victory.” If the Russian bolshevikl 
decline to come to terms, the allies 
will give material aid not only to the 
Poles, but also to Gen. Baron Wrangel 
and others who are fighting the soviet 
government.

Entente Allies Discover They 
Must Defend Poland Against 
Russian Bolshevikl. 


King Faisal of Syria Yields to French 
— Drys Nominate Watkins — Hard- 
ing Is Notified and Cox Declares 
for Wilson's League Pol- 
icy — Rail Workers Of- 
fered Wage In- 
crease. 


For the present France’s trouble in 
Syria seems to be over. According to 
a report from Beirut, King Felsal of 
Fyrln has accepted all the terms of 
General Gournud’s ultimatum and it 
is believed the French can now occu- 
py the territory assigned them with- 
out further attacks. Felsal had been 
informed that Great Britain would not 
support him, taking the position that 
ids Independence Is not inconsistent 
with a French mandate over Syria. 
At the time he yielded the French 
troops were ready to move on Damas- 
cus, his capital. 

Operations In Anatolia censed for a 
time, Keinal Pasha and his national- 
ists being held In check, but In Thrace 
there were signs of the outbreak of a 
new Balkan war. The Greeks, to 
whom western Thrace was awarded, 
had not advanced far inland, but ac- 
cording to reports Bulgaria, which 
claimed the territory, was getting Into 
action against them, and had called 
the class of 1921 to the colors. The 
Bulgarian irregulars were helping 
Jnfur Tnyar, who, with headquarters 
nt Adrlnnople, Is trying to hold west- 
ern Thrace for Turkey. 


Governor Cox nnd Franklin D. 
Roosevelt began the week with n 
lengthy conference with President Wil- 
son in the White House. After the 
meeting it was formully announced 
that the president nnd the Democrat- 
ic nominees nre in full accord on the 
Leugue of Nations issue. Governor 
Cox snld : 

“We nre agreed ns to the meaning 
nnd sufficiency ct the Democratic plut- 
form and the duty of tho party in the 
face of the threatened bad faith to the 
world in the name of America. His 
thought is still of the war and the 1 
pledges we guve to those who sacri- 
ficed. What lie promised, I shall, If* 
elected, endeavor with all my strength 
to give.” 

The president announced that he 
hnd found, what lie already knew, that 
Governor Cox nnd he were “absolutely 
at one with respect to the great issue 
of tile Leugue of Nations nnd tlint 
he Is ready to be the champion In ev- 
ery respect of the honor of the na- 
tion mid the secure peace of the 
world.” 

On Tuesday the Democratic nation- 
al committee met In Columbus, <)., to 
prepare for the campaign. Mr. Cox’s 
choice for chairman was Edmund II. 
Moore, Ills pre-convention manager, 
but Mr. Moore absolutely declined. The 
governor then naked the election of 
former Congressman George White of 
Marietta, und the committee, most of 
whose members were said to fuvor 
the retention of Homer S. Cummings 
in the plnce, yielded and named Mr. 
Widte. To comply with the rules laid 
down by the Sun Francisco convention, 
Mr. Moore resigned from the commit- 
tee and Mr. White was elected In Ills 
place. Governor Cox is to lie notified 
on August 7 and Roosevelt two days 
later. 


Lloyd George Tells Commons 
Also Britain and France Will 
Arm Her 300,000 Volunteers. 


By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

International attention was center- 
ed during the week on the Itusso-Po- 
ilsh situation, In which the diplomats 
found plenty to disturb tlielr equa- 
nimity. In the first place, the Moscow 
government, replying to the British 
note asking If it would arrange nn 
armistice with Polnnd, rejected in »ub- 
stnnce the British proposals. The 
Reds declined to go to London for any 
pence conference, holding that Great 
Britain is not linpnrtlnl, and, in lan- 
guage so sarcustic that it hurt the feel- 
ings of the English statesmen, made 
It clenr that they could deal with Po- 
land direct. Their next move was to 
send a wireless messuge to Warsaw 
expressing regret that Poland had 
seen fit to deni through the uilles and 
suggesting that conversations on 
peace be conducted between the two 
governments without consulting or 
considering outsiders. So far as Is 
known at this writing, the Poles have 
not replied definitely to this invitation, 
but a London report suid they had 
been told to apply for un armistice 
in order to test the sincerity of Mos- 
cow. 

Meanwhile, the sdvlet forces opened 
a general nttuck all along the ‘line 
from the Roumanian border to the 
Pripet marshes, and though at 41rst 
the Poles repulsed them in most 
places, at one point they broke across 
the border and were fighting on Po- 
lish soil. North of the Pripet the 
Reds moved rapidly and took Grod- 
no. Their evident objective was War- 
saw, nnd the civilians of that city were 
preparing to take flight, some already 
having left. American relief organ- 
izations were ready to quit the city, 
and the Red Cross was shifting part 
of its headquarters to Cracow. 


London. — Premier Lloyd George, ad- 
dressing the house of commons on the 
Polish crisis, snld that Great Britain 
und France would arm and equip the 
300,000 volunteers recently raised (n 
that country and Intimated that Mar- 
shal Focli would be sent there Inter. 

While he warned of the peril that 
would result from the temptation to 
Germany should the Bolshevist armies 
overruu Poland, he pnid a high tribute 
to Chancellor Fehrenbnch nnd Dr. Si- 
mons, the Germun foreign minister, nnd 
said he had proof that the Germans 
were making u real effort to grapple 
with the question of Indemnity. 

The premier In beginning his speech 
observes that the Soviet answer to the 
allies regarding peace with Poland was 
Incoherent, ambiguous and propaganda 
largely intended for home consump- 
tion. So fur as he could understand, 
however, the Soviet indicated its will- 
ingness to negotiate direct with Po- 
land. 

The Soviet government, the premier 
declared, also wanted to give Poland 
better boundaries than those nutned by 
the allies. Mr. Lloyd George said there 
were some phrases In the Soviet mes- 
sage Indicating that the Bolshevikl 
were prepared to discuss the mutter 
only with a proletariat government 
lie declared the Soviet government 
hnd no right to dictate to Polnnd what 
sort of government the Poles should 
have. 

The premier asserted thnt an inde- 
pendent Poland was essential to the 
whole fubric of peace, and the allies 
were resolved tliat they must arrest 
the destruction of Polund and the 
uiurch of t be Bolshevist urtnles through 
Polish territory. If t be Bolshevikl over- 
run Poland they would be up agulnst 
the Germun frontier, und Mr. Uoyd 
George said tills would furnish Ger- 
many a great templatlou with her mil- 
lions of trained men. 


It was n lively week in Ireland. 
Several British officers were assassin- 
ated, ut least one town was looted and 
partly burned, and there was desperate 
fighting in Belfnst in which a number 
of persons were killed. The oppos- 
ing forces in that city were Sinn Fein 
and Orangemen employees In the ship- 
yards. 


Bloody battles in the vicinity of Pe- 
king marked the progress of the civil 
war In China early In the week, nnd 
then came the news that the rebels 
hud been defeated and had given up 
the struggle aguinst the government. 


The Prohibition party met In nation- 
al convention in Lincoln. Neb., nnd 
rather surprised Itself by nominating 
William J. Bryan for president at the 
first session. The nomination was 
made by acclamation und came ufter 
a stumpede of the delegates started by 
the adoption of a resolution “tender- 
ing” ,the honor to the Nebraskan. On 
Thursday Bryan absolutely declined, 
so the convention named Rev. Aaron 
S. Watkins of Germantowu, O., and 
gave the second place to D. Leigh Col- 
vin of New York. 


Whether or not to accept a wage In- 
crease of $000,000,000 yearly, includ- 
ing about $140,000,000 buck pay, was 
t In* proposition put up to the rail work- 
ers of the couutry last week by the 
United States railway labor hoard. The 
long awaited award was announced 
In Chicago to the representatives of 
eighteen brotherhoods and unions, und 
It really did not please them at all, 
us they demanded approximately twice 
ns much. Some of the members of 
the grand council were not empowered 
to accept the award filially, so a ref- 
erendum vote of the two million rail 
workers becomes necessary. The chiefs 
of one union, the Order of Haitwuy 
Telegraphers, rejected the awurd, and 
they called for a referendum vote on 
strike. 

Of course the railway executives at 
once begun looking for meuns to pay 
tile advanced wages, and they ulready 
have worked out a schedule of In- 
creased rates, both freight und pass- 
enger. for presentation to the Inter- 
state commerce commission. The pass- 
enger increase u>ked Is from one half 
to one per cent per mile. That for 
freight will undoubtedly he beuvy. 

In the death of Wlllium K. Vander- 
bilt In Paris one of America's leading 
financiers and sportsmen passed. He 
inherited a large share of the 
vast estate of his father, and is 
believed to have left u fortune of be- 
tweeu $50,000,000 und $100,000,000. 
Despite his wealth he worked his way 
up from tiie bottom in the rallruud 
business. 

Another death of the week, Inter- 
esting but uot important, was that of 
Joachim, youngest sou of the former 
kaiser. Distressed by financial diffi- 
culties. be committed suicide lu Berlin. 


In tlielr advance through Lithuanian 
territory the bolshevikl seem to be 
threatening an invasion of East Prus- 
sia, and the German government is 
preparing to defend t but region des- 
perately. Fifty thousuml of the best 
relchswehr troops have been mobilized 
and Berlin feels confident they can 
prevent an Invasion if they can lie 
maintained near the border. The dun- 
ger. however, is that as the soviet 
uriu.v draws near t be bolshevik ele- 
ments in other purts of Germany may 
hreuk out and cause a scattering of 
• hose defense troops und leave upcu 
to the Russians the way into East 
Prussia. No doubt Germany will tuke 
advantage of the conditions to usk 
leave to mobilize more of her regular 
troojis, and ulso it is likely the threat 
of Invasion will bring to light vast 
stores of concealed arms, including 
artillery. 

Early in the week Ignace Paderew- 
ski was made i'oltsh plenipotentiary 
to Paris and his return to power was 
tukeu as evidence that the Poles were 
willing to make peace with the Rus- 
sians direct. The iiiuslcian-statesiuun 
was exiiectod to placate I.loyd George 
and Millerand. Pllsudskjr, Polish 
chief of state, had refused to with- 
draw his armies to the lines specific, 1 
by Lloyd George. Insisting that nation- 
al safety required the holding of the 
line of Bara now 'itz-Pinsk Dublin. 

As a result of the Spa conference 
Great Britain and France are pledged 
to supi>ort Poland against Russian ag- 
gression. and they Intend to give this 
support In the form of arms and mu- 
nitions ; men also will he supplied If 
this is considered necessary by British 
and French missions that have Just 
been sent to Warsaw. But the Brltiab

Samuel Gompera, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, in a 
statement criticizes the railway wage 
award. He declares the railroad men 
are “disappointed and they have a 
right to be.” 

The United States steamship Frederick 
will carry the 78 naval athletes who 
will participate in the Olympic games 
in Antwerp, the navy department an- 
nounced.

$233,827,982 annually. The Pullman 
charges would go up $43,639,344 a 
year. 

The Association of Railway Executives, 
through its general counsel, Alfred P. 
Thom, suggested to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission an increase of 
20 per cent In passenger fares and 
an avsrags inersass of 9.13 per cent 
In freight rates. 


Formal opening of the Rcpuhlicun 
presidential campaign came with the 
notification of Senator Harding tliut 
lie was tin* party's standard hearer 
and the delivery of Ids speech of ac- 
ceptance.

used by all the members of the fam- 
ily are unusually large, while on the 
second floor there are sleeping accom- 
modations In plenty. 

From an exterior standpoint this 
home leaves little to be desired. It 
suggests the Colonial type of archi- 
tecture In thnt it has an entrance 
placed In the center, with the Coloni- 
al balance at either side. The large 
sun parlor at one end Is a modern 
addition that Is found In all present- 
day good homes. 

The house Is rectangular In shape, 
which means that It can he erected at 
the minimum of cost. At the same 
time the roof Is so designed that the 
plain effect of this shape of house is 
taken away. The building Is of frame 
construction, set on a concrete foun- 
dation to grade nnd brick founda- 
tion walls to the first floor sill. 
Above* the walls are covered with 
stucco over either wood or metal 
loth or some one of the putented 
stucco boards. The brick foundation 
walls and the brick porch and sun par- 
lor pillars add to the attractiveness 
of the exterior.

From this brief description It will 
he realized that tills house Is one 
thnt will appeal to the head of a large 
family who wants to Imlld n home 
to house them comfortably and at the 
same time has not a large amount 
of money to Invest. The rooms are 
many but are arranged so that the 
work of caring for the home can he 
done with the smallest expenditure 
of energy. Every convenience and 
comfort are provided for. 

Such a home as tins In these days 
of high rentals would lie held at such 
a figure that It truly is “cheaper to 
build than pay rent." The first 
thought of the architect who designed 
(his home was to give the home owner 
the maximum amount of space, and a 
comfortable and handsome home at 
the least possible cost. 


City Planning Public's Business. 

Heal city planning Is neither u pri- 
vate enterprise nor a move for “the 
epy beautiful." It is primarily a busl- 
ni ss enterprise and Its benefits nc- 
*'tue to the public nt large. A planning 
commission, with the aid both of plan- 
ning experts and the city government, 
cannot hope to succeed In Its work 
without the aid of tin* public. 

The fact that planning must he 
made popular was emphasized at nn 
important session of the realtors’ con- 
vention. Whatever method Is adopted, 
a planning commission, after first care- 
fully preparing Its plans must "sell” 
Its Ideas and alma to the people. 
Through constant publicity the pub- 
lic must he educated to see the needs 
and the benefits of a businesslike or- 
dering of the city’s development, and 
must he made to share the labor In- 
volved and to contribute to the cost. — 
Exchange.

Gas Costs 

The cost of gas is divided into two hiain classes. The first 
may he called the Fixed Costs and include all those costs which 
do not vary, no matter whether the company* makes and sells ten 
thousand cubic feet of gas each month or ten million cubic feet each 
month. The second class may he called the Production Costs 
and these vary to a large extent in direct proportion to the 
amount of gas made and sold. 

• 

Let us consider some of these Fixed Costs. Before a town 
or city can he served with gas, the best modern fuel, a plant for 
the manufacture of gas must lie built, mains must lie laid in the 
streets, services run into the houses and meters purchased and 
installed by the company. All this requires a large amount of 
, money and interest on this money must he paid whether each 
consumer uses 100 cubic feet or 10,000 cubic feet of gas per 
month. 

It does not make any difference how much gas has been sold 
each year the company must pay its taxes. 

It costs just as much to read a meter through which one 
hundred cubic feet of gas has passed as it does a meter through 
which teu thousand cubic feet of gas has passed during month. 
It costs just as much to make out a bill for SI. 00 as it does a 
bill for Si 0.00. 

It would be possible to continue on giving iu much greater 
detail the costs which remain constant no matter what the amount 
of gas consumption is, but we believe that from the above every- 
one will realize that a large part of the cost of gas is made up of 
Fixed Costs of which each customer should pay his share no 
matter whether he uses one hundred cubic feet or ten thousand 
cubic feet of gas each month. 

The Production Costs represent labor and material which 
are necessary to manufacture gas. These include tlu? cost of 
coal, oil, and wages at the works and other expenses which enter 
into this class of costs, all of which vary in proportion to the 
amount of gas- manufactured and sold each month.

CALL ON US 


Rim cuts are often given np 
as hopeless by the cnr owner, 
but they ran he repaired In the 
following manner: I>rlll a series 
of holes on each side of the 
break at Intervals of three- 
eights of an Inch and far enough 
from the edge so that they will 
not pull out. Lace the holes 
with a cord made of six strands 
of braided fish lino or any braid- 
ed cord about 8-32 of an Inch In 
diameter. Sonk this lacing. In 
pa ratlin or wax to make It wa- 
terproof and then thread It 
through the first hole, wind It 
around the bead, through the 
second hole and so on. I*>t six 
Inches of the cord hang over on 
each end for tucking away. Fi- 
nally place a blowout patch over 
the lacing Inside the shoe to pro- 
tect the tube against Injury.

ONLY WOMAN COMMANDER OF AN AMERICAN LEGION POST 


Leaks In Water Syatem Cause Exces- 
sive Heating — Wrong Ignition Tim- 
ing Will Result In Quick Jump 
of Temperature. 


Overheating Is a rather common 
complaint In summer, and some- 
times, while no serious results oc- 
cur, the motorist Is delayed on the 
rond and often required to spend no 
little time endeavoring to determine 
the exact cause. Recnuse there are 
numerous causes, every owner should 
be fnmlllnr with the more common 
ones. 

All mnkes of cars hut two are wa- 
ter-cooled. Naturally, In such en- 
gines partial depletion of the water 
system means ah overhented engine. 
This Is more particularly the case with 
thermo-siphon cooled engines, which 
require a complete circuit of water. 
It Is therefore a good plan for the 
owner of a car with thermo-siphon 
cooled engine to see that the radiator 
always Is full. In a pump-cooled en- 
gine there Is more force back of the 
water and a lower level may be car- 
ried without the danger of over- 
heating. 

Leaks In the water system natu- 
rally bring about reduction of water 
supply and consequent excessive 
heating of what water remains. 

Quick Heating. 

Anything tending to Interfere with 
the free circulation of the water 
through the radiator or the water 
Jacket keeps the jacket water In con- 
tact with the hot cylinders too long, 
resulting In boiling of that water. 
Obstructions may be In the form of 
dirt or sediment In the radiator, 
disintegrated hose connection, which 
: partially clog the passageways ; an 
I obstruction of dirt or lumps or rusty 
material In the water Jacket 

It Is quite possible for the Ignition 
timing to be wrong, so that manipu- 
lation of the lever will not advance 
the spark enough to keep the engine 
cool. This Is a matter for an Ignition 
man to correct as It may be due to a 
! number of causes, the commonest be- 
1 lng a wrong setting of the timer or 
; a maladjustment of the Interrupter 
points. 

One of the commonest causes of 
i overheating Is due to a slipping fan 
belt It Is absolutely necessary for 
the fan to cause sufficient air drafe 
! to cool the water ns It flows through 
the radiator. A slipping belt re- 
duces the fan speed and thus cuts 
down the draft The belt should be 
taut hut not tight. Tight belts usu- 
ally wear too fast and break, and they 
i also wear the pulley bearings. 

Poor Mixture. 

A poor mixture, usually a rich one, 
brings about overheating. Carbon In 
! the cylinders also will enuse the en- 
gine to heat rapidly, hut at the same 
time the engine will lack power, knock 
] and generally perforin poorly. If you 
get the whole combination of trouble 
; Indicating engine debility and then 
I get the overbentlng, It usually Is a 
sure indication of carbon. 

Any drag on the engine, causing It 
! to overwork. Is likely to cause over- 
heating. When the clutch slips the 
I engine has to do more work to accom- 
plish a given set of results ; also when 
' the brakes drag. 

If the engine should overheat, the 
sooner It Is stopped the better. After 
stopping the engine, allow It to cool 
for about ten or fifteen minutes; It 
depends upon how hot It Is. Then 
add cold water slowly until the sys- 
tem Is full. Then start the engine 
again, noting through the radiator 
filler If there is circulation.

DUTY OF EX-SERVICE BOYS 


They Should Assist In Malntenancs of 
Law and Order, Ssys National 
AdJutanL 


For the benefit of the comparatively 
few Isolated communities In which 
there Is noticeable a tendency to give 
credence to misinformation emanating 
chiefly from the ranks of alien agita- 
tors and other enemies of 100 per cent 
Americanism, It Is deemed advisable 
to refer to an editorial in the Chron- 
icle, Cincinnati, O., official organ of 
the Ohio Central Labor Council and 
“Local voice of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor." 

In its Issue of May 29, 1920, this 
publication quotes the preamble to the 
constitution of the American 'Legion, 
and adds: 

“The above Is the preamble to the 
constitution of the American Legion 
and to our minds It certainly sets forth 
a principle that every true American, 
whether he be a world war veteran or 
not. can consistently subscribe to. 

“Recently an International officer, re- 
turning from a state conference to 
Cincinnati gave vent to the expression 
that the members of his International 
union would not be allowed to join the 
American Legion. This to our mind Is 
baby play. The attitude of the Amer- 
ican Legion toward organized labor In 
the state of Ohio, and locally as well, 
has been clearly defined und has been 
approved of by the Central Labor 
council. It Is claimed that at leust 40 
per cent of the boys who went to 
France and ucross the water were 
trade unionists. If tills is true, then 
the proper tiling for them to do would 
be to join the American Legion, and If 
eve/ the occasion arose when there 
would be a criticism of the labor 
movement, they could be of service by 
explaining our real purposes, thereby 
eliminating some of the antagonism to 
us which comes from misunderstand- 
ing only. There need he no fear by 
trade unionists of the American Le- 
gion. We believe they are right and 
that t^ey are fair, especially their 
leaders, and as we said above, we 
would recommend to every trade 
unionist who Is eligible to membership 
that he can best protect bis Interest 
and the wage earner by getting In line, 
and place himself where he properly 
belongs." 

In this connection, the following ex- 
cerpts from a recent letter of Frank- 
kiln P'Olier, the Legion’s national eom- 
f launder, to Thomas Goldlngay, state 
I adjutant of New Jersey, appear ap- 
» propria te: 

\ “The American Legion has taken a 
Ivery positive stand that, as an organl- 
i ration, it should never take any defl- 
Inlte part In any dispute between the 
■employer and the employee, or between 
■ capital and labor. This policy should 
be adhered to strictly by the national 
organization, state organizations und 
by the posts as well. 

“In any such controversy, tlie Inter- 
est of the Legion Is confined to tlait of 
the maintenance of law and order and 
without taking part on either side. In 
1 case the situation should arise where 
life and property are eudaugered. it is 
the duty of a member of the American 
Legion to perform Ids full duty as a 
citizen, according to his own con- 
science and his own understanding. 
Because of his military service, the ex- 
aervioe man has a very keen sense of 
his responsibility as a citizen, und 1 
am quite confident that he will always 
be alive to this responsibility. There- 
fore, In case of a contingency as 
above outlined, it Is his duty to assist 
In the maintenance of law and order 
by acting aa an Individual and offering 
bis service* to the duly constituted 
authority for the maintenance of law 
and order.

SEEK NAMES OF NEXT OF KIN 


Community Posta to Aacertaln Ad- 
dresses of Those Expecting Bodies 
to Be Sent Home. 


While the American Legion Is try- 
ing to perfect arrangements with the 
war department to assist In assuring 
relatives of prompt notification follow- 
ing the arrival of remains of America’s 
soldier dead from overseas, word has 
reached national headquarters of the 
Legion that a body of one of these 
heroes recently lay unclaimed on a 
Hoboken pier for nearly a week with 
the next of kin totally Ignorant of Its 
arrival. 

According to members of a Legion 
post in the fallen soldier’s home com- 
munity, no notification of the body’s 
arrival was sent to relatives by the 
war department The Legionnaires, it 
Is said, learned of the case through 
Indirect channels and telegraphed de- 
partment headquarters of the Legion 
In New York city, which arranged for 
shipment of the body to Its final rest- 
ing place. The Legion post took 
charge of the funeral and the remains 
were Interred with appropriate mili- 
tary honors. 

When the plan to return certain 
bodies from overseas was first an- 
nounced, the American Legion endeav- 
ored to make arrangements with the 
war department to receive notification 
of shipment in order that national 
headquarters of the Legion might 
write direct to the next of kin and of- 
fer the services of the local posts In 
assisting with the funeral arrange- 
ments In case relatives desired this. 
Rut the government officials decided 
they could not give out this Informa- 
tion and compromised with an offer to 
circularize the next of kin to the ef- 
fect that the Legion would be glad to 
eo-operute In extending honor to the 
memory of these heroes. 

In a bulletin forwarded to each of 
the more than 9.000 Legion posts 
throughout the United States, Lemuel 
Holies, national adjutant, asks these 
community jiosts to ascertain the 
names of men of their respective lo- 
calities who died overseas and whose 
bodies are being returned, and notify 
Legion national headquarters of the 
names and uddresses of the next of 
kin. In order that It may take step* to 
prevent, if possible, a recurrence of 
an Incident such as that recently re- 
ported from New York, 

News dispatches say that In certain 
cases it has he«n impossible to locate 
the next of kin nfter a body has ar- 
rived, and the government has Interred 
such remains In one of the national 
cemeteries. The Legion has offered 
all Its resources to the war department 
to assist tn preventing blunders of this 
kind.

FOODS FOR HOT WEATHER. 

When preparing ilto bronkfast coffop

jyfc ijBjj at noon. Then' are so 
ItjI l J rnnn >’ kinds of cool 
drinks, from Iced tea, 
nn, l cocoa, 1° <dl 
the fruit Juices which 
one may put up at home, 
or purchase In the market. 

To make Iced cofree, take the bever- 
age of the usual strength served when 
lint, add lee and sugar and cream as 
desired for each glass. 

A chicken sandwich with n dish of 
head lettuce wl'h a French dressing, 
or a more elaborate Thousand Isle 
dressing, makes a meal with a glass of 
chilled milk or Iced ton, which Is suf- 
ficiently satisfying for the most exact- 
ing appetite. 

Lemon Sirup. — Grate the rind of one 
lemon, add the Juice of six. with four 
cupfuls of sugar and two cupfuls of 
water. Roll nil together for ten min- 
utes; cord and put Into n bottle In the 
lee chest. When serving, pour a little 
of the sirup Into a glass, add chipped 
Ice and fill the glass with cold water. 
This Is such an easy way to have lem- 
>nnde always ready to serve. 

Gelatin Pie. — Hake a flaky crust on 
the bottom of a pie plate and, when 
cool, stir In a pint of any flavored gol- 
ntin, beaten until foamy and thick. 
Cover with whipped cream and serve 
cut in the usual way. Is?t stand on lee 
to become lirm and Ice-cold before 
serving. 

Velvet Sherbet. — Take the juice of 
three lemons, two cupfuls of sugnr, a 
quart of rich milk and the grated rind 
of one lemon. Stir until the sugar is 
dissolved, then freeze as usual. This 
make!} a most delicious frozen dish. 

Tomato Salad. — Arrange one thick 
slice of tomato for each cover on heart 
lea fs of lettuce. Over the tomato 
heap very finely minced celery, cucum- 
ber and onion which has been mixed 
with n French dressing to marinate. 
Top the salad with a small spoonful 
of mayonnaise and serve at once.

Pineapple Pie. — Prepare a rich pas- 
try and line n pie plate. Fill with the 
following: One cupful of shredded 
pineapple, one talilespocnful of but- 
ter. the yolks of two eggs, one cupful 
of powdered sugar. Bent the sugar 
and butter to a cream, add the beaten 
yolks and the pineapple. Cover with 
a meringue prepared from the whites, 
or they may In* added before baking 
and the pie served with whipped 
‘•ream. 

Imperial Muffins. — Add one-fourth 
of a cupful of sugar to one cupful of 
scalded milk. When lukewarm add 
one-third of a yeast enke dissolved In 
j one-fourth of a cupful of lukewarm 
j water. Add one-half teaspoonful of 
s«lt and one and one-fourth cupfuls of 
(lour. Cover and let rise over night, 
tn the morning fill the buttered muffin 
rings two-thirds full. Let rise until 
the rings are full then Intke thirty 
minutes In a hot oven. 

Maple Parfait. — Beat four eggs 
stlghtl\ and pour on slowly one cupful 
if hot maple sirup. Cook until the 
mixture thickens then remove from 
he heat at once. Cool and ndd one 
pint of cream ben.cn until stiff. I*ut 
ii a mold. «nn<l park in Ice and salt.

Mint Sangaree. <’r>l-h three sprays

Slice a large onion Into n deep gran- 
ite dish, ndd a slice of turnip cut fine, 
a large uirrnt s'lleed, three stalks of 
celery, Including the tops, three dozen 
peppercorns, six cloves, a wtb-k of 
cinnamon, three hay-leaves, the same 
of parsley, sage, thyme and summer 
savory. Fill the pun with cold water, 
bring to the boiling point and simmer 
slowly until the vegetables are well 
cooked— about into and one-half hours. 
Kira In through a coarse muslin and 
measure the liquor. For each quart add 
one tenspoonful of beef extract. Dis- 
solve the extract In a little of the Roup 
stock and ndd to the rest. Poll up 
once and serve. From this stock aspic 
Jolly may ho prepnred by using gela- 
tin. 

For Corn soup ndd one cupful of 
cooked corn that lias been pressed 
through a sieve to six cupfuls of the 
stock. 

Carrot soup may he prepnred In the 
same way. using one cupful of minced 
carrots put through n sieve after cook- 
ing. Beans, pens, cnhhnge, onion or 
any vegetable may be used In the same 
proportion. 

Split Pea Soup. — Soak one cupful 
of spilt pens over night and boll un- 
til tender, then drain. Add a sliced 
carrot, a sliced onion, and half a tur- 
nip. Brown the vegetables In a little 
blitter, cover with beef stock, boll up, 
rub through a sieve and ro-hent. A 
limit hone or n little piece of salt pork 
tnny be cooked with the soup. 

Peach Soup. — Peel, stone nnd cut 
tne a quart of peaches. Break three 
or four of the stones, pound the ker- 
nels tine nnd ndd to the peaches, with 
Sugar to taste. Cover with orange 
Juice nnd one tenspoonful of almond 
extract ; let stand one hour, then put 
on ice nnd serve very cold in sherbet 
cups, with cracked Ice.

SEASONABLE DISHES. 

Of course there is nothing nicer In 
a corn dish than corn cooked on the 
cob and eaten from It 
with a hit of butter nnd 
a dash of salt; but for 
variety corn may be 
served In many substan- 
tial dishes, furnishing n 
main dish for the meal. 

Squaw Dish. — Some- 
time when you cannot 
think of what to eat, 
cut the corn from half a dozen cars, 
put Into a frying pan two tnhlespoon- 
fttls of bacon fat and when hot turn 
In the corn. Stir and cook, adding salt 
and pepper, adding more bacon fat If 
needed. Canned corn Is very good 
served In this manner. 

Raspberry and Currant Soup. — 
Bring to the boiling point two cupfuls 
each of raspberry and currant Juice, 
sweeten tn taste, thicken with three 
teaspoonfuls of arrow root, smoothed 
In a little eold water. Add one tnble- 
spoonful of lemon Juice nnd serve 
cold. 

Any fruit such ns cherry, strawber- 
ry. pineapple or rhubarb may he pre- 
pnred for a pooling fruit soup. 

Gfhger Punch. — Take a half-pound 
of Canton' ginger, chop, add throe 
tahlespoonfuls of sirup. Cook to- 
gether and cool one quart of water 
and one cupful of sugar 15 minutes 
with the ginger added; cool, strain, 
add one-half cupful each of orange 
Juice and lemon Juice mud one quart 
of ginger ale. Chill and serve. 

Lemon Soup. — Add the Juice and 
grated peel of a lemon to lour cup- 
fuls of water. Bring to the boiling 
point uml thicken with three tea- 
spoonfuls of arrow root mixed In a lit- 
tle cold water. <?ook until smooth, 
cool and serve with cracked Ice and 
hits of candled ginger in each glass. 

Date Crumbles.— Tuke two eggs well 
beaten, one cupful of sugar, one 
tabh spoonful of Hour, two teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder, one cupful each 
of chopped dates and walnut meats. 
Mix all together and spread on two 
greased pie tins. Bake pi a slow oven 
three-quarters of an hour. Crumble 
and serve in tall glasses topped with 
whin ied cream, or mix with whipped 
cream and serve.

Women and Child Welfare 


THERMOMETRIC SCALES.

The 
degrees of one theriuometric scale n,« 
readily converted Into those of an- 
other. Following la their relationship : 
1MJ degrees F. equals 100 degrees C., 
equals 80 degrees Ji. Therefore 1 
degree F. equals five-ninths of a de- 
gree C.. equal* four ninth* of a de- 
i gree It. 


T IOSIJ who have the welfare of the 
human race at heart realize that 
the most promising field for their ac- 
tivities lies In chlld-welfure work. 
Gradually It has dawned upon the con- 
sciousness of increasing numbers of 
people that the state owes every child 
Its supervision nnd has a right to dic- 
tate how any child shall he cured for, 
provided for and educated for the 
first sixteen years of Its life. The slate 
provides schools nnd compulsory edu- 
cation laws and when the time comes 
that these are carefully enforced a 
great step forward will have been 
taken. 

But the state must go further than 
merely providing the meuns for ob- 
taining schooling and this Is a theme 
In which women show unfailing and 
vital Interest. Children have the right 
to he comfortable, to he well nourished 
and clothed, to he taught deunllness 
uml morality. Many churltuble asso- 
ciations und many women organiza- 
tions have Interested themselves In 
these u (fairs of children In certain 
localities, hut the work is not as uni- 
versal or as thoroughly organised as 
It should he. A piun has been evolved 
I \hat might have universal application, 
und it aims to give every child a 
rhunce to make a good citizen. 

This plan advocates the establish- 
ment in every county of this country, 
a child welfare board. This hoard Is 
to be made up of public spirited litl- 
teus who are willing to serve on It 
without pay. The hourd will have un- 
iter Its Jurisdiction every poor and de- 
pendent child, and will exercise its 
t;u|*crvislon, under compulsory statutes, 
with proper appropriations mude for 
their enforcement. The provision 
made by such a hourd for children Is 
not a charity any more than a public 
school Is. The idea 1* to avoid any 
stigma that might attach to u child 
who has been u charge of charily and 
the object Is to sturt every child ou 
the right road to good citizenship. 
Such a hoard will make Itself felt 
in the homes and Insist thut condi- 
tions ure a* favorable there as possi- 
ble. It will sometime* undertake to 
provide home*. It will have a record 
pi every child’s progress at school and 


every child, rich or poor, will ho 
registered with It. Any number of 
activities will radiate from such a oen- 
ter. The Important thing Is to estab- 
lish such hoards nnd their first busi- 
ness will be to have such statutes en- 
acted as will secure the right protec- 
tion und care for every child that 
needs their help. This Is n work thut 
will usually nttract women and for 
which they nre peculiarly fitted. 

It Is somewhat difficult to disasso- 
ciate It from any thought of charity, 
hut it Is merely n widening of the 
supervision of the state over Its chil- 
dren. Heretofore the stute hus pro- 
vided schooling und gradually, In 
crowded centers In the large cities, It 
hus extended its care In other direc- 
tions than schooling, so that the health 
of children has come in for systematic 
attention. A child welfare hoard will 
make every Interest of every child Its 
business. Such a board saves the 
public money In the long run besides 
doing about the best work that awults 
the Interes? und activities of Intelli- 
gent men and women.

The "manifesto" further proclaims 
the the "First International" foresaw 
the future development nnd pointed 
the way; the "Second International" 
gathered together and organized the 
proletariat ; the "Third International" 
Is the International of open mnss no- 
thin of the revolution, the International 
of Deeds. The work of the “Third 
Internal lonnl" Is mapped out In the 
"Manifesto" In tffese words; 

"The tnsk of the International com- 
mulst pnrty Is now to overthrow this 
order (present governments) nnd to 
erect In Its place the structure of the 
socialist worlds order. We urge the 
worklrtg men nnd women of all coun- 
tries to unite under the communist 
banner, the emblem under which the 
first grent victories have nlrendy been 
won. 

“Proletarians of all lnnds! In the 
war against Imperialistic barbarity, 
ngnlnst monarchy, ngnlnst the privi- 
leged classes, ngnlnst the boargeolR 
stnte nnd bourgeois property, ngnlnst 
all forms nnd varieties of social nnd 
nntlonnl oppression — UNITE! 

All Urged to Unite. 

"Under the standard of the Work- 
ingmen’s Connells, tinder the banner 
of the Third Internntlonnl, In the 
revolutionary struggle for .power nnd 
the dictatorship of the prolctnrlnt, 
proletnrlnns of nil countries, UNITE!" 

I have quoted these excerpts from 
nn edition of the "Manifesto" printed 
In Chlengo. The ropy In my possession 
contains the tinme and address of the 
printing company. There Is nn Intro- 
duction to this document. It Is un- 
signed. A few extracts front this In- 
troduction nre Important. Comment- 
ing on the "Manifesto." the Introduc- 
tion says: “It will soon become the 
basis of International working class 
action, nnd will become the lightning 
that will rend the clouds and fogs 
that now envelop the workers of the 
world. 

“Comment on this manifesto would 
lie useless, superfluous. Its tnngnlfl- 
ront language speaks the message a 
suffering world Is eagerly waiting to 
hear. 

"It will nsslst the socialist move- 
ment everywhere Into the path of un- 
compromising, revolutionary action 
that alone can usher In the triumph 
of International Socialism." 

If the publication of this manifesto 
nnd the Introductory comment to It 
Is not trenson. then Benedict Arnold 
was a pntrlot. It Is n conspiracy 
ngnlnst the pence, health nd happi- 
ness. ns well as the lives nnd property, 
the liberty and security, of every man, 
woman nnd child In flic United States. 
It Is a cnll to lawlessness, organized 
crime. It might he well for the peo- 
ple to give less time and thought to 
partisan political wrangling nnd set 
themselves to silencing sedition. It 
should he nn easy matter to discover 
the author of this un-American, In- 
human and criminal foreword to the 
"Manifesto." The publishers nnd 
distributors should he brought to the 
har nnd made answer. Let us kill 
this menace by destroying the seed. 
If we do, we will snve ourselves much 
trouble later. By such n course we 
will allay unrest. 

Lenlne has repentedly snld nnd 
written that the bolshevik government 
entlnot last In Russia alongside of the 
present governments of the world. In 
other words, bolshevism cannot live 
In a world of democracy. The grenter 
truth Is flint democracy cannot liva 
tn the same world with bolshevism. 
Bolshevism In theory Is based on the 
Ideal of socialism, communism ; In 
methods of the bolshevism of Lenlne Is 
violence, supreme autocracy. 


When hens become broody, they 
should be "broken up" ns quickly ns 
possible, for the sooner this Is done 
the sooner they will resume In.vlng. 
To break a hen of brood i^ss she 
should be confined to a smnll coop 
raised olT the ground, preferably with 
a slat bottom. Give her plenty of wa- 
ter to drink; she may he fed or not, 
ns desired. Not much difference will 
he found In the time required to brenk 
her of hroodlness, whether she Is fed 
or made to fast, United Stntes depart- 
ment of ngrlculture poultry specialists 
say. Usually from three to six days’ 
confinement will break her, but some 
liens require 10 to 12 dn.vs. 

The broody hen will lie recognized 
by her Inclination to stny on the nest 
nt night, the ruffling of her feathers nnd 
her picking at anyone who approaches 
her, nnd by the clucking noise she 
makes. The fact that her hroodlness 
has been broken up cun be recognized 
by the disappearance of these symp- 
toms. 


BOLSHEVIST SEEDS OF POISON 


Avowed Object of the Leaders of the 
Movement Is to Stir Up Hatred 
of Law and Order Every- 
where. 


Article XXVIII

"The program of the communist 
party (bolsheviks) Is the program not 
only of the liberation’ of the proletar- 
iat of one country. It Is the program 
of the liberation of the proletariat of 
nil countries; It Is the program of 
International revolution. The over- 
throw of imperialist governments by 
means of armed revolt Is the road to 
the Iqterniitlonnl dictatorship of the 
working class." In these words, Itu- 
clinrln. accredited and recognized bol- 
shevik propagandist, set forth the ob- 
ject of the communists nt Moscow In 
1018. 

Lenlne, In the snme year. In Peteo- 
grnd. declared "that the chief task 
Ivhlch we set ousel ves nt the very 
/eglnnlng of ihi* wnr wns to turn the 
Imperialistic war Into n civil war.’’ 
His aim was to force upon Russia 
Communism, and to summon the dis- 
contented of the world to rise In rev- 
olution against their governments. All 
existing governments were vile, lenine 
said, and they must lie overthrown. 
Political action, parliamentary meth- 
ods. peaceful voting, were worse than 
useless. They were Inventions of the 
devil, Capitalism. Force must he 
used; the workers must arm them- 
selves and flglil ; the world could not 
come to the light of freedom and 
Justice except through blood. Le- 
ii I ii<* was for the great "red baptism." 
It alone could cleanse the world nnd 
make it n decent place In which to 
live. He wrote the aim and object 
of bolshevism Into the soviet consti- 
tution when he defined the funda- 
mental problem as being the “victory 
of Racialism In nil lnn-1*'." He bla- 
zoned the watery on the cont of nrms 
of the bolshevik government In those 
words: "Workers of the World, 

Unite." 

The bolshevik government has beep 
Insistent and persistent In Its prop- 
ignnda, collecting nnd pointing out the 

iiisos for discontent In other lands. 

has been a propaganda of luite. It 

< scattered, broadcast, poison seeds 
in the* soil of unrest. It lias played 
to class feeling. It hns appealed to 
the lowest and worst In men. It has 
written and spoken of the "Great War" 
as tin* enterprise of capital. It has 
charged up the terrible shedding of 
blood to cnpltalhitle Imperialism. It 
lias listed the Ill-effects of the war and 
charged them not to the war, but to 
Capitalism. It hns pointed to the 
poverty anil the disorganization of the 
world, directly caused h.v the wnr. 
nnd attributed all of these unhappy 
results of a four year struggle with 
autocracy, not to the war hut to the 
system of so-called “Bourgeois Govern- 
ment." It Inis multiplied, magnified 
and Intensified unrest. It hopes to 
bring about a great world foment 
which will destroy all government 
except the government of the proleta- 
riat. the soviet plnn. Its propaganda 
has caused ninny of the people of the 
world to think that they are still fight- 
ing the regimes of t^\e czars, and that 
reactionary governments everywhere 
nn* conspiring t* bring about their 
downfall and re-establish the reign 
mid rule of despots In Russia. It does 
not make conspicuous the fact that the 
czur Is dead nnd that Ills regime has 
pussed forever. 

Lenine Without Toleration. 

Lenlne decries anyone and every 
one who does not accept his gospel of 
world revolution. He is particularly 
hitter towards socialists who are op- 
posed to his program. Writing of 
“the military program of the proletar- 
iat revolution" he concludes his ar- 
ticle In the November "(’lass Struggle" 
for 1019: "Whoever. In view of tills 
last war. Is not willing to carry qut 
this demand, let him he good enough 
to refrain from uttering large words 
about the International revolutionary 
democracy, about tls- social revolution 
and about the war against wars." 

Of those v ho have dared to de- 
nounce inllltt 1 1 -an and demand disarm- 
ament I.enln*- has written: 

“What will the proletariat women do 
to prevent this? Merely denounce all 
wars and militarism? Merely demand 
disarmament? Never shall the women 
If an oppressed and revolutionary 
class resign themselves to so despic- 
able a role. On the contrary, they 
will say to their sons: ‘You will soon 
he grown up. You will bare a gun. 
Take It and learn how to use It — not 
tn order to fight your brothers, as Is 
the practice In this war of plunder, 
hut tn order to fight the bourgeois of 
your “own" country : tn order to put 
an end to misery and wars, not by 
means of "kind wishes," but by over- 
throwing and disarming the bour- 
geoisie.’ “ 

The third "International" was called 
together to organize the movement 
against the peace of the world. It 
him at Moscow from March 2 to March 
(I 1919; It adopted a “manifesto" 
which was signed by Leulne and 
Trotsky. the leading spirit* of the con 
fleas of the communist International.

POULTRY FOR GENERAL FARM 


Hen Is Main Dependence for Increas 
ing Meat Supply — Farmer Must 
Determine for Himself. 


The hen, first and last, Is the main 
dependence for increasing the supply 
of white meat and eggs on n farm, but 
she requires the aid of turkeys, 
guineas, geese, nnd ducks Just as, on a 
dairy farm, the cow requires the aid 
of pigs, sheep, nnd goats. The setting 
of the standard nt 100 hens per fnrm 
Is safe, but no such arbitrary stand- 
ard can he set for the other kinds of 
poultry, say the poultry specialists of 
the United States department of ag- 
riculture. 

The smnll farm, with grain fields of 
neighboring farms In proximity to the 
barn and doorynrd, would, perhaps, he 
better without turkeys. The farm 
through which no streams run and 
which hns no large pond would per- 
haps be better without ducks. But 
the circumscribed farm on which tur- 
keys would be a disadvantage mny be 
well supplied with streams nnd ponds 
so that ducks would be unusually 
profitable, nnd the farm that has no 
streams nnd ponds may have largo 
range for turkeys. Each farm family 
will liuve to determine for Itself what

In supplying feed to fowls, there are 
three kinds of constituents which 
should be present in certain fairly well 
fixed proportions If the desired results 
are to be obtained most economically. 
These constituents are mineral, ni- 
trogenous, and carbonaceous, all of 
which are contained In corn, wheat, 
oats, and barley, but not In the right 
proportions to give the greatest egg 
yield. In addition, some animal feed 
and green feed should be supplied. — 
United Slates Department of Agricul- 
ture.

SPOILAGE OF BREAD 
PREVENTED BY CARE 

Cover Lightly to Keep Out Germs 
and Dust. 

When Cold It Should Be Placed In 

Close Receptacle That Has Been 
Thoroughly Aired — Food Is 
Easily Contaminated. 

While cooling, newly baked brend 
should be lightly covered with a clean 
cloth or paper to prevent mold germs 
and dust from fulling upon It, but 
should not he tightly wrapped In a 
thick cloth, as Is the practice In some 
households, for unlt*ss It Is aired, when 
taken from an oven, It Is likely to be- 
come "soggy” and damp, and thus of- 
fer un excellent medium for cultiva- 
tion of molds, say food specialists of 
the United States department of agri- 
culture. When cold the bread should 
tie placed In u dose receptacle that 
bus been thoroughly scalded and aired. 
If bread Is to la* kept for more than 
two or three days In dump, hot went li- 
ter, tin* Jar or box should he taken out 
and sunned for a short time now and 
then, and again scalded and dried. On 
no account should portions of a former 
baking be stored with u new batch. 

Cake and cookies should be cooled 
ufter muklng and kept lu tin boxes or 
In earthenware Jurs, which, like bread 
boxes, should he scalded and aired 
often. Even If these foods are to lie 
eaten at the next meal, It Is well to 
keep them In some such receptacle, as 
It insures protection from dust. A 
cake, pudding, or pie that has been 
left to cool unprotected from dust or 
tiles Is something that no careful 
housewife would place on her tuble. If 
she stopped to think how easily the 
food may be contaminated.

Homo canning — of utmost Impor- 
tance during the war — will he just ns 
Iniporlnnt this year, according to pres- 
ent indications as they are viewed by 
the United Slates department of agri- 
culture. The shortage of labor on the 
farms makes It necessary for (In* can- 
neries to pay high prices for the com- 
modities that will he canned later in 
the season. Labor in tin* canning fac- 
tories Is expensive and difficult to ob- 
tain. Everything, from cans to cart- 
age costs, has increased In price, and 
transportation Is slow and more ex- 
pensive than It was in war times. All 
this Increase must he paid by the ul- 
timate consumer; and there Is not 
even assurance that there will be 
enough canned products to go around. 
The solution Is home canning. 

Can Without Sugar. 

That sugar Is higher in •price thnn 
It has been hitherto is advanced by 
some as a reason for canning either 
less fruit or nothing hut vegetables; 
hut unless one Intends to give up 
sweets altogether there seems no good 
reason for not using canned fruit on 


SIRUPS SAVE SUGAR 
IN MAKING JELLIES 

Directions Given by Department 
of Agriculture Experts. 


When Fruit Is Cheap and Sugar Ex- 
pensive Jellies May Be Made to 
Advantage With One-Half Usual 
Amount of Sweetening. 

To obtain the largest possible 
amount of Jelly from fruit with the 
use of the smallest possible amount of 
sugar, follow the directions given b<*- 
low by United States department of 
agriculture specialists : 

If a good jelly-making fruit, such ns 
quince, green grapes, tart and purtly 
ripe apples. Siberian crabs, or cran- 
berries, Is being used, make a second 
extraction front the fruit. That Is, take 
the pulp front the Jelly Img. add one 
cupful of water to each pound of pulp, 
cook ‘JO minutes, and drip a second 
time, using some pressure at the last. 
Second-extraction Jellies are likely to he 
somewhat different In flavor from the 
first, and it Is an excellent plan to com- 
bine the two Jellies before sweetening. 

When fruit Is cheap and sugar ex- 
pensive, jellies may he made to advan- 
tage with one-half as much sweetening 
as uxmtl, that is, with one-half cupful 
of sugar to one cupful of Juice. The 
yield of Jelly will la* less, for one cup- 
ful of a good juiee plus one eupful of 
sugar should make between one and 
one and one-half cupfuls of Jelly, 
whereas one-half eupful of sugar plus 
one cupful of Juiee makes between one- 
half cupful and three-fourths cupful of 
j-lly. 

One-half of the sweetening may be 
glucose sirup, light-colored corn sirup, 
honey or sorghum sirup. If the other 
half Is granulated sugar, there will he 
little noticeable difference in sweetness 
in most cases. Drape with glucose or 
com sirup will make a good Jelly even 
when no sugar is used. 

BIG ESSENTIALS IN CANNING

Fresh Products, Pure Water and 
Cleanliness. 

The essentials lu canning fruit and 
vegetables are these : 

Fresh products, pure water, care, 
cleuulluess, good Jars, "live," stand- 
ard rubber rings and sufficient beat to 
process the products thoroughly in the 
closed container.

A vacuum 
cleaner operated by baud or electric 
power removes practically all the dust 
and dirt from carpel* and rugs la 
iiustless manner. 


account of high-priced sugar. There 
are few desserts that do not take from 
one-half to one eupful of sugar, and 
no dessert Is more healthful than 
fruit. It Is not necessary to use such 
thick sirup as was used In the days of 
plenty. A ten per rent sirup made of 
one port sugar to nine parts water will 
make palatable any of the add fruits. 
Such fruits as apples, pineapples and 
the like can he canned without sugar. 
In fact, ordinary glucose or corn sirup 
may he substituted for sugar in mak- 
ing the sirup. A palntnble sirup Is 
made by mixing one-ltnlf eupful sugar, 
one eupful glucose and eight cupfuls 
of water. 

It requires about seven ounces of 
sugar for a pint Jar. One cupful of 
sugar will make ten cupfuls of sirup. 
A pound of sugar will make JO cup- 
fuls. This Inst amount will he suffi- 
cient for JO pints of canned fruit. 
Where the pi per cent sirup Is used 
the cost of sugar to can a pint Jar is 
one and one-half cents with sugnr nt 
30 cents a pound. It Is not so expen- 
sive after all.

TO GROW STRAWBERRIES 

By EdVard Lukcman 
Referring to one of the readers of 
this column who made the request for 
an article on growing strawberries, 1 1 
submit the following with pleasure. 

To begin with, you must have the 
land in good condition, or else the t 
crop will disappoint you. You can 
bring this about in the following man- 
ner. If you have a small piece of sod 
land. I would procure a couple of pigs 
in the spring, and if you make the 
yard 30 feet long hy 21 feet wide, It 
will he large enough for the pigs and 
ht< ample for the strawberry bed. 
The pigs will kill every particle of 
grass and White grubs and leave the

you are not interested in pigs and ( 
don’t want to bother with them. You c 
will soon have to be, as the price of j 
beef Is becoming so high that in a ) 
few years at the most only the very , 
wealthy can afford it. You see it 
takus four years to raise a steer, and 
it pays better to sell the grain, as It 
Is in such demand and the price so 
high, rather than feed It to beef cat- 
tle, and you get the money Just as 
soon as you harvest the crop. So 1 
1 would urge all of you who have 1 
room to keep at least one pig, and ' 
raise Essex Rape as well us vegeta- 
bles. and it won't cost much to keep 
them. 

But if you will not raise pigs, then 
you must make the land rich; yes 
very rich, with well rotted manure. 
Phosphate will not entirely take the , 
place of manure. You can get the 
potash and ammonia all right, but It 
lacks humus and this is something 
that you cannot do without, if you 
want to get a good crop. I know Its 
very hard to get manure, so iue next 
best thing to do is to sow vetch, or 
con peas, or crimson clover, say Aug- 
ust 15, then when they are up say 
four inches, spade them under the fol- 
lowing spring. 

Cover the ground with phosphate 
and rake it well Into the bed, if 
there are any big lumps or stones, 
they should be broken up or removed. 
Of course If you have kiqpt ihe pigs 
you don’t have to add any manure: 
Just rake in the phosphate, and that 
will be- all. 

If you have lots of shade trees 
where you contemplate making the 
bed, it will be pretty hard to grow 
them, even if they do not shade the 
bed. The roots of old elm trees ex- 
| tend a long way, and will absorb the 
| manure much faster than the plants. 

Don't attempt to take land that has 
! been growing grass, get It ploughed 
I and give it a little phosphate, and | 
expect good strawberries, as you are 
sure to be disappointed. You wont 
be able to keep the grass out of it. 

So if you had In view doing any- 
thing like this, why change It and 
phAit the land one year to your reg- 
ular garden before putting It into j 
strawberries: then the next spring 
manure it as 1 stated above. Rake it j 
over carefully and proceed to set the 
plants, now in a bed 30 feet long, and 1 
21 feet wide. I would set the plants ' 
18 or 20 Inches apart, 20 if I had 
plenty of room; if not 18 will do, and 
make the rows 3Va fee< apart. You 
will need for this bed, ubout 125 j 
' plants. This will contain 6 rows, 
which will give a good- size family 
all they require. For the varieties 
1 I would order equal numbers of Early. 
Medium and late! I don’t think* I 
ought to choose the varieties for you. 
as the condition of the soil Is every- 
thing. When you send your order 
for the plants, Just mention to the 
nursery whether you have a heavy 
wet soil, or a dry sandy loam, and 
! they will send you Just what is best 
suited to your wants. 

I would not uttompt the hill system 
until you have had some experience 
growing them in the matted low. 

A good many people plant nothing 
hut the Marshall. If you are uu ex- 
perienced glower this is all right, but 
unless your land is very fertile, and 
in a high state of# cultivation, yots 
j will find it a pretty shy bearer, and 
you will be disappointed with it. 

Hut with an experienced grower, 
who has the land very rich end able 
to water the plants should a dry spell 
happen to come, and kept In the bill 
system, It Is one of the most profit- 
able. Of course If want the ever- 
bearers you will have to increase, the 
j size of your bed, and it’s

Die fact Is Hint no one could say 
definitely where the tin Islands were. 
Some historians thought they were the 
llttie Islands nt the northwest corner 
of Spnln, while others have believed 
tlint they hnd no renl existence, nnd 
that In speaking of them the authors 
merdy meant to Indicate that tin came 
from overseas. 

Now, however, an Important discov- 
ery hns been made that seems to clear 
up the mystery. Tin hns been found 
In considerable quantities In the Heb- 
rides, nnd everything suggests that 
thes* arc the famous tin Islnnds of the 
old vrlters. 

Tlw mystery has largely arisen owing 
to the fact that the Phoenicians, who 
were cunning traders, and did not want 
anyone else to poach on their pre- 
serves, kept the source of^thelr tin 
secret. 

Tils discovery of tin In the Hebrides 
Is a very Interesting fact, and It will he 
curious If the Islands that first brought 
Britain into prominence should again 
become a source of wealth and fame. 

Service Brings Increase. 

Two beautiful little springs lived 
on the mountain side and drew their 
crystal water from the same source;

ning out of Its hanks and trickling 
down the mountain.

Waterproof Glue. 

To render glue Insoluble In water, 
hot or cold, add u few crystals of 
bichromate of putasli to tlie water 
with which (he glue Is being dis- 
solved for use. After a part has been 
glued expose It to the lighL For most 
purposes bichromate of one fiftieth 
part of tiie amount of glue used wlU 
be sufficient. Glue containing potas- 
sium bichromate becomes Insoluble 
when exposed to light and allowed 
to harden thoroughly. 

Wood and ComonL 

When wood la used as u re-enforcing 
material for concrete It should be Im- 
pregnated with magueslum chloride, 
aud the wood mutt he so placed that 
uu.v change In the croae-aecHonal area 
does not affect the curability of the 
structure. If the latter precaution la 
overlooked tlie concrete may crack. ^ 

Assyrians Wore Porcelain Rings. 

In both Egypt and Assyria porcelain 
rings were In common use. They 
were painted with great delicacy, the 
(minting often being burned Into the 
enarneL
